Regulation of the export of opium by sea fronfr Calcutta. 

2. Opium may l>e exported by sea from th<? port of Calcutta if it has 
been pure ha sod from the Government at- a public sale held by the Local 
Government, amt is covered by a Delivery Order and a certificate granted by 
the Local Government. A Deli very Order is ail order of the Local Govern- 
ment addressed to the lute miaul of the Presidency Opium Godowns for 
delivery of a certain number of opium- chests j and a certificate is a doc um ent 
authorising the Collector of Customs to allow the shipment of the opium 
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specified in it. The currency of a certificate is four days, exclusive of its 
date of issue, and exclusive of Sundays and Custom House holidays. No 
Delivory Order or certificate for the export of opium will be issued* on the 

same day on which the opium has been sold. 

• 

3. A shipper wishing to export opium shall first, present his Delivory 

Order to the liitendant Of the opium godowns, and take out his chests of 
opium from the stacks and arrange them in the corridor, where he will mark 
them with his distinctive marks for shipment, Hcfore removing the chests 
from the corridor the shipper shall obtain a pass from the Collector of 
Customs by presenting at the Custom House the certificate granted him bv 
the Jjocal Government, accompanied with a shipping bill (in duplicate) 
printed in red ink. The Custom House pass, Which will be granted on (ho 
shipping bill, shall then be. shown to the liitendant, who will then give 
permission for the removal of the opium chests for shipment. In the case oT 
opium chests which are passed out through the Custom House gate t he 
shipper is also to show the Custom House, pass to the gate officer of the 
Custom [louse before taking away his chests. • 

4. If any opium covered by a certificate is not removed from the 
Presidency Godowns within a period of four days from the date of the issue 
of the certificate, t.he holder of t Ho certificate must, within 21 hours next 
{ffter the expiry of the said period, apply to the Lucfil Governmeui fora 
fresh certificate. 

5. If any opium has been removed from the Presidency Godowns 
wi thAnsthe said period of four days, and has been passed out by the Customs 
authorities for export, but has not been shipped within flu* said period by 
reason of the opium being shut out from the ship in which it was intended 
to be shipped, or for any other reason, the shipper must, without, delay, 
apply to the Local Government fora fresh certificate, and must, pending the 
issue of such certificate, either (//) return the opium to the Presidency 
Godowns, with the permission of the (Collector of Customs, or (ft) ^ccp ii. 
with the permission of the said Collector, under sealed hutches at a mooring 
ghat to be fixed l>y l lu* Superintendent of the Calcutta Customs Prevent i ve 
Service. 

6. («) On ordinary working days no Treasury receipt in payment for 
opium, and no Delivery Order for # cancellation will bn accepted by the Local 
Government after 3-30 l\M., and no certificate will be granted after 4 l*.M. 

(ft) On Saturdays no receipt or Delivery Order will be accepted afier 
1-80 P.M.. and no certificate granted after 2 I’.M. 

(r) A certificate is not transferable, and no one but the person named on 
the face of it by the Local Government, will be entitled to export opium 
on it. • 

7. The cor tifieat.es granted by the Local Government are to be returned 
to the Local Government within thirty days, duly cancelled. 

8. Opium intended for export, which is uot cleared from the Port 
Commissioners’ Jetty No. 8 or the Dock* at Kidder pore as the case may he, 
before 4-30 P.M., shall be conveyed to the steamer in covered cargo-boats 
with properly secured hatches. 

9. On any day oil which clearances are made from the Opium Godowns 
the Intends at shall give notice to the Collector of Customs, who will at 
once appoint a Preventive Officer to be in attendance .at 4-30 P.M., at tin* Port 
Commissioners’ Jetty No. 8 or the Docks at Kidderpore, as the ruse may be., 
to perform the duties mentioned in rule' 10. When the intendnut ih aware

perform the duties below named. He shall supervise the loading in covered 
ca rgn-boats with property secured hatches of all opium chests lying at No. .X 
Jetty or the Kidderpore' Docks after 4-30 p.mu or brought there after 4-30P.M.* 
He shall see atl such chests placed in the hold, of covered cargo-boats and 
shall then secure and seal, with a distinctive mark, the hatches or other 
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openings or door a of such cargo-boats by which access may be lmd to the 
hold, before allowing the boat to proceed to the steamer. 

11. The Preventive Officer on board the receiving steamer shall care- 
fully examine the Heals affixed to the hatches or other openings or dfiors of a 
cargo-boat laden with opium, as soon as the l>oa,t arrives alongside the vessel, 
and shall not allow the seals to be broken in any earfe until he is prepared to 
receive the opium on board, and to superintend the removal of the chests 
from the hold of the cargo-boat. 

12. If it appears to the Preventive Officer on board the receiving vessel 
that the seals placed on the hatches or other openings or doors of a cargo- 
boat have been broken in truusit, or have been in any way tampered with, 
he shall immediately bring the matter to the notice of the officer in charge 
of the vessel, and shall examine each chest carefully. If any theft of opium 
is discovered, the Preventive Officer shall make an immediate report to the 
River Police and to the Collector of Customs, mentioning at tiie same time 
the number of the cargo-boat and the name of the owner and manjhi. 

13. The procedure described iu rules 8, 10 11 and 12 both inclusive, is 
enjoined especially in the case of opium cleared from the godowns after 
4-30 P.M., hut it may, on application by the shipper to the fntendant, be 
followed in the case of opium cleared before that time. 

14. • Rules regarding fees to be paid for delivery and clearance of opium 
from the Opium Godowns outside regulation hours, and for return of opium 
to the godowns which has been shut out by steamers, will be found in the 
Board of Ucvenue Notification No. 388A., dated the 5th February 1913.

The Second Schedule. 

1. The Endowment hereby created shall bo called “The Calcutta 
School of Tropical Medicine and Hygiene Endowments Fund.” 

2. The Endowment is created for the promotion and assistance of 
research work in tropical medicine and iu diseases of special importance in 
India, the teaching of tropical medicine and the training of research workers 
in the suid subjects, all such objects to be carried out in Calcutta at the 
Institution known as the Calcutta School of Tropical Modiciucuud Hygiene. 

3. The income oft he Endowment shall be paid by the Treasitier of

The Secretary of State for India in Council, in pursuance of the powers 
conferred upon tiim by section 1 of the Indian Civil Service (Temporary 
Provisions) Act, 191.5 (5 & 6 Geo. V., c. 87), hereby makes with the advice 
and assistance of the Civil Service Commissioners the following rules for the 
appointment during the year 1919 to the Indian Civil Service otherwise than 
by the annual Open Competition (which will still continue to beheld) of 
Natives of India and llurma. It will rest with the Government of India to 
determine whether candidates are qualified in respect of nationality, age, 
character, and education, as defined in the following regulations: — 

1. — ut> Every candidate must be either a* British subject or a ruler or 
subject, of any Stale in Tndiu in respect of whom the Governor-Gene rail in 
Council has inaidc a declaration under section 96 (a) of the Government of 
India Act, 1915, as amended by section 3 of the Government $f India (Amend- 
ment) Act, 191<». 

(b) If the candidaite (being a British subject) or his father or his mother 
was not born within liis Majesty’s Dominion and allegiance, the father must 
at the time of the candidate’s birth have been a British subject or (he subject 
of a State in India amd still be (or liavc continued to be until his death) a 
British subject or a subject of such State. 

2. Every candidate must have been born on or after the 2nd August 
1891, and on or before t.he 1st August 1898. 

3. Every candidate, must be of good moral character and sound 
physique. 

4. Every candidate must produce satisfactory evidence that he possesses 
a degree in Arts or Science of an Indian or British University, or has passed 
the examination for the higher diploma of the Mayo College, Ajmer, or the 
diploma of the Aitcbison Chiefs’* College at Lahore. 

5. Any person who possesses the qualifications prescribed in the 
foregoing rules is eligible to apply for nomination, whether he be already in 
Government service or not. 

<5. Every candidate, being a British subject, must submit, to the local 
Government of the Province in which he resides an application in the form 
annexed to these rules, tngetht r with the fee prescribed in that form. 

7. Every candidate, beingy* ruler or subject of a State in India who is 
qualified under rule 1, must submit liis application through the Dnrbar of 
the State to the local Government of the Province in which he wishes to 
serve. 

8. Candidates wilL be nominated by the Government of India on the 
recommendation of the local Government. 

9. Candidates nominated by the Government of India will be accepted 

by the Secretary of State for India in Council as selected candidates for the 
Indian Oivil Service, subject to any further enquiries that he may find it 
necessary to institute, and will be required to undergo a period of probation 
for two years at a College or University in the United Kingdom approved 
by the Secretary of State. Selected candidates will be entitled to free 
passages to and from the United Kingdom and will be paid an allowance at 
the rate of* £200 sterling per annum during the period of probation, subject 
to good conduct. At the end of this period of probation thed will be tested 
by the Civil Service Commissioners or by an authority in yndia specially 
empowered in this behalf, in Indian Law and Languages, ap'd in any ^pther 
subjects which may be prescribed, and ia riding. They will n<|t be appointed 
to the Indian Civil Service until they have been certified to buve fulfilled

February 1916. 

Introductory, 


1. On the 12th October 1915 a memorial on the subject of the education 
Occniou of the absolution. of girls in India was presented to His Majesty’s 

Secretary of State for India by an influential 
deputation.- The memorial emphasised points which had long caused 
anxiety to the Government of India — the insignificant number of girls 
under instruction, the disparity in this respect of the condition of . the male 
and f e male.-por ti ons of the population and the consequent danger to the 
social well-being of the Indian community. It recommended the formation 
of a representative committee to enquire into the whole subject. Mr. Cham- 
berlain, in welcoming the deputation and agreeing with it as to the 
importance of the subject, observed that similar representations ^had 
apparently not been made in India, indicated that the times were not'pro- 
pitious for the launching of schemes which carried serious financial conse- 
quences and loft the question of a committee to be decided by the Govern- 
ment of India. The memorial was forwarded by the Secretary of State 
with his Public despatch No. 191, dated the 5th November 1915. The 
Government of India deemed it preferable to invite local Governments to 
obtain the opinions of competent persons, local bodies, existing committees 
and other authorities and. to forward them with an expression of their own 
views. The replies have been received and furnish a mass of valuable 
evidence upon a difficult subject. 

It was the intention of the ’Government of India lo place their views on 
this important subject together with those of the local Governments before 
the public by means of a resolution. .Various causes led them to postpone 
Jtliis action. The issues connected with the education 1 ' of boys, which, as 
explained in their circular letter No. 7,50. dated the 2nd September 1918, had 
long been under consideration, the questions of organization raised by the 
Report on Indian Constitutional Reforms, and finally the desire to await the 
views of the Calcutta University Commission, all these afforded ample 
reason for delay iug their pronouncement upon so vital and so difficult a 
matter. Though these causes still to some extent operate, it is now possible 
roughly to forecast, the influences which will affect education, and the 
Government, of India arc no longer willing to withhold their pronouncement 
upon the conclusions at which they have arrived.. The replies se#t by local 
Governments with their enclosures run to great length. It has therefore been 
decided not to reprint them, though it is possible that some local Govern*' 
incuts may desire to publish them. The views of the Calcutta University 
Commission are now public property and an off-print of the chapters dealing 
willi the education of women has been made. 


2. Even now those conclusions can be put forward Cjply with the 
Need tor «io»tioitjr. reserve i demanded in a subject regarding which 

it is difficult to dqgraatise for the whole of India* 
Tn their resolution No. 301-O.D., dated the 21st. February 1913, the Govern* 
incut of India recognised that the existing customs and ideas opposed to. the. 
education of girls require different handling in different parts of the country 
and hesitated to lay down general lines of policy which might hamper 
local Governments. They contented themselves with commending five 
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points for consideration. They adhere to those general propositions, which 
especially that regarding the type of education to be imparted, will be found 
repeated in the present resolution also. 

* A The difficulties whi<?h retard the education of girls in India are too 
* well-known to require elaborate repetition. The 

o«me» of b«ok«r»rdnM<*. ^ Calcutta University Commission have cmdhusised 
those arising from early marriage, purda and the distrust of western 
education. In doing so, they have described the condition of things preva- 
lent in Bengal. Not all those difficulties are found or at least fouud in an 
equal degree in all parts of India, in some of which, for instance, the 
institution of purda is for the most part unknown. But the extent to which 
obstacles arising from these causes, from conservatism, from ideas of caste, 
otc., influence the. result, Is evident from the fact that only 0*9 per cent, 
of the. Hindu female popuiatio'n in India and 1*1 per cent, of the Muham- 
madan is under instruction; while among Europeans and Anglo-Indians, 
Indian Christians and Parsecs, the percentages are 23, S 3 and 14*6 respec- 
tively. The paucity of educated girls in the larger communities is a matter 
of profound concern to the Government, as. it was to the deputation which 
waited upon the Secretary of State. The disparity between the numbers 
respectively of boys and girls under education constitutes, as that deputa- 
tion remarked, a grave danger to social well-being. The problem te aH yet 
hardly an educational one. It has its roots in the very fabric of 'society 
and only a radical change in the life, customsand ideals of the conhtry will 
effect its solution. 

4. Nevertheless the progress that has been made is far from negligible, 
n,, , . . The total number of girls at school at tbe time 

of the Education Commission of 1882 was 127,000. 
In 1915-16 — the year in which the deputation waited upon the Secretary of 
State— it was 1,186,000 and in 1917-18 it was 1,264,000. Expansion in recent 
years has been partially checked by the effects of tbe war. But it is 
noticeable that in ten years between J907 and 1917 the number almost 
doubled. In 1882, again, the proportion of girls to boys under instruction 
was 1 to 20. in 1917-18 it was 1 to 5*3. This expansion has been due largely 
to the labours and enthusiasm of a number of philanth ropie individuals and 
societies and partly to a gradual improvement in public sentiment in some 
of the urban areas. It is also largely due to the constant pressure and perse- 
verance of the educational officers of Government, male and female, who in 
the face of much discouragement, have maintained t.lioir efforts for further 
development — sometimes in the face of apathy and suspicion. The question 
has been reviewed from time to, time as l>y the Commission of 1882 and in 
the Government of India resolutions of 1901 and 1913. Programmes of 
expansion were requested from the local Gov^nmeuts in 1911 and 1913 and 
the subject has been carefully considered in recent years by the provincial 
Governments. Conferences have been held, opinions collected, policies 
outlined, special committees appointed, new schools opened, new arrange- 
ments made for training and inspection, and new subjects introduced into 
the curricula. 


5. Thus the expansion in numbers has grown with enhanced rapidity 
Hoptfuitign. for the future. in recent periods and the interest taken in the 

subject has increased. It is oq the interest 
evinced by the public in the education of girls that future development, 
primarily depeuds As the Calcutta University Commission have pointed out, 
the paucity of private effort (as distinct from Government and missionary 
$ifort> iu the matter of the post-elementary training of girls which 
characterises Bengal Is not *discove ruble iu all parts of India; afid in the 
city of Bombay alone there arc nine private high schools for girls. Indeed 
income parts of the Bombay Presidency private effort has manifested itself 
in- a remarkable manner. The success of two women’s colleges in Madras is 
conspicuous and significant. Improvements in the quality of the education 
. of the male sex are calculated to produce a corresponding influence in the 
attitjude towards the upbringing of womeu. The loosening in some areas of 
the joint family system will force younger women no longer tinder the 
■ tutelage, and often the conservative influence of their elders, to seek iu 
edneationgeome equipment against the calls made upon them by anew environ- 
, ment. The gradual changes, social and economic, which are slowly 
permeating thecouu try are bound to have their effect and will in the course 
of time wore and more be reflected in public opinion. 
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6. Turning to certain characteristics of the educational system-which are 
Kduoationai difficulties. olto ‘» regarded as inimical to the develops 

ment of girls education, it must tie admitted thl^t 
the influence of such defects as exist is very small ill comparison . 
with that of the larger causes which have been mentioned above, and, with 
the disappearance of those causes, such defects are likely to And their own 
remedy. The chief difliculties which may be termed educational are the 
following : — * 

(i) The difficulty of providing an adequate supply of competent 
teachers. Resort is still necessary, and is for many years likely 
to be necessary, to the employment of foreigners uud members 
of the domiciled community. Their services are expensive. 
Indian Christians are also available ; bnt in many places, it is- 
understood, orthodox opinion prefers instruction by members- 
of the faith professed by the majority of the pupils. Hindu and 
Muhammadan wonieu adopt the teaching profession only in 
small numbers. The employment of men in girls' schools is 
generally deprecated. 

(it) -The unsoiUiblity of the curriculum. It is frequently asserted that 
the curriculum for girls too closely follows that for boys. Over 
* half a million girts are studying in boys’ schools; and for these 
it is not easy to devise any suitable system. In secondary schools- 
there is a tendency on the part of many parents to oppose any 
course save that laid down for the university matriculation. 
Elsewhere attempts have been made to introduce a variety of 
courses. The question whether these attempts go far enough is 
discussed below. 

(Hi) The domiuaueo of the examination system. This defect prevails 
only ill post-elementary institutions and to a much lessor extent 
in middle than in high and collegiate institutions. But the 
extent to which, at least in Bengal, it affects higher instruction 
is forcibly pointed out by Sir Michael fciadler’s Commission. 
Secondary education for girls, says their Report* ‘‘labours under 
exceptional difficulties in Bengal ; it is surrounded by prejudices r 
it is distorted, even more unnaturally than the education of hoys- „ 
• by the malign influence of the examination fetish.” The Com- 
mission “ feel that the .schools must be saVcd from the desolat- 
ing domination of the examination system which now mis- 
chievously influences all they* work.” 

In addition to these three main defects, there are others of minor impor- 
tance. In the following paragraphs the different grades of education will 
be considered and suggestions made for improvement with special reference 
to the difficulties mentioned in this and in/preceding passages. 

Primary Education. 


7. More than nine-tenths of the girls under instruction are in the 
-Management by local bodies. primary stage. Of a total of 19,095 primary 

schools, o54 are managed by Government, 5,106 by 
local bodies and 15,735 by private agency. Of these last. 13,067 are in receipt 
-of aid from public funds. Tho Government of India have laid down the 
principle that local bodies should assume a more direct responsibility .for 
the evolution and management of primary education. In their circular 
letter No ,873, dated the 19tli September 1916, the^j suggested the withdrawal*-- 1 
whenever this ^.reasonably feasible, of such restrictions as at pre^en t exist On 
the activitierf of local bodies regarding such matters as the provision of 
buildings, the hours of attendance, the grant of holidays, the rates of pay, 
the levy of fees, the disbursement oi‘ grauts-in-aid, the creation and filling up 
of appointments, the punishment and dismis sal o f teachers and (subject to, 
certain conditions) the opening and closing of schools. Difficulties -have 
been anticipated by some of those consulted in the application of these 
suggestions to girls’ schools. So mo local bodies have not evincedmuch 
interest in the education of girls. There'is a tendency to subordinate., i$ to 
that of boys. Expert opinion is often lacking. On the one hand Govern- 
ment, on tho other some special sort of agency, is regarded as a 
organisation for tho management of institutions. The Government' of 

have carefully considered those opinions. Where Go ve rnmeitt “ Already- 

.. •«- : r-tssi"*- . 
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manages schools,, they have no desire to see the system radically altered* 
since the existence of sacli institutions evinces the interest of Government 
• in this branch of education and sometimes results in the mainten- 
ance of "model institutions. Still less do they desire to interfere with 
privately managed schools, the good work done by many of which 
they are glad to recognise. But in view of the relation l>et we. mi buys' 
' and girls" education, the advisability of engaging local suutiment and 
interest to the utmost and the policy of. strengthening local bodies by 
the delegation to them of large and important fnnetions, the Govern- 
ment of India maintain that those bodies, already constituted as the 
proper agencies for the di If ns ion of elementary instruction, must continue 
to be such iu the case of girls and that upon their enthusiasm and the 
capability for management which they display the future of girls’ primary 
schools will largely depend. Tne same remtfrks apply to the divisional 
boards recently set np in Burma where there are no district boards. 

8. At the same time the Government of India realise that local bodies, 

Maed tor the co-operation of Indies. a « at present constituted, ffittV HOmetilUBS be 

found lacking in zeal for girls’ education and 
in the particular experience which would enable them successfully to 
handle it. There is no objection therefore to the establishment- of advisory 
committees or to tne inclusion of persons versed in the problem of girls’ 
education us supernumerary members on the educational committees to 
which local bodies ordinarily delegate some portion of their functions. It 
Undesirable that in such matters the assistance of ladies should, so far as 
possible, be utilised. 


9. The most important matter for consideration in the education* of 
ran* on which future cxp»r.iion girls is its wider expansion. Recent legislation 

n,a $ftf°‘ :eed - has placed new powers in the hands of local 

bodies in certain provinces. In Bombay, Bengal, the United Provinces, 
tjjta. Punjab and Bihar and Orissa some classes of local bodies can now 
elect for compulsory elementary education in the case of boys; and in 
Bombay and the United Provinces the provision for compulsion can be 
extended to girls. It iH hoped that these measures will bear fruit. In 
the meantime, however, lopal Governments and local bodies would do 
well to collaborate in the work of surveys for expansion. The Govern- 
^nt of India are aware of the diflicnlties of the question! The grounds 
ilch lead to the opening of a Government or board school often 
consist in the belief that there is some demand for education at the centre 
selected. The results are sometimes disappointing and it is occasionally 
found necessary to close the school in order to obviate waste of funds. It is 
suggested that even at the risk of incurring^xpenditnro which, in the first 
instance, might appear unremunerative, it would be well to create opportu- 
nities for education upon Some systematised plan, such as the founding of a 
girls’ school in every centre which contains a secondary boys’ school, 
whether of the middle or the high grade. Other systems will doubtless 
suggest themselves to local Governments as guides. 

10. In order to obviate the possibility that educational beneilts may iu 

some places be monopolised by those classes of

It is to be recognised, however, that in some casos the feeling 
against association with certain castes is more strongly accentuated in the 
case of girls than of boys. • Such feeling, if it were to be ignored* in favour 
4he principle of . free admission /for all, might result* in the occasional 
collapse of a school. While, therefore, it cannot be * denied that maintenance 
o? assistance from public funds involves tbe light of any child to admission 
.to art institution, some reasonable discretion to be exercised in unavoidable 
Cases must in practice be left to local authorities and the establishment of 
special school# for lower castes may be found necessary in some areas.

but also the retention and, if necessary, the further development of other 
measures which are at present found in different provinces. Thus, over 
study in boys' schools. The defects of such an arrangement 
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arc fully appreciated ; but in default of more adequute arrangements, it seems 
desirable that, facilities should he offered for small girls in boys’ schools where 
girls’ schools are not to be found. Bucli devices'! however, can in no case be 
regarded us a substitute for the foundation of girls* schools and it is Qoubtfttl 
whether the offer of special grants for girls studying in hoys’ schools should 
be retained at. uny centre where a girls’ school is opened. " t 

12. The general practice hitherto has been for a local Government 

through Its Department of Public Instruction to 
liicmontary cumcuia. prescribe for adoption such courses as the . Depart* 

meat considers generally suitable, with or without a certain measure of 
latitude for local or individual needs. There is a good deal of public criticism 
of this arrangement on the grounds, firstly, that the courses do not allow 
sufficient variety and, secondly, that they arts not properly adapted for the 
special use of girls. In regard to both these criticisms It is to be remembered 
that the bulk of the girls under primary education — over 95 per cent. — are in 
the lower primary or most rudimentary stage of education, and that if, 
as is inevitable, they are first taught to read, write and figure in their own 
vernacular, the margin for a variety of subjects either in the lower or in 
the upper primary stage is very narrow. The period during which girls 
are at school is very short and their attendance often irregular, so that 
out of the several additional subjects which are usually suggested for 
tiieir instruction, it is impossible to expect that more than two or three at 
the most could he taught adequately in one school, even when teachers 
com potent to handle them are to be found, without hopelessly overloading 
the curriculum and subjecting to a degree of study incompatible with their 
physical powers even the few girls who proceed beyond the rudimentary 
stages. It is however tbe duty of Departments of Public Instruction to 
review from time to time .the schemes of study so that these may correspond 
as far as possible with modern ideas and loeal opinion and to suggest for the 
higher primary classes a limited number of alternative courses. For the 
rest, the. procedure laid down in the circular of the Ifitli September 
1910. already alluded to, should he followed. Account, should be taken 
of the fact that any such alternatives are mount primarily for schools 
where girls alone are taught and of the varying needs of different classes 
and tracts and of town and country; and it would add to the authority 
of tiiese schemes if they could he set forth after consultation .with intelligent 
unofficial opinion. The courses having tlins been devised, the local bodies 
concerned would be at liberty to prescribe for the classes concerned — both in 
their own schools and in those to which they give aid — the particular 
subjects to bo studied, provided of eourse that the staff possesses the qua, I i fl- 
oat ions necessary for the teaching of those subjects. 

1.8. Two special points a’Wsc in connection ' with the curriculum. It is

girls in the higher classes of primary schools. 
In some provinces the production of special text-books is Relieved to have 
been attended with success. Second, there is a growing feeling against the 
exclusion of religious teaching and observances from school life, and the 
feeling is more accentuated in the caseorgirls than in that of boys. In Gov-, 
eminent and beard schools such teaching cannot ordinarily be given in school 
hours ; but the codes in several provinces admit of facilities for religious teach* 
ing out of school hours, and when there is a demand for such teaching local 
arrangements may be made as fur as possible to meet it. In Hindu schools the 
teaching oJ[ elementary Sanskrit, of tales from the ppics or of religious music 
is often advocated with the object of introducing a religious element into, the 
i each ing. In schools predominantly Muhammadan the reading of the Koran 
is demanded and facilities for this cau generally be given. The Government 
of India are of opinion that it would not be advisable to lay down any uniform, 
system to be followed in all localities in respect of religious teaching either^ 
for boys or for girls, but they feel that in the case of girls a rather greater 
degree of elasticity can be given to the curriculum in this respect and local 
bodies should do what they reasonably can. to meet genuine local sentiment 
in the matter. ■» * . .V 

Secondary Education,

Management by private bodua. 
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considerable and the problems which -it. presents are among the most difficult 
in the educational administration of the country. The management of the 
existing^ secondary schools is almost entirely in private hands, Government 
having but few schools of iteowwi and local bodies few&r still, though the bulk 
of the schools receive financial aid from Government. In the case of boys, 
primary education is quite as much as local bodies can undertake. They may 
be expected to interest themselves in girls’ primary education also. In tlieso 
circumstances and for various reasons they cannot be expected to do anything 
substantial for girls’ secondary education. It will probably be necessary, 
therefore, that the general control and suppl/ of funds should rest with the 
Government, but this need not Involve the management by Government of 
any large number of schools. The working of secondary education among 
.girls is a matter of some delicacy in which a special degree of elasticity 
and personal feeling is required which Government can seldom hope to 
1 provide as adequately as private societies or individuals, and the general 
form of management should us at preseut boot »t private character, aided 
by funds from Government, and under Gove runic n’t inspection and control. 
It. would seem advisable, where possible, to associate with the Education 
Department one or more advisory committees, consisting as far as possible 
of ladies, similar to that previously constituted by the Government of 
Eastern Bengal and Assam. Such committees would be unnecessary where 
secondary schools are under fairly effective managing boaiiis, and tho 
personnel of the advisory committees would largely be a repartition of that of 
the managing boards of"the several schools. Efforts, however, might be made 
to induce the school authorities so us to constitute their own boards as to 
render them, as far as possible, responsive to local public opinion as regards 
the character of the education to be imparted in the schools. 

15. There is no point upon which there is greater diversity of opinion 

than tho character of the secondary education 

secondary oumouinm. which should be imparted to girls.- Ah in other 

countries, there are two main schools of thought. The difference between 
them is for various reasons more marked in India than elsewhere. Tho one 
school would bring up girls on lines as similar as possible to those Laid down 
for boys and would prepare them for a university career. The other would 
prepare girls primarily for home life and hold that women should* be educated 
in all that concerns enlightened mothering, a good standard of maternal 
physique, better care of infancy, appropriate feeding, care and management 
of children, effective attention to children's diseases, and generally to their 
physical condition, good sanitary environment uiul other matters of 
domestic concern. 

16. This question has been discussed at length in the ox>inions which 

reached the Government of India as a result of 
Uni ""* Uy their reference. The Government of India have 

also hadr4be advantage of the views of the Calcutta 
University Commission ou this subject and on that of the collegiate edu- 
cation of women. The portions of the report of tho Commission which deal 
with.. this subject are Chapters XIV and XXXVI. together with certain 
. recommendations in Chapter LLI. The condition of thiygs, which the 
Commission reviewed in Bengal, is not entirely reproduced in other parts of 
India* although the inadequate number of girls’ schools may be regarded as a 
common feature. 


17. The Commission ^ recognise as already in existence twy types of 
trow of Moondar? aohoot* secondary schools. They suggest, that in future 


*tyfo to*# ot secondary »ohoot« secondary schools, JLaey suggest, that ill fut.uro 
mo<M£n«ndad\ schools should be so organised us to meet, on the 

pneh&nd, the needs of the majority who will spend their lives in the zenana 
, and whose education will cease at an early age and, on the other hand, those 
of -the small but Important minority who will take to professional service or 
play a part in the progressive section of Indian society. Both these types 
under the general control of a body which the Commission calf the 
Boa#q. di %condary and Intermediate Education. It is uu important part 
of their prpposals that this board should generally manage tire education 
now clSfiwod , as secondary and also that which at present ends with tins 
nkainination. They propose, however, for schools for the 
former tyra nt girlsXwbich they denominate purdanushin schools) a special 
body feting; tuade^ tbe hoard and consisting very largely of women. For

tin* existing pattern will still bo necessary and that the standard of attain- 
ment should as nearly as possible correspond with that of boys’ -schools. 
At the same time the subjects of the course-might with advantage bp modi- 
lied so us to avoid too sharp a differentiation* between the pu rdctnashin and 
the non -purda school. The Commission have recommended the creation of 
a standing committee on girls’ education which would be advisory to the 
Secondary and Intermediate Board atid which would frame the curricula 
and conduct the examinations for these schools. The Government of 
India have not yet fully considered the various proposals of the Commis- 
sion. They recognise that the creation of purdanashin schools will be a 
mutter of diilicuHy and of v'ery great expense and they do not overlook 
the obstacles which in some parts of India havu stood in the way of what 
is now known as the system of zenana classes. Thev/ully accept however 
the two principles which underlie the proposals of t^se Commission, namely* 
the modification of the curriculum in order to suit the needs of girls and 
women of different clashes and, secondly, the utilisation of the advice of 
ladies in formulating a suitable *aystem of instruction. They also , heartily 
endorse the statement of the Commission that the purdanashin school will 
eminently be a lleld for the munificence of enlightened Indians, without 
whose aid and enppuragement schools of this type are scarcely likely to 
come into existence or to thrive. 


18. The oppressive effect of examinations upon girls has boen a 

_ . . matter of constant complaint. The Government 

.jTect of omninatmiw. 0 f India endorse the view of the Commission 

that the case of purdanashin schools thero should be some form 
of examination at the end of the course, but that it should dot be compulsory 
and that it should be differentiated from the corresponding examination for 
boys and conducted in part through oral tests by competent women visiting 
examiners ; and that in non- purda schools it would be the duty of the 
secondary and intermediate Hoard to ensure that the standards of attainment 
represented by the examination correspond to those of the examination for 
hoys, though this would not imply the use of identical papers, nor preclude 
the. use of oral tests or the weighing of records of school work, which iu 
view of the small number of pupils concerned would be specially practicable 
and easy. 

19. The remarks made above apply especially to high schools. But for 

a long time to come the middle school will 
importance of middle En K ii»u aohoois. represent an i institution of great importance in the 

education of girls, seeing that in view of the paucity of high schools, the 
grout expense. jtivolved in their maintenance and the social causes which 
still hamper progress, the midme school is likely often to remain the only 
institution to which the majority of girls who desire education above the 
elementary stage can aspire and beyond which it will be impossible for many 
of them by reason of social exigencies, etc., to proceed. Opinions are divided 
regarding the stage at which the teaching of English should commence. 
This is one of those matters iu which the Government of India consider that 
respect should he paid to local opinion. It is obvious, however, from reports 
which have reached them that the value of English education among girls, 
is much appreciated and they would strougly urge upon local Governments 
the advisability of establishing a close network of A nglo- vernacular middle 
schools which will provide women suitable for training as teachers-, of lowor 
classes and will perhaps more than any other type of institution disseminate 
an interest iu the advancement of girls’ education., * 


Collegiate Education.

Collegiate education of women The Calcutta University Commission have 
tiiQost non-«i»tent. declared that the intermediate diasses do net 

properly form a part of collegiate or university education.* If this proposi*, 
tion is accepted (and it hud previously been* put forward by various authori- 
ties iu India) then the number of girls who are doing real university woj&is. 
infinitesimal — in the three colleges in Calcutta the Commission found: shat - ' 
there are only 53 students attempting such work. The Government of India, 
however, are impressed with the success (already mentioned) of the two 
women's colleges in Madras. . 
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- '21. Among the recommendations of the Commission are the following 
Oitcutit* University Comt&i«*k>n’» In view of the small narabei* of girls concerned 

the work of the Intermediate and degree stages 
flight continue to be carried on under the same direction and by the same 
teachers, though, so far as possible, the intermediate # work should be done by 
school methods and should also be developed at some selected* high schools. 
There is need for inclusion m university coursesfor girls of subjects which are 
likely tb appeal specially to women. A Board should be constituted iii the 
'reorganised tint Versity of Calcutta on lines (similar to the standing com- 
mittee advisory to the Board of Secondary, and Intermediate Education), 
which would organise the provision of advanced education and make propo- 
sals regarding the. adaptation of the degree, courses to the needs of women, 
subject to the approval of the academic authorities of the ‘University. On 
. the difficult subject of economy In university training for Women the 
. Commission emphasise the need of co-operation uraong the colleges. They 
consider that, while university clusses should as a matter of principle be 
open to qualified women students, under existing circumstances such 
facilities will be very little used. . The conditions which prevail in Bengal 
in this respect are not to be found in all* portions of India. In Bombay 
and elsewhere a certain number of women study in men’s colleges and 
this is- particularly the ease in professional colleges. The Government 
of Mdia, howdver, fully realize the desirability of instituting, separate 
collegiate institutions for women staffed by women, but with arrange- 
ments, if necessary, for lectures in certain subjects by the professors of 
neighbouring men’s colleges. Their views upon the other recoin inundations 
of the Commission must naturally await the consideration of the Commis- 
sion’s proposals for university education as a whole. 


Training of Teachers. 


22. It is desired oil all hands that schools should be staffed by trained 

women teachers; bur the number of Indian ladies 

The great need for women Mhohere. who ure willing tO teach Or capable of doing SO is 

yet limited. The number of those under training has indeed shown an appre- 
ciable increase during recent years and now stands at 3.096 as against 2.234 in 
1915. These numbers, however, are altogether inadequate. It is therefore often 
unavoidable to employ to a large extent the services of mission societies, of 
English ladies specially recruited and trained, of members ‘of the domiciled 
community and of Indian Christians, The labours of these classes of workers 
are responsible for much of the progress which has already been made. 
Naturally, however, there is a feeling iu many quarters that Indian girls 
should be instructed by those of their own race and creed. A considerable 
number of European indies at. present employed in education in India are 


actually engaged in the preparation of Indian women for this profession. 

23. The Calcutta University Commission recognise that women teachers 

of two types are required — those capable of doing 
SoHraM of mppiy. . high school work and of teaching through the 


medium of English, and those who teach in primary schools ami the lower 
classes of secondary schools. The Government of India consider that the 
^supply of the second class of teachers will best be met from among the pupils a 
of the middle schools which they would like to see established .after the* 


pupils have undergone a supplementary course of training; and from the 
Widows’ Homes which have been established in several parts of India. 
These son rces of supply, however, should not. be utilised to the exclusion of 
y the existing training schools, which, on a limited scale? are doing.niost useful 
Wdr k; 


As regards teachers of higher type, the Commission recognise that, if 
■ their programme of development is to be carried out, the necessary recruits 
d^n. at present only be. obtained , from Britain or America. This remark, 
however {written in application to the 'Presidency of Bengal, though 
uhdottbtedly applicable to a large degree elsewhere), is tempered by the 
recognition ■ that the more orthodox section of Indian society fears the 
Jtifluehce of western women and that for the purda^iashin type 
there must-be a large increase iu the number of well-educated 
■' l.tf dlsh ^woiheh teachers. The Government of India are fully alive to the 
•■Wv«si?#f^^/khppleij?etiting the efEorts of Government by the service of 
V kto- ' .bod ies hr the task of training women teacher*. They 
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incline also to the view of the Commission that this work shonld not.be - 
treated as apart, that it can be carried on as a portion of the ordinary -, r , 
teaching work of schools and university courses, and that education mayV 
fitly form a subject in the courses leading to the intermediate and degree ? 
stages. In this connection, the following passage from cnaptor XXXVT of r 
the Commission’s Report is quoted : — 

We would suggest (1$ that post-graduate classes in the university . 
department of education which we shall propose should be thrown open to . 
women equally with men ; <2) that education should be introduced as one of 
the subjects for the degree, and that instruction for this purpose shonld 
be provided by the three Calcutta women’s colleges in co-operation; (3) that 
an introduction to the methods^of teaching should be also made. one of the 
possible subjects at the intermediate stage, as has already been suggested in 
the ease of intermediate colleges for moii, and that this option should be 
offered in all the women’s colleges; (4) that training for the L. T. diploma - • 
and for the B. T. degree should be given in the women’s colleges *ou a 
co-operative system underlie direction and advice of the university depart- ' 
me lit of education, which might afford much assistance.” 


Professional Training. 

24. Aj)urt from the training of teachers it has been recognised by'ffr any 

Training fur tho medical profetmion. authorities, including tlie Calcutta University 

Commission, that tlie profession in which there 
is greatest need for women is the medical. After discussing the difficulties 
of the situation and the proposal, now abandoned, to exclude women from 
tlie Calcutta Medical College, t he Commission conclude that all the existing 
arrangements are little better than makeshifts and that until Hindu and 
Mussulman society has materially modified its attitude on the training of 
women no real solution for this problem will be possible. They consider,"’ 
however, that one obstacle should be removed, namely, the difficulty of 
obtaining the requisite preliminary training. While it would be very 
expensive to provide this in any single college it might be possible to 
arrange for some concentration of effort among the women’s colleges in 
Calcutta. Another suggestion made by the Commission is that as the 
student will later on attend mixed classes in the medical colleges it might 
be possible to. make use of some of the teachers in tlie laboratories provided 
for . men in the preliminary medical subjects. The suggestions are endorsed 
by the Government of India and the attention of tlie Governments both of 
Bengal ami of other presidencies and provinces is invited to them. 

Conclusion. 

«; 

25. In some of tlie opinions received by the Government of India it is 

Kecci for enhanced effort. contended that the progress of female education 

is not primarily a matter of money but of social 
development, and it is urged that in many cases school# have been opened 
but have failed to attract scholars. By many others it is lield that, the 
expansion of girls’ education is mainly a matter of finance and that if only 
more money can l>e spent on schools and on the trailing of teachers the 
number of* scholars will rapidly advance. There are doubtless parts of 
thy country in which the former of these views is a ‘correct representation of 
facts. There are tracts, however, where substantial sums of money can be 
spent usefully in starting now schools, in strengthening the inspectorate, ip 
experiment ing with widows’ homes, secondary schools of the types described 
above, and tlie like.. Where anything can be done by the expenditure, of 
money in such cases it is hoped that, local Governments and local bodies will 
be liberal in doing what their resources permit. At its present stage the 
education of girls needs more financial fostering than that of boys ; primary 
education must mainly lie free- ; .scholarships and studentships must be given 
more lavishly ; gran ts-in-aid must be calculated more generously; and the 
greater expensiveness of secondary education has to be practically recog- 
nised. For part of the expenditure involved it is hoped that private 6ndo w- 
raetilH may be forthcoming, and so far as 'public money is required the . 
responsibility rests primarily wit.ii the provincial Governments and tbA 
local bodies concerned. The Government of India have of late years givep 
considerable grants to help in various educational activities, more especially . 
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in prioiaty education and the training of teachers, and the utilisation of 
these grants is hy no means confined to the education of hoys. But since 
the Impending changes in the relations between Imperial und Provincial 
fimuiee will in all probability? involve the complete dissociation of the formei 
from educational expenditure - in the provinces, the • provincial and local 
agencies will become nqt merely primarily but exclusively responsible for 
Phe future development of the education of girls. It. will rest with them to 
decide how far they will be able to devote public money to furthering this 
form of. education, and it is hoped that the suggestions which have been put 
forward in the preceding paragraphs will be of assistance in indicating the 
objects on which such money can most usefully be spent and the directions 
in which the education of girls cun most profitably be guided. Hitherto the 
difficulty has often been not so much in the actual provision of funds as in 
the discovery of opportun Lty 'for their fruitful expenditure. There can bo 
tittle doubt that in future such opportunities wi 11 largely increase. Although 
it lias to be admitted that the total number of girls under odneut ion is at 
present infinitesimal the progress made inthe last few years is significant, Ah# ^ 
interest now evinced in the subject is a hopeful sign and the enhanced rate* 
of development in the education of boys, especially in its higher branches, 
is bound to influence favourably the popular attitude towards the education 
of girls. There is every reason, therefore, to hope that the demand 
lor- girls’ education and the supply of means to foster its growth may 
in the 'future so react upon each 'other as to provide for an early and 
substantial development of this important factor in the progress of 
India.

The Board of Trade, Import and Export Section announces that, in collaboration 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, an arrangement has boon made whereby firms 
receiving orders which require immediate acceptance may telegraphs details of and such 
order to the Department of Overseas Trade in order to ascertain whether a licence will be 
granted for the export of the goods if the order is accepted. 

In the event of an applicant b«ing promised a licence he will be enabled to deal with 
the order straightaway with the knowledge that upon application being made in Hie proper 
form to th$ Export Licence Department the licence will be {granted. • 

The telegrams should b* addressed to “Orders, c/o Advantage, Stock, London.” They 
should give in each case in addition to $he name and postal or telegraphic address of the 
applicant the quantity and description of the goods comprised in the order and the name 
ami address of the ultimate consignee if the goods are destined for a neutral country. In 
the case of orders from Allied or British Territory orfroni Territory in the occupation «>f 
troops of the Associated Governments, the consignee need not be stated ; and it will be 
sufficient! merely to give the country of destination. A reply of 24 words (Is. lid.) must be 
prepaid. • 

Applicants are requested in their own interest lo confine their enquiries to orders 
needing a very urgent decision, since the fewer the enquiries the more promptly cau 
answers be given.

No. 369-F . — Tile following announcement by the Secretary of State 
regarding the recommendations of the Indian Currency Committee, is 
published for general information : — 

“The Secretary of State for India has considered in consultation with 
the Governmout'of Tndia the majority and minority reports Received from 
the Committee appointed by him nndcr the Chairmanship of Sir Henry 
liabingfcon Smith to advise on the subject of Indian exchange and currency. 
The majority report, which is signed by the Chairman and all members of 
committee except Mr. I). M. Dalai, states as its object the restoration of a 
stable and automatic system and the maintenance of the convertibility 
of the note issue. - • 

2. The fundamental recommends: ions of report are as follows : —

that the present rupee, unchanged 
remain unlimited legal tender; 


in weight and fineness; should! 


(b) that the rupee should have a fixed exchange value tjrid that this' 

exchange value should be expressed in terms of gold at the rate' 
of one rupee for 1 1 ‘M00 1 G gnu ns of fine gold, that is, one-tenth 
of the gold contents of the sovereign ; 

(c) that the sovereign which is now rated by law at rupees 15 should # 

be made legal tender in India at tbe revised ratio of rupees ten 
to one sovereign ; ... 
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( d ) fcbftt the i pi port Vmd export of gold to and from India should bo 

free from Government control as soon us the change in the 
statutory ratio has been effected, and that the gold mint at 
• ' Bombay should be open for the coinage into sovereigns of gold 
tendered b^ public ; . . 

(e) that the notification of Government undertaking to give rupees 

far sovereigns should' be withdrawn ; 

(/) that the prohibition on the private import und export of silver 
should be removed in due course and that, the import duty on 
silver should be repealed unless the fiscal position demands its 

retention. * 

, • 

8. These recommendations develop with the necessary modifications 
required *by altered circumstances the principles on which the Indian 
currency system was established before, the war, and are accepted by tlio 
Secretary qf State in Council as expressing the goal towards which Indian 
administration, following the previous policy, ‘should now be directed. 

4. Under the conditions existing prior to the war sterling and gold 
‘"were identical standards. The existing disparity has made a choice between 

these standards necessary, and the Committee's recommendation is in favour 
of placing the rupee on a gold husjs, 

5. In recoin m ending a rate, namely that, above mentioned, for the 
exchange value of the rupee the Chairman and majority have taken account 
of the high range of silver prices and of tlui importance of safeguarding the 
convertibility of the Indian note issue by providing ho far as possible that 
the token character of the rupee shall he restored and maintained, i.r„ that, 
the Indian Government may lie in a position to buy silver for coinage into 
rupees without loss. They were also impressed by the serious economic 
and political risks attendant, on a further expansion of Indian prices such as 
must bo anticipated from the adoption of a low rate. im 

6. The arguments advanced in favour of a gold basis and of a high rate 
of exchange appear to the Secretary of State in Council to. he conclusive, and 
he has decided to take the necessary steps to give immediate, effect to the 
recommendations on these points. Accordingly, the Government of India 
have to-day announced that the rate which they will pay for gold tendered 
to them under the Gold Import Act by private importers will henceforth bo 
fixed at one rupee for 11*30016 grains of line gold, Rs. 10 for the gold 
contents of the sovereign. The consequential changes in t.he regulations 
relating to the sale of Council drafts by tj»e Secretary of State in Council and 
of reverse drafts by the Government of India will*be notified separately. 

7. The question of the internal ratio presents special d illicit I lies. The 
Committee recommend the maintenance of gold on a legal tender footing 
especially in view of possible difficulties in obtaining adequate supplies of 
silver. A fixed ratio must, therefore, be established between the rupee and 
gold, as used in the internal circulation, either one sovereigu^for Its. 15 as at 
present or one. sovereign for Rs. 10 in correspondence wfttT new exchange 
ratio. The former alternative would givo v the sovereign the status of an 
over-valued token coin, necessitating permanent, control over flic import of 
sovereigns and making an open gold mint impossible. The Secretary of 
State iu Council agrees with the Committee that such conditions ought 
not to be. contemplated »b a permanent arrangement. On the other hand, the 
lower ratio punnot be effectively introduced while a great disparity cotitinUes 
to exist between the commercial price of gold in India and the intended 
Indian imint par of one sovereign for Rs. 10. 

8. Present conditions are a product of the war and in some sense 
artificial. They cannot be immediately remedied without the risk of shock 
.to t he economic and monetary system in India, and of reaction elsewhere to 
whicB India cannot in her own interests be indifferent; a gradual process of 

'...rectification and of adjustment to new conditions is required. For some 
time past aotioV has been taken in India to rednee the premium on go hi by 
regular Goverpujent sales of bullion to the public, and this measure will be 
further developed. It may be expected that in that way a natural adjust- 
ment may be effected until the path to legislation is cleared. 

8, the Secretary of State has decided, therefore. Hist, that the import of 
gold shall continue for the present to be controlled by license under the Gold 
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Import Act, with a fixed acquisition rate as mentioned above; second, - that 
moan while, periodical sales of 'gold bullion to the public shall continue; and 
third, that as a provisional measure during the transition period sovereigns 

shall remaiii legal tender at the present ratio of Ks. 15. ' 0 

• 

lit. Tii arriving af these decisions the Secretary of State i n- Council has 
not failed to give careful consideration to the minority report signed by 
Mr. I). M. Dalai. Mr. Dalai's main object iH the effective restoration and 
maintenance of the ratio of 15 rupees to a sovereign as a measure both -of 
exchange and of the circa luting value of the- rupee. In order to secure this 
he relies upon freedom for -the melting and export of rupees and corres- 
pondingly to freedom for the import of gyid . To meet the possible result in 
shortage of silver eoi ns he recommends that as long as the Now York price 
of silver remains above 92 cents Government should coin two rupee silver 
coins of reduced fineness, the coinage of rupees of the present weight and 
fineness being meanwhile suspended, and only resumed when the price of 
silver falls to the fitrure named. He also recommends that sterling drafts on 
the Secretary of State should he sold only at Is. i) (gd. 

11. The Secretary of State in Council is satisfied that this programme* 
could not be adopted without untoward consequences. Ti e heavy exports 
of silver coin to be anticipated under the scheme must threaten not only the 
whole silver circulation but also the Government reserves of silver coin, and 
entail the gravest' risk of inconvertibility of the (V>vernment note issue. 
The demand for the gold required continually to make this deficiency good 
must greatly aggravate any strain there may he on the gold stock of the world 
when the freedom of import is restored. Nor is it safe to assume that these 
difficulties could he met l>y issuing new silver coins of inferior fineness; the 
evidence against the acceptability of aiisjnferior substitute for the present 
rupee has impressed the majority, and theltsj'ecommendation on this bead 
is accepted by the Secretary of Slate as decisive. Mr. Dalai's recommenda- 
tion in regard to the rate for sterling drafts, if adopted, must produce an 
immediate crash in exchange bringing unmerited disaster to those who have 
reasonably relied on some continuity of policy. The only cover which his 
scheme affords is the export of the country’s circulating currency. In any 
case, even if a return to the pre-war level of exchange could be accomplished 
without a shock to trade or risk to the Currency system, it would lay India 
open to a fu rthor serious inflation of prices, while the majority’s recommenda- 
tion would tend towards a reduction of general price levels in India. 

12. Hot h during and since the war Indian currency and exchange have 
presented problems previously unanticipated and more perplexing than any 
encountered since (he decision to close the mints in 1K93. But the Secretary 
of State in Council is satisfied that the decisions reached promise .in eventual 
solution, and he desires to express his acknowledgments to the Committee 
and their Chairman for the ability and thoroughness with which they have « 
explored the issues and have framed tliei r'Tecommenda lions.”

RESOLUTION. 


(Minebat. Resources). 


The Govornmoui of India havo, for so mo lime, bad under consideration 
the question ot devising means for reducing the large avoidable waste ot 
coal known to occur at the Ranigatj and .Jharia coalfields, and due mainly 
to deficient methods of extraction, resultmg in' the total loss of a large 
amount of coal, to inefficiency in the generation aud use of power, and to 
extravagant methods of coko-making. After consultation with, the Govern- 
ments ot Bengal and Bihai and Orissa, the Indian Mining Association and 
tlie Indian Mining Federation, the Government of India decided, as a 
prolmunaiy measure, to ongage the services of a recognized authority on 
modern methods of extraction, with instructions to visit the coalfields and 
advise on tin* best means of securing greater economy iU fchfo production 
aud consumption of coal, and to submit a report which might be placed before 
a Committee to be appointed in this "country for consideration. For tjiis 
purpose the Government of Iudia secured the services of Mr. li. I. Trehoarne 
Rees, a pa it nor in the well-known firm of Messrs. Forster, Brown and Regs 
of London and Cardiff. Mr. Rees visited the Rauiganj and 3 harm fields and 
prep ned a report which reached the Government of India in August last. 

The principal recommendations of Mr. Trahearac Rees relate ip the 
appointment of an inspecting and controlling authority for the supervision of 
the* terms of leases, more efficient methods of ooal extraction, including 
rotation of working^ and hydraulic stowage, the improvement of the condi- 
tions of colliery labour the more economic use of power aud more, general 
employment of electricity, the improvement of methods of coke-making, the 
introduction of coal-mixing, the handling and despatch of coal, move 
extended employment of screening, and the possibilities of the manufacture 
ol briquettes. v , *v

Ou the departure from, India- of tho Units of the Territorial .Force which 
have garrisoned the country during the past five years, the Governor*. 
General in <J uneil desires to* place ori refcord his high appreciation of the . 
services which these Units have rendered to the Empire since the com- 
mencement of the Great War. ■ . ■ 

Previous to the outbreak of hostilities in 1914, many of the officers,, 
non-couimisstoiied o Ulcers and soldiers of these Units hath by jbinitig the 
Territorial Force, given proof of that patriotism and public spirit which ; 
has earned for its members the gratitude and esteem of their fellow country* 
men. . ' • • ‘ ; 


On the declaration of war, the ranks of the Force were quickly filled 
by eager volunteers. When called upon to undertake the further obligation 
of service overseas, the response of all ranks was immediate- and unanimous* 
thereby setting free for service in the main theatres of war a large number 
of Regular Units whose presence in Europe was urgently required. 

The Governor-General sympathises In the disappointment of the 
ollieers, non-commissioned officers and soldiers of those Units of the 
Territorial Force whose lot It has been to serve in India during the war 
and who have thus been denied the opportunity of meeting the enemy on 
tlie battlefields of Europe.

Recipients of Government awards can also have the fact stamped on thoir certificates 
of competency, if they submit evidence of the award together with their certificate in 
a similar manner. 


CHAPTER III. 


RULBS FOtt ESTIMATING SKA SERVICE. 


72. *aa ssrylos. — In these Regulations sea service is reckoned from the com- 
mencement to tho termination of the voyage. The certificates of discharge for service in 
the foreign trade Will generally he accepted as proof of sea service, but certificates of dis- 
charge for ser Vice. in the home or coasting trade most always be sent to the*Port Officer 
for verification. Port Officer and Examiners will be careful to see that these discharges 
have not been in any way tampered with, and will report any suspicious case to 
. . tho . Local Government. 

. Fee. all certificates of competency us Master or Mate . in tho Mercantile Marine, ih« 
,■ qnalify tog. service usually required is service performed in ordinary trading vessels. While 
. i-the. Regulation's provide for the acceptance in part of certain kinds of non- trading service 
(e.g., that performed in fishing-boats, yachts,, pilot vessels, etc.), non-trading service not 
specially provided for in the Regulations cannot be accepted as qualifying service unless 
it has been submitted to the Local. Government and their sanction obtained.

Tlie service may have been performed in foreign vessels 
if the candidate can produce satisfactory testimonials as to conduct and character, and ia 
able to prove that the service has been in the required capacities, and that during the 
period of service he has held a British certificate of competency of the grade required by 
the Regulations (scr rule 85;. 

82. In oharge of a watoh. -When service in charge of a watch in either the 

foreign or home trade is specified in the Regulations, candidates for certificates of com- 
petency us First Mato must, be able to prove that during , eight months at least 
of their service they have kept full regular watch during the whole voyage,. Leu, 
from port to /tort, which, if in the foreign trade, must amount to not less than 
8 hours of each 24 hours’ service. Where a candidate can prove eight months of . 
such full service, service performed in eases where watehes were doubled at any 
lime during t he voyage will c be accopied as equivalent to half the stone period 
of full watch-keeping service.

(//) after an inspection by one of their officers the Board of Trade are satisfied 
that the school gives a training that justifies time spent there being reckoned 
as part of the necessary qualifying time for a cei titiente of competency ; 

{ r ) the candidate produces a satisfactory certificate as regards conduct Hud 
proficiency from fche authorities of the school on leaving it,. 

The. proportion in which time spent at a school conducted on premises ashore will 
be accepted as qualifying under the above provisions will be decided after inspection by 
one of the Board’s officers, but time spent at the school will never be counted as equivalent 
to more than one-hall* of the same lime spent at sea, nor will it in any circumstances be 
taken as equivalent to more Ilian one year at sea. 

98. Apprentice*. — The whole of the time claimed under indentures of apprentice* 
ship will be accepted as actual sea service to qualify under rule 28 for a Secoiid Mate's 
certificate, provided (a) that the indentures have not been cancelled through some fault 
of the candidate, but are endorsed by the owner or Master to whom he was bound to 
the c fieri that- he lias performed his service faithfully during the time ho remained a a 
apprentice ; and (/*) that the candidate, has served at sea fourth-fifths of the time claimed, 
that is tfo say, has not spent more than one-fifth of the Lime In home ports. 

In cases where an apprentice is qualified for examination before th© expiration of 
hiH indentures, where lie has had training ship or other sea service prior to being 

bound, wliicli, together with his actual tiim a* apprentice, makes up the required four ■ 
years, or where bis indentures are for a period of more than four years, a letter from the 
owner or Master will be accepted .in place of the endorsement referred to above.

99. Midshipmen and eadete.— The whole of the time served as midshipman, or 
cadet under indentures will also In? accepted subject to the same conditions as those laid 
down for apprentices ; and the same will be the case even when not bound by indentures* 
provided that the service as midshipman or cadet has been continuous, and that Ott the 
ddio of the termination of the period of service claimed in this capacity the Candidate 
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waa on article* of agraemcut., and that hie is able to comply with the ivquiromiMita laid 
dowu in the. matter of serving or making up the tour-fifths period at during the time 
claimed.

100b iUhthouse tenders. — Service performed in the sea-going Ateain vessels of 
the Trinity House, of tho Commissioners of Northern Lighthouses, or uf the (Com- 
missioners of Irish Lights, or in Irish and Scotch Fishery Cruisers, will he accepted as 
sea service for the purpose of qualifying a candidate for examination for a horn*' trade 
passenger ship certificate ; hut for a foreign-going certificate a candidate must show in 
addition to this service calculated in accordance with rule 75 at least twelve months 
in an ordinary trading vessel. In order to qualify a candidate lor an Ordinal y certificate, 
this twelve months must have been performed in a square-rigged sailing vessel (see 
•rule 26). 

101. Servtoe In Royal Navy. — Officers of the Royal Navy are at liberty to apply 
for certificates of service ami to be examined for certificates of coin potency in the 
Mercantile Marine, but the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have directed that, the 
applications of officers on the active list should be made through their Commanding 
officers, and that the applications of officers ou half-pay should he made in ilu* Secretary 
of the Admiralty, who, in cither case, will forward tli * application to the Hoard of Trade. 
In the case of Royal Indian Marine officers, applications for certificates of ser\i« • should 
be made on a printed form Kxu. IS, which will be supplied free of charge on application 
to the Director of the Royal Indian Marine. Applicants on duty in India should sulmiii 
their claims to tho Director for transmission to tho Government of India and the India 
Office. Officers on leave in Fug] and should submit tlicir claim*, to tho Indiu Office on the 
printed form which may be obtained from that office. 

The conditions on which certificates of service are issued sum- stated in rule 70. 

102. Qualifications required of Naval and Indian Marine OfRoere. — Officers of 
the Royal Navy or of the Royal Indian Marine who wish to ho examine!! for certificates 
of competency in (he Mercantile Murin'* will lie required t<» piovo the following service ; 
and if ail officer wishes to obtain the. Ordinary certificate i<»r foreign- going ships ho 
must prove* that at least twelve months of this required period was .served under mil 
alone : — 

(«) For second Mate. The officer must prove, lour years* service m sea, or that he 
lms attained the rank of acting sub-lieutenant. 

(/#) For only Mate. Five years’ service at sou. 

(/.:) For First Mate or Muster. The officer mint prove that he has attained 
the rank of sub-lieutenant in the Royal Navy, or of lieutenant, in the Royal 
Indian Murine. 

103. Servlco in Royal Naval Reaarv Lieu tenants, suh-lieut. mints, and adiim 
sub-lieutenants of the Royal Naval Reserve who perform sea service, on hoard IRh 
M ajesty’s ships will, if accompanied by a good report, be. allowed to count, such s.-rviee as 
if it had been performed in foreign-going merchant ships, and the service will rank 
according to the certificate of competency hold bv the candidate at (ho time. (Nw ah'* 
rule 131.) ’ • V 

The time spent in Periodical Training in the Royal Naval Reserve on board sea- 
going vessels of the Royal Navy, if accompanied by a good report, will be accepted in full, 
but in the case of Midshipmen, will nor count as Officer’s ser\ic ». In ibe cum* of service 
in Harbour ships of the Royal or Colonial Navies, only one half of the time will be 
accepted as sea service, and no such service must amount to more than one-fourth of 
the time required for the particular grade of Certificate applied for.

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105. Candidates to be punotual. — Candidates are required to appear at the 
examination room punctually at the time appointed. 

10<i. Loose paper and books removed. — Before commeqpiiip the examination 
the tables* or desks* must be cleared of all scraps of paper or books that are not dused in 
tin* examination. 

107. No strangers admitted. — No person will he allowed in the room during 
the examination, ocher than those whose duties require them to be present. 

No instructors will bo allowed on the premises. 

1US. Books and papers strictly forbidden.— Candidates are prohibited from 
bringing into the examination room books or papers of any kind whatever. The slightest 
infringement of this rule will subject the offender to all the penalties oCa failure, 
and In* will not be allowed to present himself for rc-oxaminution for a period of three 
months. 

lOib All work to be shown. — No candidate will be allowed to work out his 
problems on waste paper, or to write on tin* blotting paper supplied for his use in the 
examination. . Violation of this rule will subject the candidate to all the penalties of a 
failure. 

A sheet of blotting paper should bis issued to each candidate with the first examina- 
tion paper, and it must be returned to the Examiner when the last paper is completed 
each iluy. The Examiner will be careful to see that the blotting paper Than not been used 
by the candidate in solving his problems, or for conveying information to other 
candidates. 

110. Instruments are provided.— All instruments necessary for use lu the 
examinations are supplied by the Local Government. 

111. Leaving room or building. — No candidate may leave the examination room 
wilhnui permission and without giving up the paper on which ho is engaged. Under no 
circumstances will a candidate he* allowed to leave the building whiJe the. examination is 
proceeding. Violation of this rule will subject the candidate to all the penalties of a 
failure. 


IJX. Copying, dec., to be prevented. — Candidates should be so placed as to 
prevent one copying from tin* other, and no communication whatever between the 
candidates should bo allowed. 

113. Penalty for Copying, dec. — Jn the event of any candidate being discovered 
referring to any book or paper, or copying from another, or affording any assistance or 
giving any information to another, or communicating in any wuy with another, during 
the lime of examination, or copying any part of the problems for the purpose of taking 
them out of the examination rooms ho will subject himself to all the penalties of a failure, 
and will not be allowed to be examined for a period of six mouths. v 

A candidate guilty of a second offence will not he allowed to bo oxamined until 
VJ months have elapsed. 

1 14. Injury to books. — If a candidate defaces, blots, writes in, or otherwise 
injures any book or form belonging to the Local Government, the papers will be retained 
until he has replaced the damaged hook or document, lie will not be allowed to remove 
the damaged hook or document, and will bo subjected to all the penalties of a failure. 

115. Silence. — JVrf» ct silence is to he preserved in the examination room. 

lit). Penalty, for breaoh of rules. — Any candidate violating any of the regula- 
tions, or being guilty of insolence to the Examiner, or of disorderly or improper conduct 
in or about tin* room, will render himself liable to the postponement of his examination, 
or, if lie lias passed, to the detention of his certificate for such period as the Local 
Government may direct.

1 17. Examination papers : how to be dealt with. — The examination papers 
of candidates must in all cases b* 1 sent to the Port Officer for his approval, together with 
the report of the examination on the Forms Exn. >4 and Exn. 34. 

IIS. Examination In Navigation. — The whole of the written portion of the 
exumiuntion will he taken on the marks system. The candidate will be furnished with 
sheets of the blank ruiod paper (Exn. 30) which is supplied for the purpose, with instruc- 
tions that he is to woik or write only on one side of the paper, and to answer in a clear 
ami legible hand each of the questions on the paper, and to commence each answer by 
writing down the number of tlio question to which it relates in the margin.' Marks will 
be allotted for each question, aud candidates will be required to obtain 75 per cent, of 
l ho total marks in order t<» pars for an Ordinary Certificate. Papers will not be handed 
back to candidates for correction. 

lllb Compass deviation. — In answering questions on the tentative method of 
compass adjustment, the candidate will he tested by Beall’s Compass Deviascope. 
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120. Barometer, tides, Ao. — The examination on the barometer, thermometer, 
and hydrometer, prevailing winds aud currents of the globe, trade route*, and tides, will 
be conducted orally, and the questions asked by the examiner, which will be constantly 
varied, will be confined to and based on the information given in the text-hooks mentioned 
in Appendix K ; candidates will be required to have a fair and intelligent knowledge of 
the contend of those books. 

121. Sextant. — Particular attention should be paid to the sextant, the examination 
in which will be conducted orally and practically. Every candidate will be required to 
measure both vertical and horizontal angles, and will be examined practically as to his 
knowledge of the adjustments and the use of the various screws : he must be able to read 
correctly on and off the arc, und must also be able tit find the index error both by the 
horizon anti by the sun. 

• 

122. ccrrsotlont by table**— The corrections by inspection of tables given in 
some of the works on navigation, e.j/*., Tables IX, XI and XXI, in Norie’s Epitome, will 
not be allowed ; every correction must appear on the papers of the candidates. 

123. Degree of precision required. — Degree of precision required in the solu- 
tion of the problems : — • 

{a) Candidates arc expected to work their problems to the neurest half-minute of 
arc and tv the nearest second in time. * 

(ft) In interpolating for the cor root deviation to be applied in solving the chart 
questions, it will usually be sufficient if the candidate works throughout 
with the nearest degree of deviation taken from the deviation card ; and 
even in cases where the deviations may vary but little, the nearest half 
degree used throughout, will be sufficiently precise. It is not necessary that 
the candidate should waste his time in solving the course to odd minutes, as 
is sometimes done. 

(r) In calculating the correction to apply to soundings the candidate is not required 
to W'ork to the exact inch, as is sometimes done, it will he sufficient, if ho 
brings his answer within half*? font or so of u precis*- result. 


124. Cendldete* may use own method. — Candidates will he allowed to work 
out the various problems according to any method they have been aconstomed to use. 

125. Supplementary viva vooe. — Candidates wH^f^ examined orally as to their 
knowledge of all their written and worked papers. 

126. No candidate to be examined twice in a week.— A candidate will not be 
allowed to undergo examination twice in the same week, unless, under very special and 
urgent circumstances, the Examiner should see fit to relax this rule. In that case a 
special set- of problems should be supplied to the candidate. 


CHAPTER V. * 

TEMPORARY MODIFICATION^! X THK RJ3« : V CATIONS DDE TO WAR CONDITIONS. 

127. examination of Enemy Allens. — So long as the war lasts no subject of an 
Enemy State will he allowed to present himself for examination for a certificate of 
competency in the Mercantile Marine or the Sea-fishing Service. 

128. Candidates for Masters' oertlftoates to produce evldenoe or 
nationality. — Daring the war no man may be examined for a certificate of competency 
as Master, of foreign-going ships or Master (Home Trade) unless (a) # he is a British 
subject and (ft) at the- time of his birth each of his parents was a British subject by 
birth or by naturalisation. 

In order to prove that- he complies with these conditions every candidate for any of 
the certificates named must predtice to th* Examiner hi* own birth coriificutt»and the 
birth tertificate or certificate of naturalisation of each of his parents* Those documents 
should be lodged with the Examiner at least a week before the day on which the 
candidate wishes to present himself for examination. 

This requirement does not apply to any officer who has been granted a com mission 
in the Royal Naval Reserve since March, 11*11, or in the Royal Navui Volunteer Rest-rve 
since February 1916. 

If in any case there is any doubt whether the candidate complies with the above 
requirements, the local Examiner will refer the matter to the Principal Examiner. 

129. First Aid Certificates. — A First. Aid certificate which, though otherwise 
valid, is more than three years old w ill be accepted during the war if the holder has been 
prevented from renewing it by reason of the exigencies of the war service. 

130. Servloe under the Admiralty. — All service afloat during the war in His 
M ajesiyVs-flhips or in auxiliary supply ships or any other ships in attendance rm the Fleet 
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will 1)0 accepted in full (subject to the? ordinary conditions as laid down in the Regular 
tionsy as qualifying sou service for the purposes of the Government’s examinations of 
Masters and Mates. 

The Local Government cannot undertake to accept the whole or any definite proportion 
of service in the Royal Nuval Reserve, which is not qualifying service in accordance with 
the Regulations, but they will be prepared to consider sympathetically an application for 
examination from a candidate who has been prevented byhia service in the Royal Naval 
Reserve from complying fully with the requirements. This may be taken as applying, 
«.//., to service with a First or Second Mate’s certificate bat in a rank below that of 
Acting Hub- Lieutenant. 

1 :> 1 . Servloe in the Royal Naval Reserve : Antedating Certificates.— ^ The 

board of Trade have been in communication with the Admiralty with regard to the case 
of mon serving in the Royal Naval Reserve during the war who are pi evented by the 
exigencies of the Service from presenting themselves for examination on completion of 
the period of qualifying service required by the Regulations. Arrangements have been 
made whereby if such a person passes the examination for a certificate of competency at a 
time not remote from the conclusion of hostilities, he may have his certificate antedated 
to the ilali- on which the period of qualifying service was completed ; and service per- 
formed after that dale, if eligible, will be accepted as qualifying for a higher certificate. 
No certificate, however, will be antedated to a date prior to that op which the candidate 
was called out for Active Service. 

i:sa. Service In transports: Antedating Certificates. — The arrangements 
indicated in rule 131 may be extended on certain conditions to mon serving in 
vessels under Admiralty orders who are not in the Royal Naval Reserve. Such persons 
on applying for their certificates to be antedated will be required to produce a certificate 
Signed or countersigned by the proper authority, showing that they were prevented by 
the exigencies of tlm service from presenting themselves for examination on ‘completion 
of the period of qualifying service required by the Regulations. 

For the purposes of lli«* Regulations the proper authority will be : — 

(a) In the case of men serving in His Majesty’s commissioned ships, the Command- 

ing Officer. 

(b) In the case of men serving on requisitioned ship or ships employed on Admi- 

ralty service, the Director of Transports and Shipping. 

(f?) In the case of men serving bn ships employed in the sirvice of the Government 
of India, the Director of the Royal Indian Marine in bonihay and the 
Captain Superintendent of the Government Dockyard, at Kiddcrpore, in 
Bengal. 


133. Service .In the Army. — The Local Government is anxious that, so far as it 
is reasonably possible, seamen or apprentices who are at the present time serving m the 
Army should not be hindered in their ordinary profession; but the Local Government 
cannot, in the absence of any indication of the probable duration of the war, give a definite 
undertaking with regard to the extent to which such service could be accepted as part 
of the service required to qualify for certificates of competency in the Mercantile Marine. 
The Local Government must have regard to the essential condition that their certificates 
must testify to actual cotnportmcy, but they will bo prepared in due course to cousider 
sympathetically any application to be examined by a caudidare who has been prevented 
from complying fully with the Regulations owing to his service in the Army. 

134. Servloe under an Auxiliary First Mate. — With reference to rule 35 (c) of 
the Regulations, the Local Government will accept, service as Heconri Mato while holding 
a First Mate's foreign-going certificate and performed during the war under an additional 
or auxiliary First Mate as qualifying service for a Maser’s certificate/ provided that a 
Third Mate is also carried, and the requirement that there shall be a Fourth Mate will, for 
the time bring, uot be insisted upon. 

135. Officers and Seamen Interned Abroad. — Time spent by officers and sea- 
.aen interned abroad in attending organised lectures or classes of instruction will be 
accepted, subject to the following conditions, in lieu of a portion of the qualifying sea 
service required Unqualify them for examination of a certificate of competency: — # 

(//) If nine hours a week are spent in attending lectures or classes, five weeks spent 
in this way will be accepted in lieu of one week’s sea service. If eleven 
hours a week are spent in *his way, four weeks will be accepted as one 
■week’s sea service. *In no circumstances can a remission of more than three 
months’ sea service be made. 

(h) The lectures must form part of a definite course of Btudy bearing on the candi- 
date’s profession. r 

(>) The candidate must produce a certificate, signed by the Lecturer or by some 
other recognised officer of the camp, that he has attended regularly and has 
profited by the instruction given. If possible the candidate should also 
produce his note books. It is suggested that the extent to which a student 
has profited should be ascertained by periodical examinations. 
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The subjects of study which are likely to be of value may l**- inferred from the 
syllabus for each grade of certificate given in th— Regulations. The cvmrs** of study need 
not, however, be confined to the actual subjects or questions specified in the syllabus and 
should embrace work more advanced and thorough than that necessary to meet the bare 
requirements of the examinations.

Examination in Si on a lush. 

The examination in Signalling should in ull cases and for all grades commence with ' an examination, 
in the International » *«>de .tin) b« followed by an examination in the British Signal Manual, including 
ATorsc Flashing, Flag-waving and Semaphore. 

International Codt . — Examiners are recommended to frame the examination in the International Code 
of Signals, upon tic* instructions and illustrations given at the coinmeucerneut of Parte T and II of the 
Signal Ih»ok. The In formation there given will he found sufficient to itsdteat* tdJ the oharoetaristice of 
th#* Code. 
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By the form of the hoist, an observer can at. Right understand the nature uf an\ signal ho aeon 
flying; the examination should, therefore, tend to elicit a clear knowledge of all the «hV.rmctive features 
of the Code. *• 

With this object iu view, the Examiners should question the candidates hr to the di^titipuihiiuig forms 
of the respective hoists, which will he indicated according m a burgee, a pennant, a square flag in 
uppermost* and also with regard to the number of flags, and the position of the Code (lug when used in 
the hoist ; making the 1, 2, 3 and 4 flag signals with the flags supplied for the purpose, and varying 
the signals made, showing 2 and 3 flag (signal*, with and without the Code flag included, «» n ( iiogiaphicul 
or a vocabulary signal, the name of a merchant ship or of a ship of war. 

As the two latter signals would not be found in tbc Signal Book, the candidate should know where 
to find them and how to look them out. 

The candidate should : — (a) Be able to read a signal at sight, so far as to name the flag* rompoHing 
the lioist. (ft) Know the use of the Code pennant and of the peuauts C and 1>, “ Yes M and “ No," also 
of the two burgees A and B, atAi thu square flags S and P, and the flags used to indicate cholera, plague, 
etc., on hoard, and the quarantine flag. (<?) He requited to signal some Word or words not included in the 
vocabulary of the Code either by letters or hy the Spelling Table (page 5 lfl) or both, (cf) Have a 
knowledge of thu Distant Signals, and of their object, and the different modes of signalling therewith. 
(«) Know the special Morse signals indicated by certain letters as given on page 650. (/) Have a good 

knowledge of the Distress Signals and understand the penalty which may be incurred by their improper 
use. * • 

The International Code is used on hoard Uis Majesty's ships, and it has been adopted hy all the 
principal Maritime Powers for their public ns well us merchant #hips. 

British Signal Manual . — Candidates will Ik; expected to know* the meaning of any or all of tho single 
flag signals given therein, and the signitications of the Pilot Jack when incorporated m u hoist. They 
should also be requireti to make or read from the Pilot Jack table n hoist given by the Examiner. Candi- 
dates need not he expected to commit thu Pilot Jack table ro memory, but there should he no hesitation 
whatever in making or reading a signal. They should also know how to ret; ?g«iw any of the Special 
Signals given at the end of the British Signal Manual. 

Morse Flashing Flagwavirtg and Semaphore . — Candidates for tin 1 voluntary examination in signalling 
will ho required to Attain a minimum speed of 12 words a minute in semaphore, HI winds a minute in 
Morse flushing and ti words a minute iu Morse flag waving (the average length of a word being taken as 
5 letters). 

Candidates for other certificates will only In* required to attain u speed of 5 word* a minute in Hone 
flashing and (lagwaving and 8 words a minute in Semaphore. 

In thu ordiuary examination, it will ho sufficient if in Morse flushing n candid.jit<* is given a 1st «iud 
and a spelling message of 10 words, in Morse fl.igwaving a spelling message of 10 word*., and in Sema- 
phore a spelling message of 26 words. 

ln tho voluntary examination in signalling, the Semaphore test will U; a spelling me^u-c of 6(> woids. 

The Morse flashing and fhigwuviug tost wdl l»e u teat muamget (jut IlntiYh Signal MhiiukI). follow rd 
by a upclliug message of 26 words. 

The candidate must attain a degree of accuracy of at least 90 per cent, both in making and rending 
in each inetliod. i..«, Flushing, Flag wav mg and Semaphore. 

hi the examination in Morse flushing arid flagwuving the candidate should In* first required to make 
a test message, followed hy a spelling message of 25 words. Thu Examiner should then make a tent 
message, followed hy a spelling message ol 26 words to ho road hy the candidate. 

The HAine procedure must be observed in thu Semaphore examination, except that. a»* a tost message is 
not given, the candidate will be required to make a spelling message uf 50 words and then t*> read a 
message of 60 words made by the Examiner. Tho Seiiiaplinro+mosBuge* may he made either hy hand 
flags or mcchauical Semaphore, or both at thu discretion of the Examiner. 

In the Morse flashing and flagwaving uxnrnmatiuu, marks will b# allotted for the test message in Lh» 
proportion^ 60-78 of a mark for each current letter (sou table at hack of tost cards), and* for the spelling 
message 2 marks for each correct word or group of figures. The candidate mud for a pass gain an 
aggregate of at least 90 percent, of the maximum marks in both spelling and test messages. 

Iu tho Semaphore examination 2 marks will be allotted for each correct w«»rd and 90 pur cent, of 
the maximum must be obtained for a pass. 

The spelling message is toft to the discretion of thu Examiner, and may l»- a passage from any tmok 
Or newspaper in English. When tho passage con tains figures a nd the candidate docs not choose to spdl 
them out, the Examiner should sen that the proper signs arc made before <tod<ciftcr the figure.-,. 

The message as read by the candidate should Iks taken down i»y another candidate where possible, 
otherwise by a clerk, or other person according as the Examiner may deem expedient. 

Candidates should be thoroughly tented in thu various signs and tho procedure of culling up, Kcndir.g 
and answering a signal, as laid doifru in the British Signal Manual, and thin comae should always u- 
strictly adhered to. * 

Particular attention should be paid by Examiners to tho accurate spacing of Lh- Morse nigns, and to 
the intervals between letters and words, both in flashing and flagwaving, and also to tho correct making 
of the Semaphore signs. Any attempted increase of speed at the expend, of accuracy should be 
discouraged. #

Exn. 19ft, together with the percentage of nmrks allotted and report on the Form Exn. 19/# m the

Those KiiIi-h shall Im} followed 1 »y alf vessels upon the high seas uud in all waters connected therewith, 
navigable b^ son-going vcjshcIh. 

In the following Rules every stoma vessel which is under nail and not under steam is to be considered 
n Mailing vessel, and every vessel under steam, whether under soil or not, is to be considered a Steam 
vessel. • 

The word 1 ‘ steam vessel ” shall include any vessel propelled by machiuery. 

A vessel is “ under way ” within* the me Lining of these Rules, when she. is not at anchor, or made fast 
to the shore or aground. 


Rule# concerning lights , etc . 

The word “ visible ” in these Rules, when applied to lightH, hUuII mean visible on u dark night with 
u clear atmosphere. 

Article I. The rules concerning lights shall he com plied with in all weathers from sunset to sunrise, 
and during such time no other lights which may he mistaken for the proscribed lights shall be exhibited. 

Article 2. A steam vessel when under way shall carry : — 

(a) On or in front of the foremast, or if a vessel without a foremast, then in the fore part of the 
vessel, at u height above the hull, ol’ not less than 20 feet, and if the breadth of the vessel 
exceeds 20 feet, then at a height above the hull not loss than such breadth, so. however, 
that the light need nol be carried at a greater height-above the hull than 40 feet, a bright 
white light, so constructed as to show »n unbroken light over au arc of the horizon of 20 
points of tin- compass, *«» fixe.il as lo throw the light 10 points on each side of the vessel, 
viz., from right, ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on cither sido, and of such a character as 
to be visible »tl a distance of at least 5 miics. 

i/i) (»u the starboard side a green light so constructed as to show an unbroken light over au are 
of the horizou of 10 points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light from right 
ahead to two points abaft the beam on the starboard side, and of such a character as to be 
visihlo at a distance of at least 2 miles. 

(c) On the port side a red li^ht ho constructed an to show an unbroken light over an are of the 
horizon of 10 points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light from right ahead to 2 
points abaft- the beam on the port side, und of such a character as to Im visible at a distance 
of at least 2 miles.

(*) A steam \ esse l when under \y wy may carry ail additional white light similar in construction to 
the light mentioned in subdivision (a). These two lights shall be so placed in line with the 
keol that one shall he at least 16 feet higher than the other, and in such a position with 
reference, to each otlftr that the lower light shall he forward of the upper ono. Tl e 
vertical distance between these lights shall be less than the horizontal distance. 

Article It. “ A steam vessel when towing another vessel shall, in addition to her sido-Iights, carry two 
bright white lights in a vertical line otic over the other, not less than 0 foot apart, and when towing more 
than one vessel shall carry an additional bright white light 6 feet above or below such lights, if tho length 
of the low, measuring from the stern of the towing vessel to the stern of the last vessel towed, exceeds 600 
fed. Each of these lights shall ho of the same construction uud character, and shall be carried in the 
same position mh the white light mentioned in Article 2 (a), except the additional light, which may be 
curried at u height of not less tlmn 14 feet above the bull.

As by day the overtaking vessel cannot always know with certainty whether she is forward or 
abaft this direction from the other vessel, she should, if in doubt, assume that she is an over- 
taking vessel and keep out of the way.

If a master of a vessel uses or displays, or causos or permit* auy person under bis authority to 
use or display, auy of the pilot signals for any other purpose than that of summoning a pilot, or 
uses or causes or permits any person under his authority to use any other signal for # pilot, lie 
shall for each offence be liable to a Hue not exceeding twenty pounds, [Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, 
section 615 (8).]

Examination of a Master ok Mate in Steam. 

The examination is for the most part vivd rocs, and extends to n gonoral knowledge of (he practical 
use ah d working of Htcain engines ami boilers, and of the various valves, fittings, and pieces oj^ machinery 
« a ovini‘fted with them and of the way in which electric lighting is carried out on board ship. 

CaiididiitCH must : — 

(a) Know the names and understand the uses of the various pans of engines and boilers, and their 
connecting pipes, valves, cocks, etc. 

( h ) Have a thorough grasp of the construction of the steam engine and boiler, to enable them to 
understand the nature mid importance of any defect which may lie reported to them by the 
Chief Engineer. 

(e) Have a looking-on knowledge of what the principal repairs about engines, boilers and pipes 
are, and how these repairs are accomplished. 

(d) Re able to form an independent opinion as to a breakdown, tfnd the consequent propriotj* or 
impropriety of proceeding under steam with temporarily repaired or defective machinery. 

(r) Understand bow to estimate approximately the reduction of fuel required for reduced speed, 
and he able to satisfy themselves as to r.lie sufficiency of the coal on board for the voyage. 

(/) Have an intelligent grasp of the general mu of pipes and connections in the engine-room, the 
working of cocks, the opening and closing of cocks aud valves, and know how mistakes 
of importance may be mude and bow best to guard against such mistakes. 

(y) He capable of being left in charge of the feeding of a set of. boilers, understand the working 
of the water gauge, aud be able to guard against being misled by false indications of the 
gang** class. c 

(/i) Understand the operations of blowing down and surfacing, the reasons for such pructiccs and 
tho danger which may result from the neglect of them in ccrtuin circumstances. 

* 

A Master or Mate presenting himself for examination in Steam roust he understood to have made up 
for his want of practical experience >>3' reading about tho steam engine. He ought, therefore, to show* 
that he intelligently understands the rationale of its action. Under this head he should be able to atAtc 
approximately rhe quantity of beat required in the formation of steam, the relation of “ latent ” heat to 
•* sensible ” bent, how much steam can bo raised by the couibtisciou of oue pound of coal, what borne* 
power measure is, wlmL indicated horse-power hq what is the actiou of the slide valve, the course of the 
steam through the engine, the advantage of working expansively, and how the expansive action » shown 
• by tin* indicator diagram* 

He should know the uses of the various parts of the engines and dynamos used for electric lighting, 
mid how they and the cables are fitted in the hull ; how wires are jointed, insulated and cased ; why it 
is desirable that they should he led along places which are dry and accessible ; what “short circuiting*' 
in and whgt 11 r ** the causes which produce it 5 what is its danger in coal bunkers and petraloum- carrying 
steamers ; what are the uses of switches and cut-outs, and why it is so important to prevent short 
eirciiiting taking place. 

Candidates will he required to give written answers to sixteen out of twenty questions taken from the 
Elementary Questions (printed in Appendix C of the Iteguyriious relating to the Examination of 
Engineers : Kxii. la) given on the sheets marked 14 St earn," frr questions similar to theae. These questions 
will he altered from time to time without^iotioe. The tweuty questions will not be difficult, theoretieal, 
or hook questions, but such as any man of ordiuary capacity who has a fair amount of practical 
knowledge of the use of working of the Ktetim-engine ought to answer. 

Examiners will require all candidates to fill up a form, Exn. 156 and they will forward it to thte 
Chief Examiner of Engineers with the report of the examination. 

Masters and MatOH may cancel questions A. B and C, hut they should fill up the forfn for quostiovpt 
1». E, F and t'J, us evidence of their practical knowledge. 

(fa candidate refers to any book, (taper or memorandum, or obtains information from another 
candidate or ftfiy other person during the examination, he will be treated as having failed, will forfeit' Ilia 
fee, and will not be allowed t»» be re examined for 11 pci iod of six months. 

The Examiners will report, in the case *»f failure, tho nature of the question or queeMona that 
derided the failure, or the point in the management of the engines or boilers in which the candidate was 
d'-ficilMlt. 
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Applicant* for tiie voluntary examination need hot- necessarily have servod on Imard steamships : all 
that i.« required is that they shall have a practical knowledge of the use and working of tin* strain 
engine. 

Practical knowledge is beat gained iu the engine-room ; and the examination of an otfioor who does 
not produce official evidence of service in steamships, ami of experience of dugiues, must jirtvssunh- lie 
more fceurcbiifjg than in the ©asc of one who produces evidence of Much awvieu and ^xp*nnnre. 

^ Tire answers to the Elementary Question* are frequently given by Candida tea as i car ihm) |»y mt< lYum 
a book. Candidates should. therefore, asked such viva voce questions :ts will necessitate uiihwnH in 
different words, ho as to discover whether they have the root of the matter in them. 

▲ large part of the viva voce examination should lx? conducted on hoard a steamer, pr.»lYmM\ oin< 
with winch the candidate is imacquaiutcd. He should he told to look nhout and try t.o find out the 
arrangement of the machinery without assist anno, and the Examiner should ho in the engine 'room to sue 
that this independent examination is properly carried out. When the candidate reports that he think* ho 
knows the arrangement, the Examiner will question him on the uses iff the parts, get him to point out 
the different .cylinders, pumps, valves, comic user, etc,; also the dynamo, its field magnets, armature, 
„ conimu tat ora, brushes, .cables, etc. The uundSdaio must show that In* umlorstaiids the run of the pi pen 
** in the bilges, not necessarily that he has gone over every one of them, but ho ought to he directed to 
trace, at least, one import ant range of pipes, and to thoroughly satisfy the Examiner that he could In 1 
Safely trusted to manipulate the valves or cocks in connection therewith. It will not often he practicable 
for the canflida to actually to work engines under steam, hut he must sutisfiy the Examiner tint lu; knows 
how to do so, and that he is aware of the precautions to he takeu iu regard to water in the cylinders, <*te. 
It is most important that a candidate should show that, in the evenj of an accident depriving him of the 
assistance of Etigineors, he knows what to do to mifoly take his vessel to an anchorage, or in stop the 
engine* and proceed under sail alone. 

The examination of a Mato in steam is the same as that of a Master. The knowledge required ha* 
no reference to the Mato's position. 

The Mate may ho examined, hut such examination implies iliat the Male may one da\ lie a Mu-tor. 
when the possession of the knowledge will he an advantage to him in the discharge of his duties.

A record of a ny* mistakes made with cithci the large aperture or the two' smaller apertures should 
In* kept 4in Form Kxn. 17c in accordance with t lit; instructions thereon. 

14. Papslntf Or ftflluro. — If a candidate with either Mm large aperture or the two smaller 
apertures of tin* lantern mistakes rial for green or green foi red, lie should be considered to have “failed” 
in Colour Vision. 

If the only mistake made by tho candidate with tin; lantern, into cn I the white light ,k real,’' and 
if after his attention has been specially directed to the difference between the two he iiiukca no further 
mistake of this nature, he should he eonsideriMl to have passed in Colour Vision. 

If a candidate makes any other mistake with the lantern, i.e., if he calls white “ red '* rope.ulcdly 
nr rial white ” at nil, or confuses green and wliiti*, his case should tie rupnrted to tlio Port Officer and 
lie should la* told tlml the decision as to whether he is passed or ’failed, or a further examination is 
ueeesHary will he communicated to him in due course. Ponding the receipt of the Poit Officer'll instructions 
Hiie.ii a candidate should only he allowed to proceed with tin* remainder of the exam i nation for a certificate 
of competency on the impress understanding that tlu* latter examination will be cancelled in tho event 
of failure in the Sight Tests. 

]f>. Further examination and appeals. — If ill the cases covered by the preceding 
paragraph the Port Officer deckles that a further examination is necessary, arrai-geiiients will he mudo for 
a special examination to he held and the third class travelling expenses necessarily incurred by a candidate 
in aifeuditig such an examination will he paid by the Government together with a subsistence allowance 
at a rate which will he notified to the candidate, hut \vh*eh will not in any cireiimNtaitees exceed Ks.

If, however, on the report of tho Examiner the Port Officer decides that t lie nature of the mistakes 
made shows^eoiicliisively that a candidate is so colour blind as to he unfit to hold a certificate, the 
candidate shall ho considered to hove failed. 

In eases when*, upon the report of the Examiner, a candidate is failed by the Port Officer, as well 
as in the carets covered h\ paragraph 14, Government will he prepnredjo allow a candidate who is dissatisfied 
witli this decision to appeal for n special examination, but Government w ill not pay tlie travelling expenses 
of any s’ic.h candidate unless he is reported hy the Special Examiners conducting the appeal examination 
lo have passed.

I. — Thu Cnh'Httft (Jniverttity Commission a. id the. o'sjr-'J. <>J* the. 

present Hebnution 

1. The Calcutta University Commission was appointed with a view to a 

full examination of the system of university 
th * Caioult * ,Jni ' r#r * i,y teaching in Bengal, ami in order that, the best 
advice might be obtained upon the method of 
co-ordinating the machinery of that institution and the instruction which it 
imparts more fuliy to the needs of modern life. With these ends in view the 
Commission was constituted with a strict regal’d to thcTheces-dty of invoking 
the highest a vai hie academic. talent. The report which it lias produecd*will, 
it is believed, rank among the most important ami authoritative of educa- 
tional documents. The Government of India desire to take this opportu- 
nity of recording their high appreciation of the manner in which Sir 
Michael Sadler and his colleagues have performed their difficult and intri- 
cate functions. 

2. The Commission interpreted fund rightly interpreted) its terms of 
The of the aviation. reference in the widest possible sense. Its report 

* travels over many subjects and many branches of 

education which are not confined *to university instruction' but have an 
important bearing thereon. The immediate object of the Commissioners" 
labours was the University of Calcutta, and though they visited collectively 
or singly many places in India which are not within the jurisdiction of that 
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University, the opinions which they have expressed aW the recommenda- 
tions which they have made have reference primarily to Bengal and to the 
University of Calcutta. The object of the present Resolution is two-fold. 
First, it is intended, to .acquaint the public in Bengal with the intentions of 
the Government of India as regards early legislation for the reconstitution 
of the University of Calcutta. Second, it is thought that an expression of 
views by the Government of India on certain points connected with the 
report may riot be without ut*e in provinces other than Bengal. For, though 
it is fully recognised thpt' conditions elsewhere differ widely from those in 
that Presidency and though the Governmeht of Iudia have naturally no 
desire to thrust upon other local Governments and other universities 
schemes which result from an investigation of affairs in Bengal and in 
Calcutta, nevertheless some of the recommendations made by the Commis- 
sion are likely to bo found valuable for wider application and it is understood 
that already in some other provinces movements are on foot for some re- 
organisation of the local systems.

II . — Criticisms made by the Commission. 

3. The Commissioners have laid emphasis upon 'those elements in the 

educational system of Bengal which have produced 
ulvc " t ' g!,tlo " fl ,,f tbe satisfactory results in the past and give promise 

of healthy development in the future. But they 
have also, ns indeed th«ir task demanded of tlurfn, sought out tiie weaker 
elements, analysed defeats and suggested remedies. In the following para- 
graphs certain points are noted which formed the subject of the Commis- 
sion’s criticism and which appoar to the Government of India to call for 
sjHjcial and urgent treatment. 

4. Sound instruction in the secondary stage is the foundation upon 

which both university and more strictly voca- 
tional education must necessarily rest. But the 

Commission has recorded the fact that just when Bengal is more than ever 
eager for higher education, and when the economic needs and intellectual 
aspirations of the Presidency call for the best that can be given, the training 
which the high schools offer not only fails as a rule to provide for modern 
requirements in point of scientific and other knowledge but is actually 
deteriorating in quality. The schools are too narrowly concerned with 
preparing hoys for matriculation — tbe goal to which almost all their 
teaching is designed to lead. Yet they are attended by large numbers of 
boys who have no special, fitness for an academic training and who leave 
school without qualifying thenselves for it; and preparation for the univer- 
sity is not the only* purpose which the secondary schools have to serve in 
a modern Stale. Still 'in ore serious is their lack of influence upon the 
character of pupils. Some of the correspondents who answered the Oom- 
mission’s.questionnaire rega«l the schools as failing in the. formation of 
character and in conveying to the boy’s mind a clear apprehension of an ’ 
ideal of duty. “Pressed further home”, write the Commissioners, “the 
charge amounts to even more than this : it implies that tl)<j| schools have no 
spiritual life which touches a boy’s inner nature, no corporate unity wiiich 
appeals to and cun sustain his affectionate loyalty, no *4tioral or intellectual . 
flame which may kindle his emotions”; and, while admitting admirable 
exceptions, they state tlmt it must be acknowledged that in these respects the 
work of the schools as a whole is bleak and barren. 

The .Co mm isSt oners were accordingly led to examine the two domi- 
nating factors which influence high school organi- 
sation in Bengal — the matriculation examination^ 
and the method of recognition. They found that the matriculation examina- 
tion conducted by the University of Calcutta (which is the largest examina- 
tion of its kind in the world) is far from enjoying general approval ; that 
eleven out of every tWelve of thor witnesses who dealt with this point; 
expressed dissatisfaction with it as a test even for, entering the Unive)«i$ty:X 
and that it allows a very considerable number of ill-edacated 'cahai-: 
dates to pass. Furthermore, the schools, are; cramped by it. For they 
endeavour to perform what the rules of the examination prescribe ; toopAbW;'^ 
their pupils to pass has become their dominant aim ; and the pressttre y^hidb 
forces them to concentrate upon this narrow purpose is great. 
missioners comment upon tbe perverted and uninspiring view ei higher

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•education which is thus produced. They write, “ at the very time when 
the instinct of the people is turning its hopes towards education, the work 
actually do,ne in the . schools is suffering from a blight which spreads so 
quickly as to threaten public a ud private hopes with disappointment. The 
desire for education, though it springs from needs which good schools aloue 
, can aatiyfy, is perverted into a demand for what a school must deteriorate 
in consenting to give. But the pressure is. irresistible, and the schools in 
yielding to it are spoiled. Nor is this the whole of the loss. The profession 
of teaching becomes leas and less attractive to able and generous minds 
because, as the generally accepted view of education grows meaner and 
• narrower, a teacher has the less opportunity of realising in his work t he 
purpose which alone lifts bis calling from a despised trade- to one of the 
.. noblest of professions.” 

6. The Commissi on refers to the Indian Universities Act of the 

(Him* recognition of .choota: Resolution of the Government of India No. <>00 

(«•) tm reoognut of August 11. 1906, nwl the body of regulations 

thereby sanctioned. Under those regulations the recognition or non- 
recognition of a school is.-thc act of the University, and the functions of the 
Department of Public Instruction or the person nominated by tin* Syndicate 
’ to report on the claims of schools are limited to placing before the University 
, the information requisite to enable that body to exorcise its controlling 
authority. The Commission states that the University proceeded iu right 
earnest to discharge this new and heavy responsibility. But. the powers of 
the University are far from being as eflicacious in practice ns they appear 
to be on paper ; amt owing to ail verse circumstances, “the plan devised in 
1904 and* zealously put into effect by the University during the more 
favourable conditions which at first prevailed, has evidently broken 
down.”

Coming next to the, colleges, the Commission observes thut t,lie 
majority of successful candidates at the niatri- 
Tb» eoitagw. (dilation examination proceed to university 

courses. Since the. school course docs not give a * sound general education.’ 
the colleges find imposed upon them the obligation of making good the 
deficiencies of the schools. ” With about, half of their students.*’ says the 
Commission, “ the colleges never got beyond the stage of school work. 
Many students drop out before they reach the end of the intermediate 
course.” “There is probably no other country in the world” proceeds t lie 
Report, “iu which it is the case £lmt so largo a proportion of those who 
enter upon a degree course in a university fail to proceed to its until ml 
conclusion, but stop at half-way house. This would seem to iudieatc, 
in the first place, that the relation between the matriculation and inter- 
mediate standards is ill-adjusted; but still more remarkable, it would scent 
to show that, in the view of the boys and their parents and the public, the 
first two years of the university course are regarded as forming a distinct 
stage by themselves, a supplement to the high school course, while the 
intermediate examination is regarded us a natural stoppiifg-placo.” The 
Commission further remarks on the reduction at this stage of the choice of 
subjects, the absence of guidance to students regarding their choice, and 
the failure to provide for any introduction to vocational training such 
as' is needed by that half of the students- -who will pass direct into various 
occupations alter the Intermediate stage. Oh turning th the methods of 
instruction, the Commission finds that the inadequacy of the system becomes 
still" more patent. The classes arc almost invariably far too large. The 
'tradition of lecturing is deeply implanted. The methods suitable for 
university students ate applied to those who have not yet undergone a 
. satisfactory school course. ♦ * 

In dealing with the undergraduate work of the colleges, the Counnis- 
«.aioners state that the outstanding fact indicated in the replies to their 
y questionnaire Is that “dissatisfaction with the existing system is all hut 
^universal, and is in most cases both deep and poignant.” They consider that 
the primary causes of the inefficiency V>f the colleges is their isolation. 
* pocket universities,’ compelled to provide the whole of the oduca- 
twa; tohieh t&eir students require and generally too poor to snppiy the 
,V;,h4td)^ii^t'n«Be88ary'for university work. The privately-managed colleges 
U‘ maipmq dae vtoacher for about every 40 students, and the poverty or the 
pay giVed id these institutions is all the more striking by reason of the 
better paid professors of. Government colleges. Instruction 
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is through compulsory lectures $ tutorial classes “ are in general nothing 
more than additional coaching classes.” Four of the private] y-manoged first* 
grade colleges in the university centre of Calcutta are described as “ huge* 
coaching establishments for examinations, wherein the human element in 
education is inevitably almost non-existent.” Half of their students albs in 
the intermediate stage. The proportion of teachers to students isssuch 
as to make any adequate attention to the needs of the latter impossible. 
The majority of their students come from distant parts of Bengal (especially 
Eastern Bengal) and nearly 4,000 of these are unprovided with hostels or 
attached messes. 

8. This concentration of students in Calcutta forms a very serious 

feature of the situation as regards the colleges of 
c»icniw'* ” ,ncontraf ’ <,n “ r ,n the. metropolis. In the Arte and professional 

colleges of the city, and in the post-graduate 
classes, the Commission found 15,674 students. Of those nearly 11,000 were 
reading in the local Arts colleges and about 1,500 in the post-graduate classes. 
Of those in Arts colleges, only 2,579 came from Calcutta itself, 1,479 from 
adjacent ureas, and the remainder from other parts of Bengal or of India. 
Hostel accommodation was found to exist for only 2,257 ; and, in addition, 
2,556 students were residing in. attached meases. Furthermore, the Commis- 
sion observed that, though Government had recently made generous con- . 
iri tuitions towards new hostel accommodation, and though, out of 50 lakhs 
expended on hostels in. Bengal, more than two-thirds had' been spent in 
Calcutta, there were still in 1917 as many as 4,500 students living under - 
unapproved conditions in the city. 

About two-thirds of the number of students who',’ though not residents 
of Calcutta, are studying in its Arts colleges, are in the intermediate stage, 

“ whose needs ”, say the Commissioners, " could quite well be met, and oughj 
to he met, nearer tbeir homes. It is they who, in the main, produce the 
residential problem which forms so grave a difficulty in Calcutta ; atilt the 
nttempt. to provide decent conditions of life for them involves an immense 
outlay which might be far more profitably expended in meetiug their needs 
nearer to their homes”. “It Is impossible to exaggerate”, they proceed, 
“the evils that are likely to result from this drift of boys from country 
districts, ill-trained and knowing nothing of the world, into the dangerous 
conditions of life in a great city, where they are lost in the crowd, 
and where it is impossible to provide for them any adequate supervision.”

Science and the post-graduate classes These- 
in 1917 under two boards of post-graduate studies and 
Hn ' 1 contained during the session of 1917-18 about 1.500 students and 188 pro- 
fessors ami lecturers. The Qommissiou, while admitting the advantages and 
the necessity of the system, point out that the activities of the teachers aro 
in the minutest detail subject, to criticism by the Syndicate .and confirmation 
by tbe Senate? where the highest teachers are inadequately represented, with 
' the result that conflict is possible; that the scheme is entirely separated 
from the arrangements for undergraduate teaching, and that this cleavage, 
if made permanent, may prove even more disastrous ‘than She division of 
colleges into self-contained compartments ; that it is apprehended .that the - 
organisation, developing apart from the colleges, inuy affect their status and. 
permanently imperil their efficiency ; and that tbe question of adequate .. 
post-graduate instruction in places outside Calcutta is left untouched. 

10. The Commission points out that the populations of Bengal and of 
(wit The jntkdieiion of tbe t : uiv<T- the United Kingdom are almost the same— - 
M >ry * 4 about 45 millions; and that the numbers of. . 

students preparing for university degrees are also almost the same — about 
26.000. But, behind this apparent similarity, the contrasts 4ire grekt*. 
Owing to the low percentage of literacy, the proportion of the ed heated V 
classes in Bengal who are taking full-time university courses is almost 
times us great as in the United Kingdom. If regard la had to the paucity^ 
women students and to other factors it becomes apparent that an enormc 

higher proportion of the educated male population , of Bengal pfoceedfti 

university studies than is the case in the United Kingdom. A| 
time a very much smaller proportion goes to. the University fog wb 
' ordinarily described as vocational training. Again, the 26,000 
the United Kingdom are divided among eighteen universities. The.-'j^|ie^;.'' 
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competent. While its control has been ineffective in the vitally important 
functions of securing efficient teaching, i n other matters it is too rigid, it* 
general influence ever the work of the colleges is described as unhealthy 
and it. has achieved a dead uniformity of curriculum unknown, the Com- 
missioners, believe, elsewhere in the world, certainly outside India.' 

18. The Commission devoted much attention to the relations of the 

University with Government. It considered 
1,1 u “ tT " lw * lty that the continuance of the arrangement whereby 
the Government of India controls the University 
at a disunion of 1,000 miles leads to inconveniences. But, while the control 
should be transferred to the Government of Bengal, the Government- of 
India can continue to perform an invaluable function- by defining the 
aims of educational policy, by giving advice and assistance to local Govern- 
ments ^ind to universities, by, acting as an impartial arbiter in cases of 
dispute, by protecting disregarded interests, by supplying organised infor- 
mation regarding local developments, by obtaining the service of scholars 
from oilier countries, by co-ordinating the work of various universities, and 
by guarding against- needless duplication. The provincial Department of 
Public Instruction which would iti future deal with the University is 
hampered by a narrow definition of its functions and by the character of 
its relations with the Secretarial and with the University itself* It. is 
necessary to co-ordinate the activities of that. Department with other 1 Jejiart- 
meats which deal with special spheres of education, to appoint, the Director 
a Secretary to Government ; and to recognise that on the Department- rests 
primarily the responsibility fora sound svsten of school training — a respon- 
sibility which, owing to insufficiency of funds and division of functions 
with the University, it has no power to fulfil. The University in its turn 
should lie responsible for the character of file training given to its students 
and for the efficient and economical expenditure of its resources. At the 
sumo lime, here also. Government cannot abrogate its responsibilities, as 
trustees for the highest interests of the nation; for ensuring that the highest 
training grounds of the nation, its universities, are adequately fit I tilling 
theii- functions, ami that the University is so organised as to be able to per- 
form its proper functions for regulating the conditions of admission to 
professions essential for the public welfare; and for providing that the 
youths of the country receive the kind of training needed to prepare them 
for I lie general needs of the, country.

H. Tito brief summary of certain portions of the report which has been 

’made above is not to bo taken as fully represent- 
ing the present condition of affairs in Bengal, 
still less in India as a whole. The extraction of 
passages or opinions from a report of this nature is apt to be slightly mis- 
leading. The Government of India desire it to be understood that,* while 
they agree with the criticisms passed by the Commission, they are also fully 
in accord with that body in acknowledging the great services which the- 
establishment of western education and the activities of the University of 
Calcutta have performed in the past. The affiliating and the examining 
university is now regarded by many high authorities as radically faulty.-* 
But it is difficult to see what, other organisation could in the middle of the : 
last century have been set np in Bengal or elsewhere in India for the expan- 
sion and co-ordination of higher learning. The legislation of 1904 recog- 
nised teaching as a proper function of the Indian universities. Bui it was 
difficult to devise ‘a workable scheme for the performance of this function in 
face of the wide area affected, the competing claims of colleges and tlie 
necessity of safeguarding the interest **f various institutions. The isolated 
and self-contained character of t the colleges rendered impossible the exercise ' 
by the University of that control over teaching and the appointment of, - 
teachers which is requisite and forced the central body to use its influence 
through the promulgation of rigid rules and syllabuses which were calcdla- - 
toil to stille individual and original effort. These difficulties were' enhanced: 
ns the number of colleges grew and in recent years have rapidly Increased 
owing to the large number of students who have sought university instruc- 
tion. Furrhennure, the growing demand has called into existence a number 
of institutions markedly unequal in the matter of staffing, in the nature of 
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instruction afforded, in equipment ntul in the supervision which they can 
.exercise over students. His little wonder that an institution which for 
many years useful ly served the requirements of higher education in Bengal 
has under the rapid changes, of recent times found difficulty in coping 
adequately' with functions which have become unwieldy' untl in fulfilling 
demands made upon it by' a new and swiftly changing order of things. 

- 15. Again the preceding section of this Resolution has dealt only with 

certain of the explorations made bv the (.'.otuuiis- 
Ueror-.. sion> because a full comprehension of these 
points is necessary for the appreciation of the legislative changes which, in 
the opinion of the Commission, it is necessary to make in order that the 
' University of Calcutta may .more effectively fulfil its functions. The report 
ranges over many' subjects regarding which nothing has here been said. 
The education of women and girls: the special educational needs of Mtissl- 
mans, of Europeans aud Anglo-Indians, and of the backward classes; tin; 
nmUiutp of instruction; Oriental studies; legal* medical, engineering and 
mining, agricultural and technological instruction ; the training of teachers 
and other cognate matters are dealt with in* the report. The object of the 
succeeding paragraph is to concentrate attention upon those particular points 
of criticism which have direct bearing upon the University of Oulcufta and 
with which any* legislation affecting rliat institution will have to deal. 

Id. The mailt lessons taught by this report, the lessons on which the 

Government of India consider that the earliest 

Mam i««<Mi«nt u»» K»i»«n. attention may* usefully be concentrated, are the 
following : — 

(i) High schools lack propeu* supervision!, ami. Intent on preparing llu-ir 
pupils for the matriculation examination, fail to give that breadth of training 
which the developments of the country and new avenues of employment 
demand. 

< ii ) The matriculation examination in Bengal provides an insufficient 
test of fitness to pursue university courses and by its rigidity' and narrow 
scope reacts un wholesomely upon the instruction and the activities of the 
schools. 

(Hi) The intermediate section of university education attempts to deal 
by university methods with large bodies of ill-prepared students and should 
be frankly recognised as a part of school education, relegated to sepmate 
' institutions, apart from the university’ organisation, and piae.<*<t under a body 
duly r cn- re luted with the Department of Public I usiruetion. 

{ip) Th<» sysieiu of affiliated colleges, though defective necordihg to 
modern requirements and modern ideals, will long remain a necessary part 
of university organisation in Bengal. But its inconveniences may be miti- 
gated by the establishment of » strong central teaching body', the incorpora- 
tion (a# occasion urisos) of unitary "universities, such ns t tint. j>roposcd for 
Dacca, a modification of the administrative machinery' which will admit of 
fuller representation of Jocal interests, and supervision of different classes of 
institutions by several appropriately constituted authorities. 

(t») The administrative arrangements of the. University of Calcutta. call 
., for alteration, uotahiv in the direct ion of creating an academic body, appoint- 
•"Tog a whole-time ^ice-Chiuioellor and transferring the interests of the 
. University to the. cure of the Government of Bengal. 

These points represent but a small part of. the result of the Commission's 
investigations. But they arc the matters which the Government of India 
regard themselves, the local Government and the universities most uj-gcntly' 
. called 'upon to consider. 

17. The Government of India therefore commend these matters to the 

V " consideration of local Governments and nuiver- 

Action p«'po*et. cities. They commend a iso t he man y suggest i ons 

the Commission has made on the more strictly academic side of high 
-jkSlipdi and university education. They leave it. to the local Govern incuts to 
take such action as limy think fit regarding the most important recoinmcn l i-

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Governments such administrative questions as the changes suggested in the 
general organisation of teaching anl inspecting staffs,, the future control 
of government schools and colleges, etc. But It is ; necessary that the 
Govcrmnmit of ‘India take early action regarding those recommendations 
which directly affect the University of Calcutta, since that University 
forms the immediate subject of the Commission’s investigations apd (Until 
the measure, which the Government of India now propose, passes into law) 
remains the special care of the Governor-General in’ Council and of.the 
Governor-General us Chancellor. Here also the administrative matters* 
Including the future organization of secondary and Intermediate education 
in separation from the University, will appropriately be decided by the 
Government of Bengal. The concern of tho Government of India Is the 
passage of the legislative measures requisite for giving effect to the main, 
recommendations of the Commission regarding the reconstitution of the 
University of Calcutta and the incorporation of the University of Dacca; 
The second of these proposals** intended to set up a new type of university 
in Bengal which may possibly be the precursor of other universities*of a 
similar nature in that Presidency and elsewhere, and to relieve the University 
of Calcutta of some small portion of the heavy burden which it now sustains. 
The legislation to that end has already been introduced in the Imperial 
Legislative Council. As regards the University of Calcutta it is the 
intention of the Government of India to publish and place before the 
Imperial Legislative Council a moasure based on the lines indicated in the 
remaining portion of this Resolution. The Government of India propose to 
publish the text of the Bill as soon as possible. But they have decided to 
precede it by the present Resolution in order that no time may l>3 lost iu 
acquainting the public with the main features of the measure contemplated. 
The proposals set forth in the following section, which will form the basis 
of the Bill, have been discussed with the Government- of Bengal, who are in 
accord with the Government of India regarding the suitability of the action 
contemplated.

undergraduate, teaching, which is the foundation of nearly all advanced 
work. The problem would bo almost insoluble word it not that, under |he 
arrangement proposed for the intermediate classes, the number of students 
in Art- colleges will he reduced to about 4.000 and is unlikely to expand 
within a reasonable period beyond 6,000, to wkommust be added thel,50Q 
post-graduate students. Even so, the problem, is difficult enough apd is 
complicated by the fact that the idea of instruction in colleges largely inde- 
pendent of the central body is’ deeply rooted and cannot be disregarded. ' -

Under this . scheme the University will bo really responsible for the character 
of the teaching given in its name. The prestige and importance of the colleges 
will be increased and only those colleges will be permitted to participate 
which can show gn efficiency equal to the fulfilment of the conditions to be 
, Iaiddown. Those colleges in Calcutta which cannot fulfil such conditions 
will be treated as temporarily affiliated, but will not participate in the 
privileges of the Teaching University.

Admissions must not bo made beyond a 
maximum of 1,000 students; • The proportion of college teachers to students 
should be one to twenty-five though it is admitted that a proportion of one- 
to fifteen or twenty would be more reasonable. No whole-time teachers 
should be paid Jess than Rs. 12a a month, nor any head, of a department of 
teaching less than Rs. 300. Suitable buildings for teaching and resident ial 
accommodation for students must be provided. Each college should he 
under a properly constituted governing body and should have a teachers’ 
council.

treatment. Here also various schemes were suggested and rejected. An 
obvious solution would be the conversion of the leading mnfas&al colleges 
into universities established after the pattern of Dacca. But the Com-, 
missiyners were regretfully driven to the conclusion that (apart from Dacca) . 
there is no college which is yet, ripe to bo transformed into a university. 

“ In the long run ”, says the report, “ the best thing for Bengal will be the 
establishment of a small number of efficiently organised universities in the 
mufassa! , wherein a training can be given which will be not less 
valuable in quality, though possibly less wide in range, than that which 
will be offered by Calcutta and Dacca, the remainder of the colleges devoting 
themselves to the vitally importauWwork of the intermediate stage. At the 
present moment, it is impossible to determine which colleges ought tp be . 
marked out for the former, and which for the latter, destiny. Bat ,it would 
be unjust that the existing colleges should be deprived of their. present 
rights at an arbitrarily fixed date, or until even ampler provision than now 
exists has been made to meet the needs of the students whom these, colleges 
at present train. At the slime time it is important to find a means whereby 
the bettor colleges may be stimulated to strive towards a higher destiny,, 
may be enabled to awaken the pride and win the financial support of their,’ 
own districts, and may be allowed to enjoy, as they progress in strength, an 
increasing degree of freedom, such as will fit them for the responsibilities of. 
independence’’.

solution of the problem is to bp found in.some -

general terms tho powers and the constitution of the University, the terms' 
of this Act should ho elaborated in a number of Statutes. Ordinances and 
Regulations. The first Statutes would he scheduled to the Act, but would 
l»e capable of amendment by the Court, subject, to approval by the Governor . 
of Bengal in Council. Among other things, the first conferment of any 
university privileges on any institution in Bengal should ho through Statute. 
The Ordinances would govern tho daily work of the University, would be 
made l»y the Executive Council, though initiated as regards purely academic 
matters by the Academic Council, and would be subject to the veto .of the 
Chancellor. The Regulations would deal with minor matters and their - 
framing would be entrusted to the various bodies of the University concerned 
witli the matters with which they deal.

The Commission apparently contemplated that the separation of interme- 
diate from college classes, which forms the main pivot of their proposals, 
should not take immediate effect in temporarily affiliated and nmfttssal 
colleges. The case of the former ki nd of college has already been treated 
Rut as regards tnufassal colleges, while the degree courses continue to he 
allowed for some time even in those institutions which canted definitely he

But, save iti the case of women’s colleges, the continuance of 
intermediate and of degree classes in one and the same institution should 
not be permitted after the date on which the Act comes into force. 

(riii) Appointments. — The appointment of the teaching staff will be the 
work partly of selection committees of the University sitting in India and 
partly that of some organisation which will be able to arrange for recruiting, 
in the United Kingdom. Two departures from the Commission’s .report are 
proposed : — 

(a) The nominations of the selection committee may be sent direct 

to the Executive Council and not confidentially through the 
Academic Council, since to do so would be to ‘court undesirable 
discussion and possibly personal intrigue. 

(b) Cases* may arise where a selection committee in England will not 

prove either the host, or a necessary instrument for nomination, 
and where the Secretary ol' State could select, without the aid of 
a committee. But this course should not be adopted unless tho 
Chancellor reports to the Secretary of State that exceptional 
cireumstanc.es exists justifying it. 

Admission. — Provision should be made as in the Dacca Bill requir- 
ing the approval of the Government of India to the acceptance of other 
examinations as equivalent, to the intermediate and degree examinations or 
to any other tests which are to bo recognised as the minimum qualification 
admitting t<; the courses of the University. This seems to be desirable 
because such examinations will not be confined to Bengal and because the 
whole question of admission to universities must be dealt with by some 
central authority if confusion and undue competition are to be avoided. 
Moreover, lack of uniformity in these matters is liable to prove embarrassing 
to Indian students proceeding to England. 

(./•) Territorial jurisdiction. — It is desirable that the Bill should contain 
a clause generally similar to section 27 of the Indian Universities Act, VIII 
1901. The limits of the teaching organisation should also l»e laid down ; and 
it is proposed to express them as conterminous with municipal Calcutta as 
deli nett in the Calcutta Municipal Act, III of 1899. 

(j:i) Fjctindion of privileges. — It. seems necessary to provide for the 
extinction of all privileges conferred under the existing Act with a view to- 
their re-conferment- at tho discretion of l.be.JSxecutivo Commission. 

(.rti) The. Kxecutive Commission. — The Executive Commission will be 
limited to so veil mcnjbois so ais to become n more workable body ; and the- 
re presentation of the. Government of Bengal will bo fixed at two members. 

Certain other deviations are suggested. These are generally of minor 
importance. They refer mainly to the procedure following an enquiry by 
the Visitor or appeals from aggrieved communities, the position of the- 
Treasurer, the provision for certain teachers to appear as private Candidates, 
the inclusion of a new body called the Board or Co-ordination to make the 
most, effective dse of the teaching facilities and accommodation, provision for 
permitting a women’s college to attain, the rank of a constituent college, 
Some other unimportant, changes will probably figure in the Bjll ; and it may 
he found desirable to express in the Bill itself the proportion a^rl method of - *7 
Muhammadan representation in the larger bodies, viz., the Court, t-he.Exe— 
entive Council and the Academic Council.

indicated above. They do not at. the present stage commit themielves a* 
regards these deviations or the detailed provisions of the measure. They*

V. — Conclusion .

Heed for co-operation. 


The Government, of India are well aware that the proposals of the 
Commission may excite apprehensions in the 
minds of some. Vested interests may suspect, 
that they are threatened, the sentiments which have grown round the 
' University as it existsjmay feel themselves touched. But the sheeme which the 
Commission ht^s framed shows tlue consideration in all these matters, it is 
necessary to recognise the task of public instruction in ail its branches as an 
important trust laid upon Government, and upon the nation in which, while 
violence to personal interest should where possible be avoided, the greatest, 
good of the majority must, prevail. The traditions and the affections which 
cling round a time-honoured institution will only bo strengthened by its 
development; for progress with the times must now, more than ever, be* the 
watchword in education and the Commission has amply shown that the 
system in Bengal calls for re-adjustment to suit changing circumstances. It 
is not pretended that the realisation of the Commission's proposals will bean 
easy mutter. Funds wall be required, high administrative ability will have 
to be called into play, apprehensions will have to be allayed and the claims 
of conflicting interests adjudicated. The Government of India are assu red 
that there is at the present moment iu Bengal a strong and genuine aspira- 
tion for improved methods in the higher branches of instruction. They feel 
therefore that they can confidently look for the assistance and co-operation 
of the educated classes in carrying out the high and di flicu It « nlerprise on 
which the Commission lias invited them to embark. They believe that, these 
changes, if successfully achieved, will lead to a better order of things, remove 
any taint of inefficiency and furnish Bengal with a body of educated youth 
competent to further her interests in intellectual, administrative and indus- 
trial activities.

Samples exported under this licence may be used only for genuine sample 
purposes, i.i\, for obtaining orders from foreign buyers, and may not be sold except, with 
the written consent, of the Export Licence Department, but such consent, may he dispensed 
witli when it is desired to soli the ai tides in tin* country of destination after they have, 
fulfilled their purpose as samples. Exporters will be required to satisfy the Customs 
Authorities that the goods presented for export under this licence are tona-Jide samples, 
and to make a declaration to thyt effect on the relative shipping documents. 

This notice only applies to samples of goods which require licences for export to the 
particular destination concerned. 

In addition, the consent of the Export Licence Department is not. required for the 
sale of samples which, though within this scheme at the actual time they were exported, 
could be exported outside the scheme at the actual time of the promised sale.

2 Tho present ’Legislative Council contains 53 mombets, ami t|» 
existing Chamber is baiely adequate for their needs, while the accessory 
accommodation is vet y limited and the space available for the public and the 
press of a meagie description In accordance with the hirst Schedule 
attached to the Government of India Act, 1919, the future Legislative 
Council of Bengal will numlier 125, at least, though that number may be 
increased by i tiles made under section 7 (2) (a), there is also the possibility 
of the creation of a Second Chamber at some future date ( cf. section 41 (2) j. 
The necessity of const rut ting a new budding which will house the future provin- 
cial legislature is obvious and m the lesolulion already cited we were enjoined 
to have regard to the tollowmg four considerations, -provision should be 
made npt only for a Council Hall but for the requisite subsidiary rooms,, etc ; 
the site and building should be wo? thy of the purpose to which they will be 
put and of the capital of the province, there should be room for expansion, 
while lastly, the totality chosen should be easily accessible to all who will 
hive occasion to use it We have no hesitation in accepting these conclu- 
sions as the factors governing -our choice, and we are particularly anxious 
that the opportunity should not lie lost of erecting a structure thoroughly 
worthy of the occasion, for which a spacious ami dignified *ute is essential 
'I he Government of India Vtl ushers in momentous changes in the future 
government of the piovmce. wlin h will henceforth centie round the Council 
Clumber, it is meet that that Chamber should lie housed m a manner which 
recognises the impoitance and high purpose of the functions which it will 
he expected to discliaige, and which will in no wise suffer m comparison with 
the othei edi fires with whuh the citv is adorned It follows that, whatever 
scheme be adopted, considetable expenditure upon its execution is inevitable 
and it would be a fatal mistake on grounds of strict economy to cramp and 
prejudice the piospet ts of the futuie But the provincial resources are not 
limitless, and ihero is a point beyond whi< h thev < an not be strained, const ■?

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(h) Dalhousie Square East . — Our attention was largely drawn to the;'

Dalhousie Square which would he feasible were a public building of the first 
class erected .on this side of it, making the square as a whole one of wlffeji, 
any city might well be proud. The locality also is accessible in a marked, 
degree. But we arc doubtful whether so large an encroachment on the - 
business area of the city is justifiable, while the oost would be almost pro: 
hibitive.* The latest valuation vve have seen of the site and buildings, eto. , 
alone is in the neighbourhood of a erore of rupees, and xve consider this

(?) The junction of Choivrinphe.e Road and Central A revue -when' 
remodelled by the Im pro re ment Trust. - This will undoubtedly afford a fine- 
site for a public building when the project of the Central Avenue Jf* com- 
pleted, but it is likely to be terribly expensive, and it will inevitably lie noisy, 
with a congestion of Lraffie. rendered more serious by its use for the purpose 
of a Council Chamber. Its occupation in that way would, of course, encroach 
upon space which Would otherwise be available to meet business needs. 
Moreover, the land will not be cleared for some time to come. 

5. On the grounds shortly outlined we discard, therefore, the nine 
localities just mentioned, and, with the exceptions with which we will now 
deal, no other site has been suggested which seems sufficiently attractive to 
merit discussion of its possibilities. Those exceptions are- - 


(?) the Town Hall, (including t!>e Imperial Legislative Depart- 
ment building, some eight biglias) ; 

(??) The Victoria Memorial; and 

(???) the area of the maklan to the north of the Eden Gardens running 
from Strand Hoad on the west to Government Place on the 


east; 


and it is between these that it seems to ns the choice must lie. As lending 
itself to imposing architectural treatment, as sufficiently spacious, as quiet 
ami convenient from a traffic point of view, and as accessible, either the first, 
or third site meets the requirements of the situation, and in these aspects there 
is not much, speaking broadly, to choose between them; the second possibility 
m eans th e adaptation of an existing building which is approaching completion. 
TheTSftsideratioiis which* affect each choice are discussed below 

6. The history of the present Town Hall is a somewhat curious one, 
find the question of its relinquishment has been previously debated. A 
succinct account of the earlier history was given by the Bengal Government; 
to the Government of India in a letter, dated the 28th March 1911. from 
which we quote : ♦ 

“ The erection <•! the Town Hall was financed mainly fioin two sources, voluntary, 
subscriptions ami the proceeds of public lotteries which were established partly - far 
this purpose und partly for the general improvement of the town ot Calcutta, and khese«, 
funds were further aided by eon tri but ion from Government. J lie cost ot maintaining the ^ 
■building was borne b\ the buttery .Fund until 1849, when the f barge was- transferred 
lo general revenues. Jn i8f»f> the question of making over the Town Hall to , .Into * 
Justices 4 >f tin* l’euee for (he town of (Calcutta was first raised b_\ this Government, and 
the ('lminnan id the .lust ice- was addressed on the subject. J.t was proposed that^tha 
'‘•charge of 'tlic Town Hall, which i ill then bail been in ihe hands of the Commissioner;, 
of 1‘ohce, Calcutta, might with advantage he made over to the Justices for. the iwr/ 
of the town, the co$d of its improvement, repair, etc., being borne by the tuunidpfcl 
funds, while the Justices would make such arrangements aw would provide an income 
sufficient to moot the necessary expense-, while affording the public the free Use of ^ 
the Hall for all legitimate purposes.

India, in which it was stated that the Justices had agreed to the proposal to 
the Town Hall of Calcutta. and all llie public property belonging to it, to.iUe 
pality, to bo bold bv Ihem as trustees for tin* town , off condition of 
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in cOTifiiant and thorough repair aurl maintaining it as a phye of public r^soEijfcml 
As the lower floor of the Town IJUdl was ul that time oc-fupied by the High. 

■ /OqurL it w.os ^ proposed that the Justice'* should take over th.' Hull on the inulerstahd- 
ing that, until other arrangements could he made, it would continue to ho occupied by 
tiie Court on payment of u fair rent hy Government ro the municipality . These proposals 

v were approved by the Government of India in the TTbine Depart incut letter No. 1-112# 
dated the 1‘Jth February 1866. The conditions on which ilie lum-dci of the Town 
Hall were sanctioned were communicated, in due couise, to the Chan man of the Justices, 
Mid the Hall with all its appurtenances wu-s transferred to the Calcutta niuturipalitv 
.oh those conditions on the 1st May 1800/’

The Corporation may hand 
T back possession of the Town Hull to Government, and provide a town hall elsewhere, 
and the Government might give a grant of money towards the const i mdinii of the new 
town hull. It should not be a sale/ 


44 The substance of these opinions was eoiniuitnic.iied to the Government of India 
and, in Mr. Maul’s reply, dated the 2-Mrd March 1905, it was slit ted thuf the Imperial 
Government did not require the Town Hall but they understood tlmi the Corporation was 
bound to maintain it till the Government of India relieved them ot the obligation. 
The Chairman was informed that the Corporation had no saleable interest in the 
property, the proprietary rights in which still vested in Government; Ihsit the Hull 
was not then required either bv III*' lm|>eriul or the Piovini'inl ( Jo\ eminent , unJ'-^ul, 
if it were wanted for Government purposes, it was possible that the question ot taking

The legal 
aspect of the question docs not appear to have been seriously discussed at the mcetaug- 
in which the recommendation of the Committee' was submitted to the Corporation r - 
but it nuiy be noted that, at a meeting held on the 25th October 1 bit), Dr. C. Hank*,, 
one of the Municipal Commissioners, said that there was a question involved as to' 
whose property the Town Hull really was, to which the acting Chairman replied- 
that * it belonged to the Corporation, the only qiie&tion lieinp whether their interest 
in it was saleable.’ ” 


The final conclusions of tho Corporation were embodied in a resolution passed 
at a meeting of the 23rd .November 1910, which ran as follows:-— ; 

“ That (iovcrnmcnl )m* infortued that the only statable site which the Corporation.' 
have been able to hml is estimated to cost about Its. 22 lakhs which, together with the- 
orist of tin* building, would involve an expenditure of at least Its. 30 lakh«. This figure 
appears to be prohibitive, and the Corporation t hereto 1 e regret that they are unable- 
to agree to the transfer of thtf Town Tlall unless Government will provide a suitable-' 
site elsewhere, and also contribute substantially towards the cost of the new building. 


In the light of .subsequent developments and the removal of the Gov- 
ernment of India, to Delhi, the suggested transfer was not further pursued, 
and at this stage the quest ion, at the moment, rests. 

7. This Committee is clearly not in a position to reopen negotiations 
with the Corporation, but from the extract which we have reproduced we 
think it is clear that an amicable transfer of the present Town Hall to the 
local Government, would not be effected without the payment of a sum 
winch in .1910 was put at about Its. 30 lakhs, and which, looking to the 
recent rise of land values, etc., is not likely to he less now. even if it was 
not more. At the same time there are considerations to which the Gorftora- 
tion would do well to attach weight in moderation of their expectations; as 
representing the local public they are keenly interested in the construction, 
of a Council Chamber which will he a credit to the city, and it has long- 
been recognised that, the present Town Hall is not in a satisfactory condi- 
tion. We 'understand that its proper repair is estimated to cost about Rs. 2 
lakhs, while there can be little doubt that the interests of the town would 
be well served by the provision of a- new and up-to-date building. Never- ■ 
theless -the fact remains that the acquisition of the site for the purpose of 
.Council Chamber would be a costly business. There would also be other 
disadvantages attaching to it. The sooner work can be started on the new 
Council ( -hamber the better, even though it is clear that the completion of a new 
building before the enlarged Council comes into being is impracticable. But 
negotiations with the Corporation will take time, as also will the clearing- of’ 
the site, even admitting that for a time Calcutta could lx* left without a 
Town Hall. If. as is possible, it might be necessary to include in the site- 
the old Legislative Department building of the Government of India, a fresh- 
complication would in* introduced. 

£. The history of the Victoria Memorial is within recent memory, but'- 
it will be convenient to quote the purpose of its erection in the authoritative’! 
words of those. who promoted it. Thus in a memorandum by Lord Curzon, 
.dated, the 4th February 1901, the object in view was defined as: — ' 

“ The erect ion in CahuUu ot ii uiytnorinl building or hull, to be called by Her 
Majesty’s luma*. and to constitute a National Gallery for all India, handing down tor; 
future generations the records, and trophies, and mertiontoes, of whatever has, beeuii 
great oi remarkable in the past.” ' ' ;

objects deposited therein.’’ Statutory rules will govern the conditiope^ 
under’ which the public shall have access thereto. \

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- i :$bd sdbeme and of those who contributed towards it. Ih such contributions 
tthe share of Bengal (Rs. 16 lakhs out of Rs. 56 lakhs) •Was considerable, but 
the total it was only a little more than a quarter, it is obviously not 
:$ifchm the power of anyone but the statutory trustees to permit, the use of 
/ ! the building in a particular way, and the trustees are representative of 
: interests other than those of Bengal, noticeably of the Chiefs an«l Nobles 
of India and the general body of subscribers, it is not, of course, for this 
v Committee to approach the trustees, but even if the scheme is permissible 
> within tiie terms of the statute, we imagine that they would be guided, among 
other things, by the wishes of the suliseribers, and we note that in a leading 
Bombay journal a protest against the idea lias already appeared. From 
' ‘ this point of view, therefore, the feasibility of the scheme is at least doubtful. 

The scheme itself, as it hasTbeen brought to our notice, presumes the occu- 
pation of the southern end of the Memorial on both floors, it Ixeing assumed 
that -the remainder of the building will suffice for the housing of the collee 
, tions already gathered together or to be accumulated in the future. On these 
lines there would be available a large hall of adequate size for the actual 
Council (its acoustic properties would require to be tested), though the 
galleries would never give convenient accommodation for the press and the 
public; apart from this there would be left for subsidiary purposes a spacious 
ante-room; (with some adaptation) some six rooms of different sizes 
(two large); and six small rooms in the corner towers, besides 
a certain amount of passage space. It. necessarily follows that a 
building adapted for a purpose quite different from that for which it was 
■ ■ built could never afford the conveniences of a building carefully designed to 
be a Council Chamber, and while the accommodation just specified would 
house the Legislative Council in a way, it would never be the best way. 
Neither, in space, would it give the accommodation which we have outlined 
in paragraph 3, and which would require therefore to he curtailed. Notice- 
ably restaurants would not be a suitable adjunct to the Memorial nor could 
room be found for them; the alternative of locating them in the grounds is 
not free from disadvantages. We conclude, therefore, that this scheme 
* would not afford a thoroughly satisfactory solution of the problem; it would 
‘ always be a makeshift, # and incidentally one which sacrifices the ideal of easy 
• accessibility. It is not moreover a* cheap makeshift, at least if the vii. ^ of 
some who have advocated it are followed. By them it seems to be thought 
that the fact that the trustees are in need of funds (the deficit has l>een 


publicly* stated to be 'at least twelve lakhs,’' 
the iat w ' , P*P er " r though we believe it to be more in the neighbour- 
hood of eighteen lakhs') would be an inducement to 
them to allow the use of the Memorial in this way, should the local Government 
. ... accept that liability. But we think it would be a mistake to pay so large a 
. . >um for a Chamber which could never in convenience equal one specially 
constructed, even at a somewhat, higher cost. No scheme which we can 
... foresee will be free from difficulties, and it is best to adopt the solution^ which 
will at least yield the best results. The attractions of the idea of utilising 
the Memorial lie in the splendid external features of the building, and in the 
. fact that it can be made ready for use within a. far shorter time than any other. 
In this latter aspect the proposal may merit consideration as affording a 
,\i , t temporary habitation for the Council, though for its permanent abode we 
>.■ //would look elsewhere.

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on this s< ore arise. But there are facts to be remembered on the other side,, 
and we would emphasise them m the hope that they will be dispassionately 
weighed. The corner is only technically a part of the maidan; it id 
separated from what is ordinarily understood by the term, and it is little 
used either for exercise or recreation; it is untidy and ill kept, and its denizens, 
are mainly police drilling and syces grazing horses; the substitution of a 
building standing amid a well kept garden would still leave a fair amount 
of open space in a much improved condition. 

From the point of view of the Council Chamber there are other inci- 
dental advantages, this site affords more room for convenient extensions 
than anv other; it can be made available at short notice, it involves no demo- „ 
lition of existing buildings, and, above all, it will allow of expenditure being 
concentrated upon the building itself and not diverted to a very large extent 
to the provision of the site. The utilisation of the site will Ik* contingent upon 
the <ii the Military authorities, but they will doubtless recognise that 

the conditions are exceptional. 

We are aware that Calcutta sentiment is reluctant, and rightly so, to 
allow building upon the tuaidan, but we have endeavoured to show that in 
this particular instance there is much to he said on the other side, while if 
the city wishes to have a Council ('handier worthy of its dignity, some sacri- 
fice i« inevitable. We imagine that the weightiest factor in inducing this 
feehng of reluctance is the apprehension that if one encroachment is pel mil- 
led others will follow , but the circumstances of the present case are eminently 
special, and no dangerous precedent should be created by its admission, 
apart from the fad that the veto of the Army Department upon the improper 
absorption of the maidan will always constitute a powerful safeguard. 

10. After, therefore, to the best of our ability, weighing the various 
considerations which affect the different courses wdiich might l»e adopted, we 
advise that the least objection attaches to the selection of the site on the 
maidan opposite the Town Hall, which in. itself is conspicuously suited to 
the construction of a Council Chamber that the Presidency ian hereafter 
regard w r ith pride. We have not arrived at this conclusion without reluc- 
tance, 'as the preservation iutacl of the spaciousness of the maidan is to 
tL;,, Thereat of every citizen of Calcutta. But, apart from sentiment, we 
do not" believe that our plan is, in fact, open to the objection that it impairs 
the amenities of the maidan, and looking to the exceptionally important 
public purpose which v# to In' served, and the greater drawbacks attaching 
to other possible selections, we consider we are justified in recommending 
a course which, in ordinary circumstance**, we should deprecate.

1. The following rules prescribe the procedure for the receipt* and 
payment of money, and for keeping accounts, to be observed by officers 
exercising judicial powers and dealing with money in that capacity. These 
rules do not apply to the High Court or to the Presidency Hand l Cause 
Court; nor do they, apply to the subordinates of the Magistrate of the District 
because sueii of them as are stationed in the interior of the district, exercise 
a lgo Colleeto rate powers and keep their accounts under Treasury rules, ami 
the transactions of those at headquarters are included in those of the Magis- 
trate, Thev apply to all Judges, Additional Judges, Subordinate Judges, 

Munsifs, Small Caase Court Judges, and Magistrates of Districts, and these 

are all included, under the general term “Judge.”

When this is done, the 
Judge’s establishment will do all the work in connection with the accounts, 
the subordinate officer will sign the papers as if he were placed in charge of 
the current duties of the Judge’s Court, and to the Chief Ministerial officer 
of the District. Judge’s Court (but of no other Court at Head-quarters 
stations; may be delegated the duty of passing chalans. 

The “ Judge in charge.'’ 

4. The term “ Judge in charge” is used to designate the officer who 
when there are two or more Courts at one station, supervises tho single set 
of accounts maintained for all such Courts. When there is but one Court 
at a station, the Judge thereof is tho “Judge in charge” of his own accounts. 

Note. — A t llcadipiarturH station* the account* for all Courts shall be kept in the District Judge's 
Court. At riiib-divintoiiH and oiit-slutious, the accounts of all Courts ahull he kept in the office of the 
Munsif plurcd by tho District Judge in charge of the accounts of that, station, and to bis office shall bo 
attached the stuff ol* the Accounts Department.

6. From the list of licadiugs in Ride 5 it will appear that the rules 
apply only to money received by an officer in his judicial capacity. 'I’hcy 
do not apply to Local Fund receipts and payments, nor to money received 
by Way of permameut advance, or upon establisheut or contingent bills (.sec 
Rule 35). As regards Local Funds there is a separate system of rules ; 
and as regards other items, a Judicial Officer should deal with them under 
the rules applicable to other officers. 


General principles . 

7. The receipts and payments under head (a) must apjicur in the Court’s 
account i u detail hut in the Treasury account in which a personal ledger 
account only is maintained for this head, the daily totals of receipts and 
payments made at the Court and the individual items of receipts *» ml pay- 
ments. made at the Treasury will appear. All receipts and payments under 
heads (6) and (c) and (h) above must appear in the Court’s accounts and in 
the Treasury accounts in detail. An account in detail of all receipts under 
heads (e) to (y) must be -kept in the Court, but only the daily totals of each 
kind of receipts will appear in the Treasury books. All receipts and pay- 
meiils under head (>) will be made on the responsibility of the flashier, 
whose security must be sufficient to cover any amount in Lis hands. They 
will not appear at all in the Treasury accounts, but the balance in the bands 
of the Cashier must be noted daily in the Cash book, us well as the balances 
of any other moneys with which he may he entrusted (e.y.. permanent 
advance, or pay of establishment).

8. An .exception to Itule 7 is allowed in cases where money has r<»T»<- 
paid by one person- to another, and both are present in Court, in such cases 
the money may be passed direct from the one to the other under the sanction 
of the Court, the fact being noted in the record of the case.

Caro must, however, be taken 
to see that no officer of the Court receives or becomes in any way responsible

10. At out-stations cash transactions under head (a) of Rule b are 
allowed. Money should, however, be received in cash only when, having 
regard to the balance in hand (which should not ordinarily exceed Rs. 500), 
this can conveniently he done. Payments of small sums should ordinarily 
he made out of cash iu hand, (mt large payments should be made in cash, 
only if this cun he done conveniently, and it is better thus to disburse the 
balance ol cash in hand than to remit it to the Treasury. 

11. Judges of Small Cause Courts, and Munsifs exercising Small Ctuisc 
Court powers, though their Courts are situated within daily reach of a 
Treasury, tuay, by speciiCi order of the High Court, l»e empowered to receive 
and pay in cash small sums coming under head («> of Rule 5.

1 have the honour to submit herewith, for the information of the 
Government of India, an account of the recent operations against Afghanis- 
„ tan. 

INTRODUCTORY. 

2. For the proper consideration of these operations, it is necessary to 
, refer briefly to the conditions prevailing in India at Ihe time hostilities 
broke out. As the Government of India are aware, the standard of military 
preparation in this country was regulated by the. instructions of the War 
•' Committee of the Cabinet received through the Secretary of State for India 
in 1916, viz . , that ope rations on the Indian Frontier were to bo of a defensive 
nRt&rU' and that, should the offensive be forced upon us. it was to Ik* strictly 
. limited in scope. The Field Army maintained for this purpose, namely, 
four divisions, three frontier brigades and four cavalry brigades, had 
necessarily suffered from the demands made *npon it to supply additional 
units end draft reinforcements for overseas theatres, and this had to •i certain 
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extent affected its efficiency ; moreover, many of its best qualified officers 
were employed out of India, and there was considerable deficiency ill 
medical and* engineer personnel which coaid not be* made good from home. 
Since the. commencement of the war in 1914, India had been engaged in 
providing personnel, material and munitions of war to many overseas 
theatres. As a result of this drain upon her resoure.es, stoeks of elect rical 
and railway plant and other stores, only procurable from the United 
Kingdom, had been reduced to tin* lowest ehb, and, owing to shortage of 
shipping, deficiencies could not be replaced. Thus the signing of the 
Armistice in November 191N found India grappling with the problem of 
meeting urgent demands on her greatly reduced resources, and with the 
machinery for carrying on her internal administration weakened by the 
withdrawal from all her civil departments of large numbers of oflicers for 
ini lit ary duty. 

,’i. following on the Armistice came the demand for demobilisation. 
Every elTort was made to release such men as were urgently required either 
at home or in India, and this necessitated a considerable reduction in 
establishments and imposed a severe strain oil all branches of the service, 
especially in those employing skilled artisans and mechanics. 

4. Bitch was tin; military situation when tin* outbreak of internal 
disturbances supervened in April 1919. To quell these disturbances and to 
protocf e.otniiionieutions.it was found necessary to divert large bodies of 
troops from their normal pea c* 1 -slat ions, to detain others which we re await- 
ing demobilisation or embarkation to the United Kingdom, and to recall a 
large, number of Indian troops who hud proceeded to their homes oil leave. 
We were particularly fortunate in having at ha mi so Valuable a reinforce- 
ment, as the. British 1 roups rjc - Mesopotamia awaiting demobilisation. Tt was 
only with great reluctance that l sanctioned their retention at a time when 
they had every reason ami right, to export their early release from military 
service; but my confidence in the. loyalty of the British soldier w-ns not 
misplaced, and I take this opportunity of expressing my appreciation of the 
(inc military spirit he displayed in shouldering this additional burden. It 
was a keen ami natural disappointment also to the Indian soldier to ho 
deprived of the furlough which he had earned so well, but he too accepted 
this burden in a spirit of cheerful resignation for which we owe him si deep 
debt of gratitude ; his conduct, throughout t ids period, has been worthy of 
the highest ptaise. 

Before, passing on to a uatrsiti ve of the operations. ] propose briefly 
to review the work of the various administrative services and departments, 
for the campaign was essentially one in which ad m i uistra I ive„ organisation 
played the leading part. At one time the strength of t ho force employed 
lranw-1 lulus amounted to 910.0(H) men and IAS, (KM) animals, and it will readily 
be understood that the maintenance of those numbers, with depleted means 
of transportation, was a problem of considerable difficulty. Fortunately, 
much attention had been paid in recent years to the improvement of frontier 
communications; new mechanical transport roads at a cost of approximately 
one million sterling had been constructed in the North-West Frontier 
Province alone during the past four years. Considerable improvements had 
also been effected in existing roads, the most important being those between 
Janirud and Lundi-Kotal, Kolint and Paniehinar, Bunnu and Miraiisliait, 
Dora Ismail Khan arid Tank, and the Bolun road from Bi hi lo Qnet ta, on each 
of which a large number of girder bridges had been provided, spanning the 
main waterways. With the. exception of the Bolun these roads have all been 
subjected to heavy and continuous motor traffic throughout the operations, 
and have stood the test well 

<>. As regards railways, the situation was somewhat abnormal when 
concentration was ordered Civil traffic hml been considerably curtailed and 
serious damage caused at certain outlying stations (luring the intomul 
disturbances in the Punjab. Nevertheless, thanks to t he efforts of the North-, 
Western ami othor railways, military requirements were fully met, and 
though the protceiion of Peshawar necessitated some divergence from the 
schedul**, concentration was completed in advance of the pre-uivangod time- 
table During the month of May. (>,’17 military special trains were run over 
the North-Western Railway system. Early in* the concentration period a. 
number of specially fitted ambulance trains were located at convenient 
forward stations such ns Peshawar and Rawalpindi, and special services were 
arranged for the conveyance of ice. fruit, and vegetables in insulated' 
railway vans, both to hospitals and the troops in the field. 
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• 7. 'Major-General H. F. E. Freeland, C.H.. n.s.o., m.v.o., ii.k.. who was at 
this time h member of the Railway Board, earned the gratitude of the army 
by his zealous and unremitting efforts in developing ihe capacity of the 
railways in respect of military requirements ilis wide and varied 
experience in dealing with military t runic problems proved of inestimable 
value. 1 lmd also the advantage of obtaining I lie valuable services of 
Brigadier-General i'. L. Magniuc, e.M.o , C.U.K.. it.H., who had reeently 

returned from France and was af»pointed Director of Movements. 

3. The position of the Supply and Transport Services had been 
influenced considerably by the calls made upon them from overseas during 
the course of the great war. The resources of India in animal transport 
•had been exploited to the utmost and the reserve of animals left -in the 
country was reduced to the lowest, ebb; indeed, the supply of mules had 
been completely exhausted and recourse was had to ponies. These latter, 
though they proved themselves a fairly satisfactory substitute, were greatly 
inferior to the mule in general utility and endurance. The ravages of xurrn, 
combined with continued and heavy demands made by the operations m 
Persia, had seriously crippled the supply of camels: and the liability of the 
bollock transport to epidemic diseases limited the degree of iciiahility 
which could be placed upon it In spite of t lose d illicit I tins, the animal 
transport available- on the outbreak of war was sullie.ient to equip and 
maintain the Field Army under the conditions inferred to in paragraph 2 
above. 

9. The mechanical transport at my disposal was employed at the outset 
on convoy work through the Khailutr; but later, when reinforced by locally 
purchased vehicles and a number of F**rd chassis received from America in 
March and equipped locally with van bodies, ii was used to supplement the 
animal transport with units and Held formations and foi tin* i r.mspnrlat ion 
of such perishable commodities us ice. milk, fresh fmit and vegetables. The 
British ranks of the Heavy Mechanical Transport companies were cnnsulci- 
ably below establishment and the proper complement of drivers could not be 
provided for the vehicles available, hi spin* of the strain on iheir 
endurance, these men carried out their duties with a fortitude and Hlieieuoy 
which deserves unstinted praise, and proved themselves equal to the task of 
moving all the tonnage reqni icd for the maintenance of the imves in the 
field. It may here be mentioned that upwards of 7iO0 tons of supplies and 
stores Were transported daily from Peshawar and Jumrml thnucjii tin*. 
Khaibar. a figure which was only reduced during the period of the W\fclian 
threat on the Kurratn. when a portion of the mechanical transport was 
diverted to that area from Ihe Khaibar. 

10. The reserves of supplies in position on < he outbreak of war proved 
ample for the needs of the army: the standard lirtd down was sixty days’ 
stocks, of which half had boon 'placed in forward positions west of the Indus, 
and half in the base depAt, at Lahore and at the ports of Bombay ami Karachi 
Within three days of mobilisation being ordered, flic reserves at I In- ports had 
been despatched, according to a pre-arranged schedule, to Lahore ami I In* 
forward ureas. New Held service scales of rations wen* intrndmvd in this 
campaign ami have proved highlv-s-it isfaetorv from a dietetic* point of view; 
the items additional to t he old scale include condensed milk, tinned or dried 
fruit, fresh fruit, cigarettes and sweets for British troops; and fresh meat, 
condensed milk, tobacco, cigarettes, sweets, arid ground nuts for Indian 
soldiers. 

11. In previous frontier campaigns, uni is bad been left to make their 
own arrangements for canteen supplies; but the system of relying on 
bunniahs and the peace canteen contractors* of British units was unsatis- 
factory. The War Office were unable, however, to accede to my request that 
the Ex pod it ionary Force Canteen organization should take the mailer in 
band, and a general contract was therefore made with a (Calcutta firm ol 
large experience and reputation, to whom special railway and t-fanspoii 
facilities were given. This arrangement proved satisfactory on t he whole 
and Was eertai nly un improvement, on the former arrangement : Imf 1 hope 
that in future a system may be devised which will enable us to >*nsure the 
provision on mobilisation of Field Force Canteens fully equipped with 
personnel and supplies. 

<12. In order to provide rest and refreshment for troops mo\ ing by rail 
and to mitigate the hardships inseparable tfrom a journey across India 
during the summer months, rest cam its were established at Peshawar, 
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Nowshera, Rawalpindi, Lahore, Ambala, Quetta and Chatnan, and the nft ru- 
ber of “Monro Boldiors* Canteens” (which had been established at all the 
principal railway stations) was increased to meet the additional demands 
made upon them. Tea-rooms were also opened for the special use of Indian 
troops, not only at the chief railway stations, but also at all stauding camps 
within the forward areas. Mosses for British oilicers and for warrunt and 
non-commissioned oilicers travelling in small parties or independently of 
their units, wore organised and equipped at seventeen of the main baiting 
places, in advance of railheads on the various lines of column nicati tin. 

18. The requirements of the Veterinary Service necessitated the forma- 
tion of three Camel Veterinary Hospitals for 500 camels each, a Camel 
Convalescent DepAt and Horse Convalescent Depot, for 1,000 animals each, as 
well as additional field and Mobile Veterinary Sections and Rase Depots of 
Veterinary Stores. The creation of these units i hi posed a severe lax on 
available sources of reerwitijient, and some difficulty was experienced in. 
obtaining personnel of the right stump. But. on the wholes, the existing 
organisation stood the test well. The mortality among animals was never 
excessive, amounting to u weekly average of ‘2 per cent, in the ease- of horses 
and ponies, *01 in the case of mules, 8 in the ease of bullocks and *8 in the 
case of camels, as compared with '2, *0ll, 1*8, and *1 percent, respectively 
during the period May to September, 1 ill H. in Mesopotamia. The evacuation 
of sick animals was on the whole well carried out, bnt there was a tendency 
to maintain too many ineffective animals with units ; this fault was corrected 
in course of time. Considerable inefficiency was caused by the incidence of- 
foot-and-mouth disease and rinderpest in bullocks. The organisation of the 
Remount Service stood the tost well and calls for no comment. 

11. 1 was fortunate in obtaining two Ordnance Mobile Workshops, com- 

plete with personnel, from -Mesopotamia. These were pushed up to Peshawar 
to supplement the heavy workshops established in the Ordnance depot there 
immediately on the outbreak of war. A number of R. A. O, 0. personnel 
were obtained from among the troops awaiting demobilisation, and these 
rendered ‘fn valuable service in the* Ordnance depots in the forward areas. 
In other respects the existing Ordnance organisation proved sufficient for 
the neet I k of the unity. An ample reserve had been provided of special 
stores hucIi as heavy tents, hand fans, mosquito nets, sun gogglos, etc., which 
experience bus shown to be necessary for the health and comfort of the 
troops during a summer campaign. 

15. As regards the Medical Service, the number of regular R. A. M. C. 
and l.M.S. officers available in India was short of our requirements for 
complete mobilisation. The source, of recruitment of these categories in 
India is small and it had been found impossible to make, good the deficiency 
from home. I was fortunate, however, in obtaining the services of 107 
officers and 1,280 other ranks of the R. A. M. 0. who happened to he in India 
en rontr from Mesopotamia to the United Kingdom. The field medical 
units of the Field Army were already partially mobilised with personnel 
when the outbreak of war occurred and the equipment of other field medical 
units and of 21 General Hospitals was held ready for issue in medical 
mobilisation stores. The number of mobilised medical units employed dur- 
ing the campaign amounted to 29 Field Ambulances, 12 Casualty Clearing 
Stations, 58 Staging Sections. 15, Sanitary Sections; 8 Advanced DepAts of 
Medical Stores, 11 Base DepAt Medical Stores and 1 8.000 beds in General 
Hospitals, i.r., 5,(i0o for Briiisli and 11,000 for Indians. The General Hos- 
pitals were established at Landi Kotal, Peshawar, Nowshera, Rawalpindi, 
Ohariul. Kuldana, Kohnt. Ban tin, Dardoni. (near Mirunshah), Dera Ismail 
Khan. Tank. Manzai, and Quetta, In addition to these, convalescent. camps 
provided accommodation in rhe Munee Hills for 1.200 British at Upper 
Topa and Lower G burial, and for 8,000 Indians at Kohar and Rawalpindi. 
Medical transport included t wo British and eight Indian broad gauge 
ainbulafkee trains, one combined British and Indian narrow gauge ambulance 
train and over u hundred specially fitted railway ambulance coaches for use 
with the ordinary passenger services. 

18. The two outstanding features of the campaign from the medical point 
of view wen*, firstly, au outbreak of cholera of unusual severity, ami, 
secondly, the abnormal climatic conditions under which „the troops were 
culled upon to operate. An epidemic of cholera seldom equalled in extent, 
ami severity during the past ten years was raging among the civil population 
of the Punjab and North-West Frontier Province during the period of the 
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operations. It first made its appearance among the troops in the forward 
* areas at Hangn on Jane 1st, and at Jamrud on June 4th. hut though it spread 
: rapidly in both the Kohut and Khaibar areas and for a time gave rise to 
1 &rave anxiety* it was successfully stamped out by June 20th, an achievement 
. for which the Medical Service deserves the greatest credit. A severe 
' epidemic also occurred in' Derajat and the Tochi Valley ami cases continued 

• • , intermittently from the middle of June till the. close of the operations. 

17. -Shortly after the outbreak of hostilities, a heat wave of remarkable 
Severity occurred over the whole of the Punjab and North-West Frontier. 
. Province, the daily shade temperatures registered at Peshawar in May, June 
•« . ' and . July being 5 to 7 degrees Fahrenheit above the daily average of the past 
20 years. The Government of India will appreciate how groat a strain was 
imposed on the troops when dolled upon to operate under these conditions in 
jguoh areas as the Khaibar, the Kurrain, the Deraja t and Waziristan. 

18., In spite of these conditions, the incidence of sickness was not 
excessive. The total admissions during the perf«xl Jit h May to SMh August 
amounted to 10,882 British ami 45, 7 74 Indians, giving a daily admission ratio 
per’ thousand of 4 ‘98 British and 2*97 Indians, This compares not unfavour- 
ably with admission ratios in Mesopotamia which, in 1917, were 5 04 and 
211 aftd, in 1918, 3 48 and 2*27 respectively. 

’ V ; 19. The foregoing brief review of the administrative problems presented 
by this campaign will. I hope, serve to illustrate some of the chief ditficnllies 
.. . With which we had to contend India, and especially the frontier region, 
is .a country ill-provided with those amenities of civilization which in 
Western Europe, go so far to mitigate the discomforts of a campaign ; and, 
-v Coming as it. did at the hottest season of the year and at a lime when the 
army was merely in need of rest and recreation, this campaign inevitably 
•' imposed severe hardships on Ibe troops employed. Nevertheless, from 
personal inspection, I am able to assure the Government of India that every- 
thing possible \y;w done wi-th the means at our disposal to alleviate the 
discomfort of the troops, and I desire to place on record my high apprecia- 
tion of the work of the administrative services. and departments which con- 
tributed so largely to that end. 

20. I now turn to the conduct of the operations. Tim distribution of 
.the Afghan army at life end of April is believed to have been as follows. 
On the ’northern line, including Kabul, were stationed 7i regiments of 
cavalry (2.800 sabres), 29 battalions (16,500 rifles), and 1 10 guns, of which 
About 2,000 rifles and 4 guns were located between Kuuar and Asmar oi^ tin* 
Chitral border. On the central line, including Ghazni, were 3 cavalry regi- 
ments £1,1 00 sal>res), 17 battalions (9,150 rifles) and 60 guns: and, on the 
southern line, 1 cavalry regiment (460 sabres), 10 battalions (5,250 rifles) aud 

• . , . 24 guns. The "Afghan garrisons in Herat, Farah, and Muzar-i Sharif, and in 
v.the Maimana and Badukslmn districts, are not included in the above, and 

amounted to about- 2.700 sabres, 11,100 rifles and 70 guns. M ho force at- the 
Amir’s disposal thus comprised about 7,000 sabres, <12,000 rifles and 260 guns ; 
.'.'but.it should be noted that at least half of his guns Were either immobile or

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raise' the tribes on both sidt*s of the border with the cry of Jehad . Arms and' 
ammunition were to be distributed amongst the tribesmen, and the detach- 
ments of Afghan regulars would serve as a stiffening to the tribal lashkars 
and as an earnest of the Arnir’s support. On the Khaibar sector, which was 
evidently looked upon as the main battle front, the intention appears to . 
have been to hold back the bulk of the regular troops until the tribal offensive 
had developed. This tribal offensive wus. In fact, the basis of the whole 
plan; and tlie line of action to be taken by thtrmain Afghan army depended 
•entirely on the extent to which the tribes consented to co-operate and on the 
subsequent success of their operations. It was probably realised tlmt both 
as regards command and maintenance, the Afghan regniar army was, of 
itself, incapably of undertaking sustained operations and that their best and 
only chance of success lay in securing the co-operation of the tribes and in 
co-ordinating their efforts. The looseness of our political control over a 
largo portion of the border territory makes it a promising field for such an 
enterprise. Tho Amir appears to have anticipated that the presence of 
bodies of tribesmen on the flunks and rear of our main forces would compel 
us to dissipate our strength and create a favourable opportunity for striking 
a blow with his regular troops. 

22. Our plsin of campaign was to undertake the offensive towards 
Jalalabad with our main striking force, our object being to divide the 
Mohniands and Afridis (two of the most influential tribes upon our border) and 
to cut them off from Afgbau influence and support ; to strike at any Afghan 
concentration within reach ; and to induce tho withdrawal of Afghan forces 
from our tribal borders elsewhere, for the purpose of covering Kabul. It 
was proposed to maintain an aetivo defence on other portions of our front. 
In the Toehi ami Deni jut areas we were prepared, if nocessary^to evacuate 
temporarily those port ions of the country which lay between the adminis- 
trative anti political borders and which were held by militia garrisons 5 for 
their retention in the face of opposition would have involved us in a series 
of sieges, necessitating measures for their relief and consequent dissipation 
of transport. 

23. To carry out this plan, the army was originally organised in two 
forces, viz., the North-West Frontier Force, commanded by General Sir A. A. 
Barrett, O.C.B., R.i’.s.r , k.c.V.o.. a.-d.-C., and the Baluchistan Force, com- 
manded by Bieutcnaut-General K. Wapshare, c.'B., C.S.I., tho latter including 
the troops allotted >0 the defence of the Nnsliki extension railway and our 
lino of communication through East Persia to Meshed. As the operations, 
developed, however, it was decided to effect a further decentralisation, and 
on May 30th the troops allotted to tho Banuu and Derajat areas were 
separated from the North-West Frontier Force, and placed under the 
command of Major-General S. H. Cliino, C.B., u.s.o. This new command waa 
designated the Wuziristun Force, The force at Meshed under Major-General 
W. Mailesou, c.b.. C.T.K., must also he considered as part of the general 
organisation, for though charged with no offensive rAlo in relation to the 
operations on the 1 udian frontier, the duty fell upou it of intervening, if 
necessary, in any attempt by* the Turkistan Bolsheviks to send armed 
assistance into Afghanistan. 

24. As constant references would be made to the Government of India 
and to Army Headquarters regarding the conduct and direction of the 
operations, and as in any case officers of sufficient status were not available 
to form a separate General Headquarters, it bad been decided in adyan.cC 
that the functions of the latter were to be performed by Army Headquarters. 

25. f need refer but briefly to the sequence of events which precipitated 
the outbreak of war. Towards the end of April, Salqh Muhammad Khan, the 
Afghan Cominander-iu-Uhief, arrived at Dakka with an escort of two compa- 
nies of infantry and two guns for the ostensible purpose of inspecting the 
Afghan frontier. On May 3rd, the usual militia escort to the caravan 
proceeding through the Khaibar was confronted by piquets of armed Afghans 
on the disputed zone between Tor Khan and Lundi Khana. and that bight 
fivo coolies employed at tiie water-works were killed Yfy tribesmen. Oit 
May 4th large numbers of copies of a furmav , signed by the Amir and 
concluding with an unmistakable exhortation to Jehad, were distributed ih 
Peshawar city through the agency of the Afghan Post-office there ?aufd on 
the same day the Afghan postmaster arrived from Jalalabad with a 'Motor' 
car load of leaflets printed at Kabul, 
resumed war and that India and Egypt 
Army received orders for mobilisation. 


announcing that the GermansVhad 
bad risen. On May 3th, 
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*2*5. The operations which loll owed fall naturally under three head a. 
vifc., those of the North-West Frontier Force, the Wttziristun Force, .and the 
Baluehisfcan Force, respectively, and I propose to deal with. them in three 
separate narratives. The chief features of the operations, viewed as a whole, 
can be- summarised as follows. Our main effort was directed to the Khnibar 
front, with Dakka as the first objective. After defeating the Afghan 
covering troops in' the vicinity of Latuli Khauu, our troops occupied Dakka 
on May j,3tb, i.e., within eight days of mobilisation being ordered : and, 
following a successful action on May 17th the Afghan main army dispersed, 
and, for the time being, practically ceased to exist as an organised force. 
A pause was now necessary for the purpose of accumulating supplies 
•preparatory to u further advance. All arrangements for the advance had been 
completed and the troops were ready to move when the Amir’s request for 
negotiations rendered any further forward movement politically inexpedi- 
ent. On the Waziristan front, we were prepared, us explained above, 
to evacuate certain positions with the object of reducing detachments, 
avoiding embarrassing commitments, and concentrating as large a force as 
possible at the decisive point. The evacuation became necessary and was 
carried out under arrangements concerted between General Hir A. A. 
Barrett and the Chief Commissioner of the North-West Frontier Province. 
Suitable dispositions wore made to meet flic situation thus created. On the 
Baluchistan front, the only operation of importance was the attack and 
capture of Fort Spin Baidak. The close pioximijy of this fort to the 
Baluchistan border was a threat- to our position at Chum an and it served 
as a screen behind which the enemy c-quld concentrate preparatory to an 
attack on Chaman itself, or against the flank of our position at Bognt. It. 
was accordingly carried by assault on May 27th. 

27. During the course of the war our troops were engaged on a front 
extending along the whole length of the Afghan frontier from Cliitrul on the 
north-cast, to So is tan on tin- south-west, a total distance of about 1 ,1 )(.K> miles; 
indeed, the lighting front may be said to have extended still furtlrt'r, for our 
line of communication defence troops on tho 300 miles of mail between Go but 
and kui Kind wore kept, constantly on I heir guard against, mills from across 
the border, nml wc^e at one time directly threatened by a small Afghan 
force which was detached from Herat towards the Persian frontier. Never 
before have simultaneous operations been -undertaken on the frontier of India 
which have covered so wide an extent of front. 


2A There are other important points or difference between Ohis and 
previous campaigns on the Indian frontier In the first and second Afghan 
wars and in the Tirah campaign, the initiative lay with the Government of 
India ; India was onjojdng internal tranquillity , and the Government was able 
to mature its plans and move in its own time during tho cool season of the 
year. On the present occasion, Afghanistan was the aggressor, certain 
districts of internal India were still under martial law, the time chosen was 
the hottest season of the year, and the invasion contemplated a rising in 
Peshawar. In 187# and 1897, eight weeks elapsed between the* issue of orders 
to concentrate and the advance of our forces up the Kind bar and into Tirah 
respectively ; in 1919, two weeks only elapsed between the receipt of inform- 
ation of the impending Afghan attack and the disposal of the main Afghan 
army on the Jalalabad plain and within four weeks Amir Amanullah had 
sued for an armistice. The promptitude of this advance through the 
Khaibur and the consequent menace to Jalalabad, prevented an Afghan- 
tribal combination against us, and saved India the long and cosily war which 
would have resulted 1 h'om the loss of the Khaibar. 


29. Two other features of the campaign may be mentioned as exercising 
on appreciable influence oii the course of the operations. The first is the 
'failure of the system of tribal militias. With certain notable exceptions 
(which are- referred to in their place; the outbreak of war was followed 
almost immediately by wholesale desertions from militia units, necessitating 
; the complete disband m en t of one and the reduction of others to a small 
fraction of their proper establish ment. The defection of these units at a 
iijpti* Whejn the Field Army was concentrating in rear of them constituted 
& gjrave danger and' this danger is one which, in my opinion, we cannot 
„a&rd to acwpt in the future. 

The other feature to which I . refer Is the great disadvantage froth which 
- fheytroepe fthttered as the result of the political situation. From the 
of the armistice at this beginning of June to the signing of peace on 
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August the 8th, the Amir failed to exercise complete control over hie cfWtt’v'- 
tribesmen and the agents whom he had deputed to raise the tribes within 
tiic British border. Consequently, throughout this period, the whole length . 
of the frontier was threatened and constant raiding occurred. 

30. The formations at my disposal at the outbreak of war (excluding 
units allotted to area defence) comprised two divisions and two cavalry, 
brigades on the Kind bar line, one brigade in the Kohat-Kurram area, two .• 
brigades in Wazirisun. and one division and one cavalry brigade on the 
Baluchistan front, with one division, one cavalry brigade and tiVo mixed 
brigades in central reserve. Daring the course of the operations, seven 
additional brigades and one cavalry brigade were formed, increasing the 
total force employed at t lie signing of peace to the equivalent of about seven 
divisions and four cavalry brigades, with one ‘cavalry and five infantry 
brigades in reserve. 


OPERATIONS OF THIS NORTH-WEST FRONTIER FORCE. 


31. News of the proclamation of Jehad by the Amir of Afghanistan, 
together with the move of Afghan troops towards the Khaibur and Kurram, 
reached Peshawar on the 3rd May. I immediately ordered General Sir A. A. 
Barret, who was at that time on inspection duty in Delhi, to proceed at 
once to Peshawar to control the military measures necessary in the North- 
West Frontier Province. He was directed to assume command of the North- 
West Frontier Force, the troops at his disposal comprising the 1st and 10th 
Cavalry Brigades, the 1st and 2nd Divisions, the Internal Security Troops 
of the Peslia war uro.i and the Kohut, Raun.it and Derajat Brigades, together 
with Corps Troops and Frontier Militia. In view of the paramount 
importance of safeguarding the Peshawar district, which was already 
threatened by Afghan forces and which is surrounded by powerful indepen- 
dent triber. General Sir A. A. Barrett directed the 2nd Division into the 
Peshawar area in support of the 1st Division. 

32. Prior to his arrival in Peshawar, the situationjm the Kind bar line 
bad developed rapidly. On the morning of the 4th May, Afghan troops sup- 
ported by large bodies of t ribesmen, were reported to have taken possession 
of the Hugh and Tangi springs, near Laaudi Khaua, and to be on the 
Spina t-siiku and Tor Sappar ridges to the north cf Lmdi lCotal. On the 
following day a small column, which had beeu ordered to hold itself in 
readiness at Peshawar, was despatched by the General Officer Commanding. 
1st Division, in motor lorries to Luudi Kotal to support the Kliaibar Rifles 
it was essential flint the Afghans should be driven from the springs as 
quickly us possible, as mi one of them depended the principal water-supply 
of Land! Kotal, ami until the springs were in onr possession no largd force 
could b ' concentrated at that place. Troops were therefore pushed up the 
Kliaibar as rapidly as possible, and on the 8th the 1st Infantry Brigade 
with one hat nil inn of the. 2nd Infantry Brigade and 14 field and mountain 
guns, under the command of Brigadier-General G. D. Crocker, were con- 
centrated at Damli Kotal. other troops of the 1st Division moving up the 
Kliaibar in support 'troops of the 2nd Division were meanwhile arriving 
continuously in the Peshawar area. 

S3. On* the morning of the 9th General Crocker, reinforced by another 
battalion of the 2nd Infantry Brigade, attacked the enemy ami secured 
the Tangi springs and water-works; but he encountered stubborn opposition, 
and the force at his disposal was insufficient, to drive the Afghans from their 
strong position, in difficult mountainous country, coverihg the Bagh springs* 
Next day the remainder of the 2nd Infantry Brigade, together with a 
mountain battery and a machine. } gnu company, reinforced the troops at 
ljumii Kotal, where. Major-General C. A. Fowler, C.B.. D.S.O., coinmandiogvi 
the 1st Division, had assumed command. % 

31. On the 1 1th May, the headquarters and one and a half battalions of, 
the 3rd infantry Brigade reached Landi JKotul, and an entirely successful 
attack was made on the Afghans on the Klmrga.lt heights dominating the 
Bagh spring*, infantry, guns, machine guns, and aeroplanes worked in 
close co-operation, and the enemy, who again resisted stubbornly, fled 'in ; 
disorder, leaving behind him six guns which fell into our hands, .Dttl*, 
casualties were happily slight. The Royal Air Foreo not only co-operated 
iu the action, but also systematically, bombed Dakka, where theAfghan 
transport had been collected. The material and moral effect of this ' 
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1 *H»S Verygreat. Major-General Fowler brings to notice the excellent work 
of the Slid Battalion, North Staffordshire Regiment, the 1st. Gurkha Rifles, 
and No. 8 Monntain Battery, R. G. A., on this occasion. On the following 
day a reconnaissance disclosed the Afghans still holding Spinutsuka and a 
hill near Tor Sappar. but these localities were found evacuated on May 18th. 

35. On May 10th, I authorised General Sir A. A. Barret tt to advance to 
. the vicinity of Dakka in order the more effectively to deter the tribes from 
’ hqstilities*by threatening their rear and preventing their maintenance from 
..Kabul with arms and ammunition. On the 13th Maj^a cavalry force, con- 
sisting of the 1st Cavalry Brigade and one regiment of the 10th Cavalry 
Brigade, which had been concentrated in readiness at. .lamrud, advanced 
through the Khaibar and occupied Dakka without opposition. This force 
was followed next, day by the headquarters and two battalions of the 1st 
Infantry .Brigade, and on the l(»?h, by the remaining two battalions of the 
1st Infantry Brigade, a mountain battery ami, a company of sappers ami 
miners. A reconnaissance on the morning of this date from' Dakka towards 
Hazamno disclosed the Afghans in large numbers and our troops were 
closely followed up daring their withdrawal to camp. Fighting took place , 
at close quarters, the British squadrons executing several charge's before the 
♦ enemy was successfully bcaiou-off. The enemy now- established himself on 
the hills above Kobat Fort to the west of the camp, hut was tillable in 
■ advance into the plain. On the following morning. Brigadier-General Crocker 
.^attacked with the 1st Infantry Brigade, supported by aeroplanes and the 
are of horse artillery, mountain, and machine guns. As in the previous 
' actions, the enemy held stout ly to his position along the crest of precipitous 
hills. During the action, two battalions of the 3rd Infantry Brigade with 
field and mountain howitzers arrived from Tjumli Kntal under the command 
of Major-General A. Skeen, C.M.O., and finally forced i lie tummy to retreat, 
with heavy loss. The manner in which the attack was carried out reflects 
great credit on the Commander and troops employed, and the results of the 
action wore far-reaching ; for the enemy retreated in great disorder, losing 
large numbers by desertion, and it was long before he was able to reorganise 
his units. The valne of high explosive shell, and particularly of the .8-7 
inch mountain howitzer, in dislodging an enemy from an 'inaccessible 
position in mountainous country, was well demonstrated in this action; 
indeed, those weapons havo been of the greatest service throughout the 
operations. ^ 

38. While these operations had been taking place, tin* state of •unrest 
prevailing in the Peshawar area had given cause for much concern. On the. 
Sth May, Peshawar city wus quickly and successfully surrounded by a cordon 
of troops, and several leaders of the anti-British party, including the Afghan 
Postmaster, were arrested. It. was found necessary tft institute martial law 
and to keep a large body of infantry permanently on duty in tins city. 

. . Raiding into the Peshawar Cantonment and in the district was at this time 
very prevalent, untl communications up the Khaibar, particularly in the 
neighbourhood of All Masjid, were subjected to constant, sniping and attacks 
>4- by tribesmen. The Khaibar Rifles in whose hands the guarding of the 
road through the Pass had at first been left, became unreliable, and after 
> frequent desertions had occurred they wore replaced by regular troops, the. 
corps being disbanded. Additional posts were also established in the lower 
Khaibar. and. this, and other measures taken by Major-f.iene.rul Sir C. M. 
Dobell, K.C.B., C.M.G., D.s.o., Commanding the 2nd Division, quickly resulted 
iii the security of the communications. On the loth and 18th May, the 8th 
Infantry Brigade carried out operations near AM Masjid to secure tin* 
yri ; heights south of the Khaibar stream and inflicted heavy casualties on ihe 
eftemy. By the -19th May the 2nd Division was holding the line from Landi 
V'EJotel to Peshawar, with the 1st Division, less two field batteries, concentrate 
J ; ; ed at Dakka and Dandi Khana, two of the three Infantry Brigades being at 
^ tofiner place, where the force was temporarily under the comma ml <f 
•■^^I^OlS-G'eneral Skeen. On May 12th 1 placed the 18th Division from Ha* 
-'Central Reserve at General Sir A. A. Barrett's disposal, and on the 1 4tl» I 
, . directed him to make preparations for a forward move of four inarches from 
J- _>JPjd«jca. • 

In ther north'.' successful operations had been carried out by the 
jfd’riflitm ift conjunction with the Chitral Scouts and His Highness 
v;":i^e.Mehia.Pa Bodyguard On the 12th May, the Afghans ocetipied Artmwai 
Chltral Valley and advanced rapidly up the river. On the 14th the 
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Cbitral Scouts drove back the enemy’s advanced parties near Kanti. Chi/tbe^’ 
20th Lieutenant-Colonel F. O. S. Samborne-Palmer, Commanding at Chi tral, 
moved down the Cbitral River with a small mobile column, and oil the 
23rd the column and scouts attacked and drove the enemy from Arnawai. . 
destroying I he force opposed to them and capturing four guns. The 11th 
Rajputs particularly distinguished themselves in this action. The mobilo 
column returned to Drosh on 5th Juno. During the remainder of this month 
successful nth Is into Afghan territory were made by the Chltralis, resulting 
in the capture of a large quantity of live-stock. 

*38. For some days prior to the 20th May, reports had been received of 
the presence of Afghan troops on the Mohmand-Afghan border, and on the . 
evening of I hut day they were reported to have reached Ghahutai in* 
Mohmand couutry to the west of Shabkadr. A brigade of the 16th Division, 
with some of the divisional troops of the 2nd Division under the com- 
mand of Brigadier-General W. M. Southey, C.M.O., was despatched from 
Peshawar to Shabkadr and ' Miclmi for the defence of that portion of the 
frontier. The Afghans did not advance, nor did the Mohmand gathering 
assume large proportions; and after being bombed on two days by 
aeroplanes the enemy withdrew. 

39. The 31st Squadron, Royal Air Force, under the direction of Lieute- 
nant-Colonel F. F. M inchin, D.fi.o., M.C., Commanding the 52nd Wing, carried 
out concentrated bombing raids on Jalalabad on the 17th, 20th and 24th May 
with marked effect; huge portions of the military quarter of the town were 
burnt out, including the Afghan headquarters, and on one occasiou a. parade 
of 2,000 Afghan troops was bombed with good results. In the panic which 
followed these raids the neighbouring tribesmen .entered the town and 
secured large quantities of loot in tbe shape of arms, ammunition and 
treasure. On the 24th, Captain Halley. K.A.F., in a Hand ley- Page machine, 
performed a notable feat by bombing ftabul ; and there is little doubt that 
this raid was au important factor in produ.'ing a desire for peace at the head- 
quarters nfVlio Afghan Government. 

40. Meanwhile, preparations for an advance from Dukku were nearing 
completion, but unollicial overtures, begun on May 15th, fora cessation of 
hostilities, culminated on May 31st in a formal request from the Amir 
for the conclusion of an armistice. The Government of India were desirous 
of avoiding any action which might serve to prejudice the negotiations, and 
1 therefore issued orders that, though preparations for an advance on 
JalalatKtfl were to continue without interruption, no further advance was to 
be made without previous reference to me. The period of inaction which 
followed was one of great hardship to the troops, for the success of their 
efforts had led them to expect an early termination of the war. and they 
were looking forward eagerly to their Jong delayed leave or demobilisation.. 
The situation was met, however, in that spirit of willing self-sacrifice 
which we have learnt to expect from the British and Indian Armies, and I 
desire to express here my appreciation of the high sense of duty they 
displayed (luring this period. 

41. Turning now to the operations of the force in the Kohat-Kurrum 
aroa (which, as explained above, formed part of General Sir A. A. Barrett’s 
command), the situation had remained quiet during the first fortnight of 
Mav : there had been no unusual raiding from tribal territory und no inform- 
ation was received of any Afghan concentration in Khost. On May 5tb, 
Majnr-Goneral A. II. Eustace, C.B., n.B.o., Commanding the Kohat area, 
ordered a column of all arms to proceed from Thai to Parachinar in support 
of the Kitrram Militia. On the 14th, information was received that two 
Afghan battalious had arrived at. Peiwar Kotal, and that there were three 
battalions with guns at Ali Khel. A detachment of the Kurram Militia; 
with two guns, was accordingly moved to Peiwar, and four additional batta- 
lions and a mountain battery to Kohat. As units became available at Kohai, 
they were moved up to Thul and* Parachinar, and on the 26th, the force at the 
latter place consisted of two battalions, one squadron and four mountain guns* '* 
Having regard to the requirements of the Khaibar line, it was impossible 

at this time to despatch aeroplanes to the Kohat and Waziristan areas; 
arrangements were, however, made to despatch a flight to Batmufrom which 
the bombing of Mut-un in Khost could be undertaken. 

42. On the evening of the 24th May information was received at Thai •- 
that General Nadir Khan, the Afghan Commander in Khost and ss-Com* 
mander-in-Ohiof of tho Afghan Army, intended to advance either into the 
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Trtchi or tile Kurram and it was reported from Spin wan tlmt Afghan troops 
were moving oil that post. Major-General Eustace accordingly proceeded to 
Thai and ordered one more battalion and two more mountain gnus to rail 
from Kohat to Thai. Oh the arrival of these units, the garrison of Thai 
comprised 4 battalions, 4 mountain guns, one squadron, and one company of . 
sappers and iniuers. On the 27th a considerable force of Afghan troops with 
a large following of tribesmen advanced on 'Hud and occupied Thai city and 
the hills to *tbe south-west of the posts. The enemy’s guns and the majority 
uf liis regular troops were bn the south bank of the Kurram river which, aV 
this season, is liable to sudden floods. The fort nml camp were subjected to 
considerable shelling, two of the gnus used hei ng German howitzers ot TH'' 
calibre. On the morning of *tho 2Xth, General Sir A A. Barrett ordered the 
immediate despatch to Kohat by rail from Peshawar of u held battery of the 
2nd Division, and a battalion of the 45th Infantry Brigade, to bc„followed by 
the remaining uuils of that brigade under the command of Brigadier-General 
R. E. H.Dyer, c.B. Tlio headquarters of the Idtli Division were also ordered 
to proceed to Koliai from Lahore, instead of to Peshawar as previously 
ordered. These troops began to arrive at Kolia! on the morning of tlm 29th, 
and were followed in quick succession by two additional battalions aud the 
46th Brigade from Ambala which I had also ordered to Kohat. 

By the afternoon of the .30 th May, Brigadier-Gen cm I Dyer had concen- 
trated his force by rail and road at. Togh from which place he marched IX 
’miles towards Thai on the early morning of the ,31st. On the Is! June 
be entered Thai with little opposition. The hills to the south-east were 
then cleared of the enemy. The following day the operations wore con- 
tinued to the west of Thai but the enemy retreated hurriedly, leaving behind 
him his ctinp equipment and a large quantity of cordite ammunition. 
During 1 the advance of General Dyer’s column on Thai, the extreme heat 
had made the long marches exceedingly arduous and exhausting; hut the 
march discipline and spirit of the men we re excellent and the cotmnandcr 
and troops deserve great credit for the manner in which the operation 
was carried out. A flight of jieroplune.bba.sed on Thai co-operated throughout, 
and contributed largely to the enemy’s hasty retreat. 

43. General Nadir Khan’s enterprise was a move which, had it met with 

greater measure of success, might have compromised on r plan of campaign. 

The salient of Afghau territory which reaches out between tin* Toe hi and 
Kurram valleys enabled him to concentrate on the flank of two of our wain 
communications through tribal country. An attack on the Kurram undoub- 
tedly promised more important results, for had Nadir Khan succeeded in 
raising the Orakzai and Afridi tribes against us the effect would have been 
■ felt in our operations in the Klmibar. * 

44, On the 2nd. June the regular troops and Kurram Militia from Para- 
chinar, where Brigadier-General E. A. Fagan, (\.\l.o .. u.x.o., was in command, 
attacked the Afghan force near Kharlachi, captured the Afghan post at that, 
place and destroyed six villages. The Kurrain Militia also carried out, 
several minor operations in (which they were invariably successful. 
Throughout the whole period of the operations the behaviour of this corps 
has been deserving of the highest praise. 

.45. As already mentioned, cholera Jippeaml at Hangu in the Kohat area 
oo the 1st June and spread rapidly, appearing a few days later in t he Khailmr 
also. .As the transport drivers were chiefly affected, the movement of animal 
transport up the Klmibar was suspended ; all camels from the stages up to 
Laadi Kota! were withdrawn to Nowshera Thana*. and did not. return to the 
Khailmr until the end of June. Outbreaks of foot-and-moilth disease and 
glanders also seriously affected the Bhllock Corps on the Klmibar line, so 
that it became necessary for some time to rely almost exclusively on 
mechanical transport. 

.. 46, . After the. operations in the neighbourhood of Thai, the troops in the 
Kqhat area were reorganized, the 46th, 60th and 65th Infantry Brigades being 
Matted at Kohat, Paracbinar andTbal respectively. The 16th Divisional 
Headquarters aud the 45th Infantry Brigade were withdrawn t„ Xo\vnhem, 
and the 66th Infantry Brigade was formed at Mardan as the third Infantry 
Brigade of the 16th Division. On the 19th aud 20th of June our cavalry 
at Dakka succeeded in ambushing parties of Mohmands and inflicting on 
them considerable losses. The Dakka camp was sniped nightly from the 
left bank of the Kabul river and telegraph lines were constantly cut. Oon- 
iderable raiding continued in the Peshawar area, and on the night of the 
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6th to 7th June the village of Badliber was surrounded by a coluniri aud : 
several arrests made. A similar operation against IJtmanzai village wua : 
carried out later in l he month, and drives by columns of all arms, including : 
armoured fairs were carried out to clear the Kajuri plain of hostile gangs. ; - • , 

47. At the boginning of July the activities of the Afghau Commander ; '-\ 
Asmur near the Gliitrul border and the arrival of reinforcements, indicated 
the probability of renewed Afghau attempts to invade Chitral, notwith- 
standing the Ainir’s orders to the contrary. To meet this threat the Officer 
Commanding Chitral made suitable dispositions, and, while retaining hid 1 - . 
regular troops at Drosli and Chitral, placed a central striking force of Chitral 
Scouts at Ayuu. In t lie middle of the month Afghan troops occupied 
certain pusses on the border, and an attack down the Biunboret. valley was . 
made by a mixed force of Afghan regulars and tribesmen. This was driven, 
hack in disorder by the Chitral Scouts, whose behaviour throughout the. ■ 
operations has been excellent. On July the 24th an enemy gathering of 
about 1.200 wits reported to have assembled about six miles south qf Ziurat 
near the Lowari pass with the object of attacking the post at that place. 

A force of Chitral Scouts, Bodyguard, and Levies delivered a most successful 
attack which drove the enemy from a series of positions. Heavy rain and 
sleet during the night completed liis discomfiture, and he dispersed, with a 
loss of tft) men in killed alone, including a well-known leader. Towards 
the end of the month Afghan troops from Faizubad advanced towards the 
l)o rah pass, but no attack was made from I his direction. 

4K. On the 13th of July piqueting troops from Dakka experienced con r 
sidcruhic opposition in taking up a position on the hills in the direction of • • 
(ihuzgni. The tribesmen were in strength and, offering favourable targets to 
our gun-fire, suffered severely. In spite of the armistice conditions. Afghan 
officials were everywhere busy endeavouring to incite the tribesmen to rise. 
This culpi iua led ou the 161 h July in a large gathering in the Bazar valley, 
estimated to be 10,000 strong. On the IHtli, Ali Masjid was threatened and 
attacks were made on piquets in the. Kluiiba r, one of which was rushed after 
stubborn resistance. The following night determined but unsuccessful 
at lacks were math* on the piquet line from Ali Musjhjl to Shagai, and as a 
result of the losses lie had suffered in this lighting the enemy retired into 
the Bazar valley whore lie was bombed by aeroplanes and finally’ dispersed 
on ihe 19th. The General Officer Commanding 2nd Division, brings to 
speei.M notice the 1st Battalion. Itoyal Sussex Regiment, for their capture of a 
ridge tqtlic south of Ali Masjid on the 115th May, and for their defence of the 
same ridge on this occasion, as well as for consistently’ good work. On the 
early morning of Ihe 22nd July a drive was carried out by a force of all arms 
of the 2nd Division “across the Kajuri plain, by which gangs of Afri did 
harbouring in the plain were driven into Ihe hills. On the 23rd a small' 
action against a tribal gathering west of Dakka resulted in considerable 
enemy casual lies. During the month of July' the strength of the Mob maud 
lushkars at lluzarnuo and Busawal varied in strength, but rose at one time to 
as many as 0.000 men. After a flying bridge across the Kabul river to : ; 
Laipuru had been established the sniping of Dakka camp practically’ ceases!. 

49. Major-General Skeen hail assumed command of the Rabat- Kurra in. 
force on the 22nd of June. During July there was continuous sniping bn 
the Pei war front and parties of enemy, both regular and tribesmen, were*, 
constantly- infringing the frontier. Occasional raids occurred in the Kurram 
and Miranzai valley’s wliioh were easily dealt with. These included aft- 
attack on a convoy near Sadda on the 9th. an attack on Shi Hawaii post on-, 
the night of the 21st-22nd. and another on Badama ou the 30th. In the 
Kurram area punitive operations were undertaken during the period 16th- to. 
2dtii July’ b.v a column under Brigadier-General G. O. O. Tanner against the,\ 
Kabul Kliol villuges near Shewn ami Bi land Khel. With a view to under?'' 
taking offensive operations against Khost, should the negotiations break 
down two additional battalions and a pioneer battalion were despatched > 
the Kohat-Kurrain area during July, bringing the number of infantry, unit*. '?■, 
to 16. To meet the same eventuality, the field batteries of the. 1st Division - 
which hud hitherto not proceeded up ‘the Kbaibar, were sent to Dakka, whS&ke • 
all tive transport necessary fov an advanco was also concentrated. • . On.-ihe \ 
24th July the Afghan peace delegates arrived at Dakka and left the .samfrwy 
for Rawalpindi. No operations of any’ importance occurred on the Khal^ar 
linejbetween that date and the 3th of August, when peace was signed.-. 
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Operations op the waziristan force. 


' •dO.. In the Waziristan area no movement of troops from tludr normal 

stations had taken place before 21st May. t bough information, had been 
received prior f>o that date, of movements of Afghnu troops towards the Upper 
Tochi and in the direction of Wana, and of a concentration in Khost. 
Major-General N. G. Woodyatt. c. B., Commanding in Waziristan. bad been 
directed not to despatch troops up the Gonial to Wana or to operate beyond 
Miranshah ir^tlie Upper Toe hi valley, as the troops available in the area 
were considered insufficient for any widely extended operations. 

51. Owing to the threatened approach of Afghan regular troops to the 
Upper Tochi and Wana, the probability of their presence resulting in a. 
general rising of the Maksuds and Wazirs, and the impossibility of despatch- 
ing troops to support the militia posts in the Gonial. General Mir A. A. 
Barrett decided (in view of the uncertain behaviour of the Khaihar Rifles 
even when closely supported by regular troops) that it would not he possible 
to trust the Waziristan Militias when left unsupported. He therefore issued 
orders to Major-General Woodyatt on 21st May that, should Afghan regulars 
advance into the vicinity of Wane ami be joined by the I ribes, Wana and 
the Gomat posts were to be evacuated, the British officers withdrawing with 
such mon as remained loyal. Similar orders applied In the garrisons in the 
Upper Tochi. 

52. On May 21th, the General Officer Commanding the Bautin Brigade, 
desiring to reassure fhe tribes of the Upper Tochi. ordered the movable 
coittinu which is held permanently in re tidiness at Dardntii (the new canton- 
ment of Miranshah) to move to Muharnnmd Ivhel; but, in e< nset|ucm:e of 
information received that. General Nadir Khan in Khost was preparing to 
move either against Thai or Miranshuh, General Mir A. A. Barrett ordered 
its return to Dardoni, where lie considered it would be more suitably placet! 
to meet the threatened attack. On receipt of this order, the General Officer 
Commanding the Bannu Brigade decided to evacuate the Upper Tochi posts, 
as iu his opinion the withdrawal of the movable column would inetiiuldy 
be followed by the defection of the militia. On learning of the evacuation 
of these posts, the Political Agent at Wana decided to evacuate the Hunt hern 
Waziristan Militia posts as well, as lie considered that a general rising of i he 
Maksuds would be the infmediate outcome of events in the Tochi. 

53. The withdrawal of these garrisons was an operation id extreme 
difficulty and danger. The lotyul elements of the militia, led by a small but 
gallant band of British officers who carried their lives in their bands gnd 
paid dearly for their devotion, made their way by forced marches to Murta/.a 
and into Zliob. The route was infested by tribesmen who clung to the rear 

*of the party and made it impossible to give the men a rest, on the way. 
Desertions to l lie enemy were numerous. It was not kill the arrival of the 
party at Moghalkot, forty miles from Wana, that it wus possible Yo call a 
halt, and by this time the men were utterly exhausted by heat, thirst, and 
their continued exertions. Up to this point casualties had been compara- 
tively few but when issuing from Moghalkot in an attempt to reach Mir Ali 
Khel, the party was heavily attacked and lost four British officers killed 
and two wounded out of a total of eight. Marching continuously for a 
further twenty-four hours, the survivors reached Fort Sandcmuti in the 
early morning of the 31st. Regarded merely us a feat of endurance, the with- 
drawal of this party was, of itself, a fine achievement ; but taking into consi- 
deration the utmost insurmountable difficulties which beset them on the 
road and the dangers through which they emerged, the exploit stauds out 
as one of the finest recorded in the history of the Indian frontier. The 
success of the operation was due in large measure to the personality of 
Major G. H. Russell, 126th Baluchistan Infantry, who conducted the with- 
drawal with remarkable skill, courage and endurance, and set a fine example 
to those under him. The steadfast fortitude of these men in circumstances 
before which most would have quailed, is a stirring exam pie of the height 
. to. which the devotion of the British officer cun rise. 

6$, On May 26tli, 1 issued orders tor the move of headquarters and two 
bai^aiiona of the 43rd Infantry Brigade and a mountain battery to Baunu. 
Tltfe- troops of the Derajat Brigade were ordered to concentrate a« Murtaza, 

’ where a sq uadron of cavalry successfully engaged a body of Maksuds on the 
30th. On May' 27th, Major-General M. H. Olimo, c.B, d.s.o.. assumed 
command of tire Waziristan Force (Major-General Woodyart having been 
transferred to the command of the 4th Division), and on June 1st, the force 
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was separated from General Sir A. A. Barrett’s command and cam© dtrectly 
under my orders. The situation on this date was briefly as follows: — * 

55. '(/ ) Hunnu Arra . — Communication by road between Banna anil 

Dardoni, which had been interrupted since 2(>th May, was not yet* restored. 
A column utuler Brigadier-General J. G. Clarke, C.M.G., Commanding the 43rd 
Infantry Brigade, was assembled at Banna to move up the Toehi. There 
were persistent reports of the presence of Afghan troops in the Upper Toehi 
and near JPai Mukhinad, 8 miles north-west of Miranshah, and strong 
lashkurs of Wuzirs and Mahsuds, assisted by Danrs from the Upper Toehi. 
wore reported to be iu the neighbourhood of Miranshah and to be threaten* 
ing Tdak. Spin warn lmd been occupied by Afghan detachments after its 
evacuation by the militia, and the Bannu Movable Column bad been moved 
out lo Kiirraui Garhi to watch the approaches to. Bannu from the north and 
north-west. On the 1st June, . reliable information was received that llio 
Afplian detachments had withdrawn and the Bannu Movable Column was 
accordingly recalled to Bannu. 

( h ) Drrajnf . — Consequent on the evacuation of the Gomal militia posts 
and the considerable quantity of booty which had fallen into the hands of 
the Wuzirs, the Mahsuds had become very restless, and thinking probably 
that it was our intention to evacuate Jamlola, had assembled iu large 
numbers around that place. A force under Brigadier-Gtmeral P. J. Miles, 
hail begun to assemble at Khirgi on the 29lh May when it became 
known that communication with Jandoln was interrupted. Other posts 
had also been threatened by . Malisud and Slieranni lashkurs, notably 
Murtaza. Gomal, Manjhi ami Zarkuni, and many urgent demands for 
military assistance for posts held by frontier constabulary were received 
from the civil authorities. 

5B. There were therefore two problems which demanded immediate 
solution : — 

The opening up of the Toehi from Saidgi to Miranshah and the 
» re-establishiuent of our posts evacuated by the North Waziris- 
tau Militia. 

(b) The reinforcing of Juudolu. 

Major-General Climo decided to deal with the Toblii first, as with the 
troops at his disposal, he did not consider that both operations could bo 
carried out simultaneously in view of a possible repetition of an Afghan 
concentration at Spin wain or in the Lower Toehi, of a Malisud incursion 
into British territory from the Khaisora and Shaktu direction, and of the 
possibility of encountering strong opposition in the Sliinki and i limits Tangi 
dollies. The. troops available iu Bannu for the first operation were three 
squardrous of cavalry , <0110 section of Indiau mountain artillery, one section 
of sappers and miners, two battalions of Indian infantry, and details of two 
other battalions which were at Dardoni. Major-General Climo therefore 
decided to await the arrival of the two battalions of the 43rd Infantry 
Brigade which were already rn route for Bannu. Meanwhile, he strength- 
ened the garrison at Baidgi (which was held by the North Waziristnn 
Militia) with a detachment of Indian infantry. 

57. On (lie 1st June, as considerable lashkars were found in occupation 
of the hills lo the south and west of Miraushah, the Dardoni Movable 
Column moved out and fought a successful action. The enemy was put to 
flight with a loss of about 90: and certain towers, from which he had been 
sniping Miranshah post, were destroyed. Oil the 2nd June, the Toehi 
Column, under Brigadier-General J. G. Clarke, moved from Bannu to Saidgi 
without incident. On the 3rd it got through to Idak, accompanied by a 
large convoy, without, any serious opposition, and ou the 4th it. opened up 
communication with Dardoni. 

AS. Punitive iucti.su res against the lower Daurs were then undertaken 
by columns operating from Dardoni under the orders. of Brigadier-Geueml 
F G. Lucas, c.n., D.s.o. These operations were to some extent limited by 
the necessity of keeping the troops ready to concentrate rapidly for co-opera- 
tion with the Kohat Kurram Force, but the villages of Sp&lga, Anghar, 
and Tugliri were burnt, ami flues were inflicted on others which had not 
been so deeply implicated in the looting of the Toehi posts. It is pro liable 
that, had there been any immediate military object in doing so, it would 
have been possible at this stage to have re-occupied the Upper Toehi posts 
with little opposition, as the tribes were thoroughly frightened. 
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.59. - Meanwhile the situation in the Dernjat luul not improved. A number 
of posts, including Manjhi, Gonial, Luui, and Zarkani. hold hy Brontier Con- 
stabulary, were seriously threatened and communication w ti ll .lambda was cut. 
Rulachi and Draband aiso reported lashkurs otSheranuis and Wuxi is in their 
vicinity. .A force despatched to the relief of Gonial post succeeded, however, 
in evacuating the garrison, and Draband aiul Ku tacli i wmr occu]>ied by mixed 
detachments on the night of lst-J?nd 'June. On tlie 3rd June a lashkar of about 
401V was driven into the hills with a loss of 30 men, and on t lie same day 
Manjhi pest was reinforced by a column from Tank after some fighting. On 
the 4th, a lashkar of 500 Maksuds which was threatening Cirni post was 
successfully dealt with mid the garrison of the post reinforced. Jumlola, 
(hough (he water-supply had been cut and the- post was surrounded by the 
enemy, had not, been seriously assaulted. The garrison had supplies up to 
the 24th June and water storage for 15 days. Wholesale desertions hud 
occurred from the Frontier Constabulary at Demand i. Moghalkot, Drazinda 
and Luui. Clmudhwun was attacked on the night of 4th-5th June and parti- 
ally looted by about 200 She ran n is, and Bigwam Shumalajiear i’aliarpnr was 
raided by a gang of Malisnds. 

60. With the arrival of three Indian infantry battalions from (lie Turin. 
Major-General Climo ordered a column to march to Jnttdola on tin* Jhh June 
to clear up the situation. No opposition was me( with on the march, though 
the tribesmen attempted to prevent the restoration of the water-supply after 
the column bad readied ils destination. After re-victualling the post ami 
changing the garrison, the eoluntn returned to Khirgi on the lltli June. 

61. About the 9th June reports were received and were subsequently 
confirmed that, in spite of the terms of the armistice, uu Afghan force of 
about 3;l0 men with 2 guns had readied Wana. This detachment appears to 
have been given a purely passive r/de and to have confined its activities 
mainly to anti-British propaganda amongst the tribes. 

62. On the lltli June, on receipt of reliable information that tin* village 
of Drazinda was serving the. purpose of a supply depAt for I lie vurusis ru filing 
gangs in the vicinity, an air raid was carried out against it aud a number of 
bombs dropped. The effect of this raid was considerable and lor a time the 
activities of the tribesmen showed a marked decrease. On the l.Stli June, 
Raghza village was destroyed for complicity in attacks on Gonial and Mnnjiii 
posts, and u large amount- of Raider removed to Murtaza. The following day 
Parwara, in theShorunni country, was bombed. On the lMth June, arrange- 
ments were made for the re-establishment of the I .uni aud Zurkun^ posts 
with militia garrisons. These two posts had been partially destroyed by the 
tribesmen, but were repaired and occupied on the 2Nth June with the object 
of checking the recrudescence of cattle stealing in the neighbourhood and of 
enabling work to be resumed on the Gomal river boa«lr works at Kota /.am and 
Diwau Shall. On the 25th June, four squadrons of cavalry ami a section of 
mountain artillery, with 2 aeroplanes co-operating, undertook punitive 
operations against Drazinda, on supplies from which the Sliertuini and Wn/.ir 
gangs of raiders were dependent. The village was destroyed and over 500 
head of cattle captured. 

6«k Burly in July, Major-General Climo concentrated a small force of 
- all arms at Dardoni with the object of co-operating with the Kohat-Kurram 
force in ati advance into Khost, should the peace negotiations fall through. 
The concentration of this force appears to have been interpreted by the tribes 
as preparatory to an advance into the Upper Tochi, and on the 7 th July a 
lashkar, reported at over 1,200 Mahsuds and Wazirs, was seen entrenching 
and sangaring a position at Boya. Next day a half-hearted attack was made 
on the Nqrrfi Waziristan Militia piquets as they moved out from Islia, and 
on the 14th a cleverly organised attack on tlx* aerodrome at iJanuu was 
carried out by a band of 60 or 70 Him hi Khcl Maksuds. Tin* aerodrome, 
which is situated about five miles out of Bannu on the Tochi road, was 
guarded by a platoon of Indian infantry. Tin* enemy made a determined 
attempt ip break into the hangar but were* ■counter-attacked and driven oil' 
with loss. No damage was done to the machines. 

64. On the 24th Jnly, consequent upon the capture of oiu* of our con- 
voys at Kapip hi ZUob, Major-General Climo concentrated at Murtaza a force 
of one squadron of cavalry, one section of mountain artillery, and one and a 
half battalions of Indian infantry, his intention being to give the impression 
that preparations were on foot for an advance up the Gomal, and thereby to 
draw the Wazir lashkara back to oppose him. The ruse was completely 
successful. 
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»>5. Daring the latter half of July, Vihowa was attacked several 
by Wazirs; on the IHth July they succeeded in getting away with some 
loot, but otherwise did no important damage, , ■ 

(JO. .Several' minor enterprises were carried out by the tribesmen against • • 
our piquets in the Toohi between 28th July and the 8th August. On the 
29th July a North Waziristan Militia piquet at Khajttri was ambushed bye , . 
about 70 Mahsuds ; on the 3rd August piquets south of the. road between-’ 
Tslm and Miranshah were engaged all day with tribal lashkars and suffered - v 
some casualties ; on the 8th August our troops moving out to piquet the - ' 
road' between Saidgi and Bliinki were ambushed by i00 Abdulai Mahsuds 
and suffered somewhat heavily These incidents can lie . attributed 'to lack 
of experience in frontier warfare, and a failure to recognise the necessity . 
for constant vigilance when dealing with expert enemies like the MahsadS \ 
and Wazirs. 

(i7. Aithougii no major opci-ations were carried out by the Waziristan 
Poire during Iho porioil under • review, there were few days on which 
troops on some) part of this wide front were not engaged. The elusiveuess 
of (lie enemy with whom they had to deal necessitated constant readiness 
and in many eases long and rapid marches. Escort duties were heavy; • 
piqueting was eontimionK; and the troops wore subjected to frequent sniping 
by night The heat during Juno and July was abnormal aven for that 
part of the frontier. I cannot speak too highly of the cheerful manner 
in which all hardships were borne. Whenever the tribesmen were met, 
all ranks shewed that desire to get to close quarters and use their bayonets 
which is the true spirit of the offensive; and this is especially gratifying 
in troops who for the most part were young and without previous war 
experience. Major-General OLiino brings to notice the following units as • 
especially deserving of mention : —

OPERATIONS OF THE BALUCHISTAN FORCE. 

t>8. t Whuu mobilization was ordered, the troops at the disposal of the 
General Officer Commanding the Baluchistan Force consisted of: — 

(a) the 1th Division (of which the two field batteries wore located in 

their peace station at Hyderabad, Sind ; one British battalion 
was temporarily employed at Lahore in connection with 
disturbances in the Punjab; and two Indian battalions were on 
detached duty at Chaman and Peshin respectively); 

(b) the 12th Mounted Brigade ; 

(<;) two liuiian battalions and one regiment of Tndiuti cavalry, and the 
/hob Militia, in /hot) and Lora la i ; 

(d) a force of two squadrons, two companies of sappers and miners 
and three battalions, together with about 1,500 levies, allotted 
as line of communication defence troops on the Nushki exten- 
sion railway, and the 650- miles of road between railhead and 

Me; lied. 

Only rwo ae to planes were immediately available on mobilization, at the 
bulk of No. 114 Squadron was employed in connection with internal 
disturbances. 

U9. At the outbreak of war the euemy forces in southern and western ... 
Afghanistan wore estimated at it! battalions (of which oue formed the 
garrison of Fort Spin Baidak >, 1 1 .batteries of artillery and 5 regiments of 
cavalry. Tin* number of tribesmen which it was estimated could co-operate 
with these regular troops amounted to about 40,000 tuetf. 

70. Un May 8th Lieutenant-General H. NVapshare, c.B, C.S.I., assumed 
command of the Baluchistan Force in addition to the command of 4th Divi- 
sion : on the 20th he bunded over command of the latter to Major-General N. 

G. Woodvatt. c.B., transferred from Waziristan. Lieutenant-General Wap- .. 
share was informed that the policy of the Government of India in regard to 
the Baluchistan area was to show a bold front and, to carry. out this policy „ 
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I authorised him to make a ay recon miissun ees which might he nocossu ry 
There was no indication at this time of auy hostile force moving on Chamaii, 
and tte nearest enemy troops were those garrisoning Fort Spin Baidak. 
Reports were soon received, however, of large gatherings of Afghan troops at 
Wazikhwa on the Zhob border. These troops had arrived from Ghazni and 
Kabnl and their probable intention was to overawe the Uhilzais ami force 
them aud other tribes to join in the Jehad with the object of attacking the 
Fort Sandeman area, or of invading the upper Zhob valley. Tbe Achuk/uts. 
who live half in Afghan and half in British territory, were also becoming 
restless. • 

71. Lieutenant-General Wapshare considered that it would be strategic- 
ally unsocial to debicli a force to reinforce the Zhob at this juncture, and tliat 
his best plan of action would be to take the offensive and attack Fort. Baidak. 
The capture of Fort Baidak Would have the immediate eMTeet of diverting the 
attentiou of the troops threatening the Zhob, and a successful offensive 
from Ghamau would have a great moral effect on the tribesmen, more 
especially on the Achukzuis. On May Alb 1 authorised Lieuteua ul-General 
Wapshare to attack ami destroy at his discretion any Afghan force which 
might advance to Spin Baidak, and directed that the. fort should, if captured, 
be razed to the ground. Owing to shortage of rolling-stock, which delayed 
the arrival of the divisional howitzer battery from Hyderabad, the attack' on 
the fort was postpoued till the 27th. The troops employed consisted of 
the 4th Oi vision ( less 10th Infantry Brigade), assisted by some units of the 
12th Mounted Brigade. To ensure secrecy, no preliminary reconnaissance 
was made by the cavalry, but the necessity of this was obviated to a great 
extent by the simplicity of the terrain ; reconnaissances of the fort had also 
been carried out daily from the air. The attack involved considerable 
preliminary preparation. A large number of light scaling ladders were 
issued to the assaulting columns, us also were rafts for use in the event of the 
ditch lK*ing found to have been filled in. A train of water-kegs or camels 
Wits also organized, its the water-supply of Fort Baidak was derived from 
outside sources 12 miles distant and under the control of the enemv., 

72. Tti the early morning of May 27<h. the eavurly moved forward in 
two columns with the object of skirting both sides of the fort, forming a 
cordon in rear astride tip* two roads leading to Kandahar, and t Inis making 
Lhe escape of the garrison impossible. A white flag was thou sent from 
Cbamun to demand the syrronder of tin* fort, and. failing acceptance, t.«> 
inform the Commander that if there were any women in the fort they mold 
be sent out with an escort of twelve nr*n under safe conduct.. The wliiAe flag 
was fired on. ami Lieteuant-Generiil Wapshare therefore ordered the attack to 
proceed . 


73. After a bombardment lusting two and a. half iaiurs. the artillery had 
reduced the towers of the fori, to a crumbling condition, and I lie parapet had 
been breached in several places. While this bombardment was in progress, 
about two hundred of the enemy broke out of the fort and intuit' for tin* hills 
to the north. They were caught under heavy riile and machine gun fire, and 
also attacked by the cavalry ; it is improbable that more than thirty of the 
party reached the hills. The fort was assaulted by the l-22nd Punjabis, 
whose leading company entered the main gate, and by good use of their Lewis 
guns quickly secured the first foothold. The 4th Gurkha Kifies simultane- 
ously stormed the south-east face by means of scaling ladders, and in a few 
initiates tbe fort was in oar bands. The Duke of Wclligton's Kceiini-nt 
eapumid tbe ridge and towers in a most gallant style, gaining their objectives 
a few minutes before the main defences bad been scaled. The only organized 
resistance now reintiiuiug was from a s any/tr which held up the advance of 
the Royal West Kent Regiment. The Duke of Wellington's Regiment 
worked round in rear of the snngar with bombs, and not a single man escaped 
from it. 

74. Tlie enemy had shown the greatest bravery throughout the. opera- 
tion. and when the assaulting columns reached their objectives the survivors 
continued a hand-to-hand fight. The mopping tip parties had to clear the 
numerous cellars with bombs and bayonets. Out of the garrison of about 
600 men, 169 were taken prisoners, about 30 escaped, and the remainder were 
either killed or buried in the ruins. Daud Shah.' the Commander, was 
among those who escaped, but he was severely wounded. 
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7/>. The hilt of Fort. Bulduk hud the desi ted effect of relieving the situa- 
t ion in Zhoh, hut the evacuation of the Toelfi and the retirement of the rem- 
nants of the Wuna garrison through Zhoh produced an atmosphere of unreel 
among die tribesmen in the Fort Ha tide man area. The Zhoh Militia were em- 
ployed to help the VVana garrison into Mir Ali Khcl by piqueting a portion of 
the route between dint place and Moghalkot, hut the loss of a British Officer 
killed was die signal for wholesale desertions, and only about one-sixt h of 
the. corps could he counted on during the remainder of the alterations. A 
mobile column was accordingly formed in Zhoh, under the command ot 
Brigadier-General do C. O'Grady. C.I.K., Coiutnanding the lOtJli Infantry 
Brigade.- While this column was concent rating, a detachment of 20b 
Gurkhas, proceeding as a reinforcement to Fort Sandeman anil aci*omi>unie<l 
by a small detaelummt of Zhoh Militia Cavalry, was attacked in the vicinity 
of Fort Sandeman and suffered heavy losses before reaching its destination. 
Coinuiunieation with Fort Sundeman was interrupted and fora time attacks 
on the various posts on the Loralai-Fort Sandeman road were of frequent 
occurrenee. Brigadier-General O' Grady reached Kapip, near Fort. Sandeman, 
on t li>- 2()f li June and remained in the area for some lime carrying out puui- 
tive measures. 

7b. In the meal. time the situation on the Chaiuau front, had developed 
rapidly. Enemy forces amounting to about eight battalions, four i eg i meats 
of cavalry, twenty-six guns, and twenty machine gluts under the. cominuud 
of General AInIiiI t,hidus, had eoncentrateil in the Takht and Murgha-Chaman 
areas, with advanced delaelnnents at Tsagai springs and Sheroha. On our 
side, a si rung line of defence, covering a length of twelve miles ami eon suit- 
ing of a series of lunettes at intervals of Opt; yards, had been completed 
between New < 'human and Bogra water- works ; and, in addition to this. New 
Chunuin and the mobilization camp there were protected hv a separate 
encirclement of strong points and wire fencing. 

77. In dealing with the situation thus created, Lieutenant-General 
Wapsliare was laced with a problem of considerable difficulty. Within strik- 
ing displace of Ids main force at Chaiuuii. and concentrated within a com- 
paratively suiaH a rea, lay the hulk «>f tin* Afghan southern army. Each 
group of Afghan regulars had its following of armed tribesmen, who, though 
lacking cohesion and organization, won* tired by the spirit, of Jehad and 
threatened ' to heroine formidable adversaries under the elation of success. 
In ordinary circumstances. Lieutenant-General Wa psl tare’s course of action 
would have been clear. /’»>.. 1,o attack and destroy the force opposed to him ; 
hut tin* political situation precluded him from adopting this obvious solu- 
tion'. Moreover, the difficulty of his position was aggravated by anxiety i n 
regard to t lie. Zhoh, for Afghan agents, whether by accident or design, had 
succeeded in arousing the hostility of the tribes aB along the Baluchistan 
border and in creating a situation in Zlmh, which at one time threatened 
to develop into general insurrection. Great political importance attached 
to (lie maintenance of the line stretching from Posh in. through Hindu 
Bagli, K i la Saiftilla, Gowal, Uuiderzui and Murglia fcubzai, to Musa Khel ; 
for on this depended our ability to prevent the Afghan and British border 
tribes from penetrating the rich districts of Loralai and Sibi and from 
gaining contact with the Marris, a tribe which, had they risen, would have 
added seriously to our embarrassments by harassing our communications 
with India, lie was thus faced with I wo conflicting considerations, vis., 
to maintain his st riking force at Chatnan at sufficient strength to attack 
and disperse the Afghan army opposed to him, should the peace negoti- 
ations break down: or. alternatively, to accept the risk of redneiug his 
striking force, wi’.li the object of restoring and maintaining order in Zhoh. 
It appeared to me clear that the strong inducement to dissipate onr strength 
should be resist oil as the governing factor in the situation was onr ability 
to strike hard ami quickly at such Afghan forces as Jay within reach. I was 
of opinion that a heavy blow ileal l at Abdul Qiulus’s force ou the Ghuroun 
front would react quickly along the Baluchistan border, and produce tlie 
desired solution to the problem in Zhoh. I. therefore, directed Lieutenant- 
General Wapsliare to maintain his striking force at 01 uim an at full strength 
and with the highest possible degree of mobility. 

78. Lieutenant-General Wap«hare accordingly recalled Brigadier- 
General O'Grady from Zhoh. together with ns many troops as could lie 
spared from that area. I hail been able to despatch u reinforcement of three 
battalions and one mountain battery to the Baluchistan area, and with these 
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Lieuteuaut-Geueral Wapshare was able to complete the concentration of the 
4 ill Division at Chatnuii and secure the Lora lai- Fort Sandcnvaii road for the 
time bel ng. In spite of the terms of tlie armistice, the enemy continued to 
encroaclt near the British bortior, and sniping was of daily occurrence. To 
complete his preparations to meet a possible breakdown of the negotiatiouk 
Lieutenant-General Wapshare moved the 10th fnfantry Brigade, less i wo 
battalions bur. strengthened by the addition of a mountain battery and u 
detachment of cavalry, to the. top of the Bogra pass, in order to deny t he 
Tuba plateau to the enemy as well as to secure the Bogra water-supply* and 
his own railway communications. 

79. Numerous reliable reports were received about this time of hostile 
activity bn the border north of Hindu Bugh, which appeared to indicate 
that the enemy intended to make a determined advance into the Upper Zhoh. 
The situation at Fort SandtMuun whh also disquieting. The withdrawal of 
Brigadier-General O’Grady's foree had lieeti followed by a coiieentration 
of Wazirs atul Muhsuds who were joined by disaffected parties of Mamlo 
Khcl and .Sliemuni trilK'smen. A wireless 'party and a seel ion of 
mountain guns marching from Babur to Fort Sand ennui under escort ol 
two companies of Gurkha Rifles and a small detachment of Zhoh Militia 
were attacked at Kupip on July the' fUh by about IKK) Wazirs and local 
tribesmen who held suitgured positions stcross the rotul Tlie enemy resisted 
the advance of t>nr column with great determination, but were cvcnlualh 
driven off, leaving 37 dead iuelmling their leader. t>n July the 14th an 
u usuceyssful attack on Buka hand was followed iuiuiediately by an attack on 
a convoy moving to Fort Safideman. An escort, consisting ot a section ol 
mountain guns, 295 men of the 1st Gurkha Rifles and 7b Zhoh Militia, was 
sen! from Fort Handcman to Babar in relief of the escort which hud accom- 
panied the convoy from Lakuhuiid, hut was itself attacked on the return 
journey near Kaprp by a force of Waz.irs and Hhcrannis estimated at between 
1.20b and 2,000 men. who had collected from a great distance and with great 
secrecy. A gallant attempt was made to clear the tribes on eil Iter side of 
the road, hut this was only partially successful, and several commanding 
points remained in the hands of the enemy. From these, points he poured 
a heavy tiro into the column, inflicting numerous casualties on men ami 
animals; and, while holding up the advance of the column, repeatedly 
attacked the flanks anti rearguard. The troops resisted with great hraverx. 
but they wore altogether' outnumiicred, and at nightfall tin- tribesmen rushed 
the convoy in overwhelming strength. Fierce hand-to-hand lighting 
ensued i7i which the escort was "gradually overpowered and swupfeawny. 
with the loss of the two mountain gnus ami practically iln* whole of the 
transport. The remnants made their way Lo Fort Samlenmn in small 
parties. 

80. This incident had the inevitable result of raising Iln* tribesmen''' 
morale, and the local situation was seriously aggravated. It became 
imperative to organize another mobile column in the Zhoh. but in order to 
do so, Lieutenant-General Wapshare was laced with great dillieullies m 
regard to transport, for his railhead at llarnai was J70 miles from Fort 
Samlotnan and the road traversed a d illicit It and mountainous country. 
Hired transport refused to move beyond Lornlai under any eircumxtu nee's. 
He was, therefore, compelled to transfer one of his camel *t rails port corps 
from Chuman to the Zhoh. and this reduced his radius of action against the 
Afghan forces concentrated against hiih on the (.'.human front. The concen- 
tration of the column was also much delayed by heavy rains xVliich breached 
the. road ami railway, and it was not ready to move from its base at Murgha 
till August. I2tli, l*»y which dale r« ports indicated that the Waxir and 
Mahsud lash /cars were dispersing to their homes. The main objective of 
the colufbn, therefore, became the re-rationing of Fort Kundeman and the 
re-establishing of the road posts. 

81. In the meantime new's had l»eeu rec-ived that a laxhfrar of bolt men. 
mainly JZhob Militia deserters and, therefore, well-armed, had occupied 
Murgha Fukirzai and the hills immediately north of Hindu Bagh. In 
attempting to deal with these the Hindu Bagli garrison hail suffered appre- 
ciable loss. Reinforcements, including an armoured motor hato-ry, wen* 
accordingly sent to Hindu Bngh. The enemy attempted to intercept iln- 
battery which was acting as escort, to a convoy, but were quickly driven off 
after heavy losses had been inflicted on them? 
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X2. No important operations occurred on the Nushki extension railway 
or the line of communication in East Persia. The line was well orgatyxed 
and the troops soundly disposed. Armoured trains were also improvised 
and proved a great deterrent to raiders. A small column was concentrated 
in Heistan, consisting of 4 mountain guns, an infantry battalion, and 300 
mounted levies, hut no serious raid took place. 


CONCLUSION. 

K.'i. It now only remains for me to express my appreciation of the 
manner in which commanders, stall's, troops and administrative services 
faced and overcame the diilicuJ ties of this campaign. The enemy rarely 
gave tin; troops an opportunity of meeting him in open fight, but when he 
did so. our superior discipline, training and leadership enabled us to over- 
come opposition with mitph ease. 1 have already referred to the fine 
military spirit in which l he troops accepted the burden of this campaign j 
this spirit was fully maintained in the field, and all ranks, British amt 
Indian, showed themselves to be animated by that determination to close 
with the enemy which is the surest guarantee of success. No greater testi- 
mony of this spirit could be adduced than the eheerfulnesy with which all 
ranks endured the trying climatic conditions prevailing and tin* discomforts 
inevitable in the opening stages of a campaign. The lot of the troops and 
ud mi nisi rati ve personnel detailed to posts on the lines of communication 
was a particularly bard one, for communications with the frontier pass 
through a belt of country possessing a climate of exceptional severity and 
scanty facilities for jrroviding comfort or recreation. Nevertheless, this 
spirit of cheerfulness was nowhere more in evidence than junong these posts. 

SI. The work of the Koval Air Force under the direction of Brigadier- 
(ieuctal N. J). K. MrEwen. <\M.u., P.K.O., was carried out under peculiarly 
difficult- ami dangerous conditions. The machines could only be used during 
the In at of tin* day at considerable risk, lint pilots and observers unhesita- 
tingly answered every call made upon them and rendered invaluable service 
I liroughoui . The same may be said of the workshop personnel who Inhumed 
untiringly under most trying climatic conditions. 

So. The units of the Machine Gun Corps were used for the first time iu 
frontier operations during this campaign, and ltuvp amply proved their value. 
The work of the. Armoured Motor Batteries has emphasized the great, utility 
of tli'rt. weapon iu frontier fighting. 

Kti. The Signal Service has performed its duties to my ent ire satisfaction. 
In spite of many difficulties of ground and constant interruption by the 
enemy, communications have been quickly established and efficiently main- 
tained. The service lifts been handicapped by the. lack of British reinforce- 
ments to replace evacuations, and it is greatly to tin* credit of the officers aud 
men who remained at duty that so high a standard of efficiency was main- 
tained. I sun also much indebted to the Indian Postal and Telegraph 
Departments for their assistance and for the readiness which they have met, 
demands on their al ready strained resources. 

87. The duties of the Engineer and Works .Services have been parti- 
cularly onerous. The construction, upkeep or repair of roads, railways, 
bridges, and defences: I he provision of barracks, camps and hospitals, water 
supplies, ice factories, ami electric installations : the erection of a ropeway 
through the Khaibar: those and various other projects have necessitated .the 
employment of a large number of sapper aud miner units, field aud railway 
companies, pioneer battalions ami lulmur units. 1 desire to express my high 
appreciation of tin* devotion which have characterised the work of these 
units aud which has contributed so largely to the comfort and welfare of the 

T Ft Mips. 

NS. As already stated, 1 have had every reason to be satisfied with the 
work of the Veterinary. Remounts, Ordnance,* Supply and Transport .Services, 
the latter of whom were the chief sufferers during the cholera outbreak. 
The energy ami prompt ness displayed iu dealing with this outbreak reflects 
the greatest credit on the Medical Service, whose work throughout has been 
deserving of the highest praise. I desire a lso> to express the gratitnde of the 
army to the Nursing Sisters whose devotion tinder most trying conditions 
has done much to mitigate the suffering of patients in hospitals. The spirir 
iual welfare of the troops Ims been in capable hands.
